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APAN THREATENING RUSSIA 


Is Determined to Oppose En- 
croachments Near Korea. 


She Realizes She Will Have to Act 
Alone—All She Wants Is a Free 


Hand, and She Is Likely to 
Obtain It. 


LONDON, March 23.—The Foreign Office 
takes a pessimistic view of what is likely to 
happen in the immediate future in the Far 
East, in spite of the settlement of the Tien- 
Tsin incident. It entertains grave fears 


that the relations between Japan and Rus- | 


sia may shortly reach the, danger point. 

Judging from information obtained in va- 
rious official quarters in London, Japan has 
confided to at least some of the powers her 
determination to oppose at all costs any se- 
cret agreement made between Russia and 
China by which the former could secure 
territorial or other advantages contiguous 
to Korea. 

The British Government has received no 
official confirmation that the Japanese 
fleet is mobilizing; but it would not be sur- 
prised to learn that such is the fact. A 
highly placed British official said yester- 
day: ; 

“ All Japan wants'is a free hand against 
Russia. This she has got so far as Eng- 
land and Germany are concerned, and, I 
presume, so far as the United States Gov- 
ernment is concerned, although I do not 
imagine for one moment that any of the 
powers mentioned would be drawn into a 
war between Japan and Russia. If Japan 
sees nothing for it but to fight, she would 
have the moral support of objections com- 
mitted to paper by at least two other pow- 
ers against secret treaties with China. 


That is all, but Japan seems to consider it 
sufficient to provide against interference.” 

Confirmation of the foregoing definition of 
the situation was afforded by the Secre- 
tary of the Japanese Legation, who said in 
the course of an interview: 

‘While rejoicing at the fact that Eng- 
land and Russia have reached a pacific 
settlement over the minor issue, the main 
question—the integrity of the Chinese Em- 
pire—remains unsettled. In response to 
pressure brought by Japan upon Russia it 
was announced that Russia's secret 
treaties with China had been modified, 
but the terms have been withheld. Until 
we see the treaties we will not be satis- 
fied that the modification does not consist 
of words merely, without any alteration 
in the spirit. In this contention we believe 
other powers will support us.” 

It appears that Great Britain would be 
quite willing to refer the whole Manchuria 
matter to arbitration on the lines of The 
Hague Conference. The Tien-Tsin siding 
affair is not considered important enough 
to be disposed of in this way, and it will 
immediately become a matter of dip- 
lomatic interchange between St. Peters- 
burg and London. 

The Statist. after editorially 
the ssibilities of a conflict 
Russia and Japan, says: 

“It is idle to deny that there is danger of 
complications.«Nevertheless we think peace 
will be preserved, and trust that Russia 
will give satisfaction to Japan in Korea, 
thus removing the danger of a rupture.”’ 

While holding these views, The Statist i 
devotes a column of its financial notes to 
the consideration of how a Russo-Japanese | 
war would affect the money markets. It 
says that Russian securities would fall in 
Paris, which would possibly be able to scil 
a fair amount of them in New York. After 
this, prices would largely depend upon the 
course of the war and whether other coun- 
tries took part in it. Russian credit, The 
Statist says, might possibly fall very low.

THE SUGGESTED INDEMNITY. 


Belief in Washington that $200,000,000 
Is the Maximum Sum China Is 
Able to Pay. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—Further in- 
quiry into the Chinese indemnity question 
makes it appear that the sum of $200,000,- 
000, which the United States Government 
considers the maximum that should be 
claimed, represents absolutely the limit of 
Chinese ability to pay, according to the 
calculations of the officials best informed 
as to the resources of the empire. 

The figure named does not represent the 
@ggregate of the indemnities claimed. On 
the contrary, it is understood that this is 
very much larger. The United States fixed 
upon $25,000,000 as a suitable indemnity to 
be claimed by this country, notwithstand- ! 
ing that officials of the various depart- 
ments are satisfied that this sum will only 
provide for the payment of a certain per- 
centage of the items claimed, because it 
was felt that this was as much as should | 
be claimed proportionately of the total of 
$200,000,000. 

It is not the intention to divide the $200,- 
000,000 into as many oquel parts as there 
are powers. but, while dividing it into eight 
or ten parts, to see to it that these parts 
are so proportioned as to compensate the

ers would reduce their claims in the same 
proportion, even to the extent of making 
the total estimate $100.000,000, if by so 
doing the Chinese Government could be re- 
lieved by having the tax adjusted to its 
ability to pay. 


PEKING. March 22.—A committee of 
Ministers has been appointed to discover 
China's resources and report on her ability 
to pay the indemnity to be demanded by 
the powers. 

Many Ministers are strongly opposed to 
China having to pay to keep a foreign army 
of 10,000 or 12,000 men here for the next 
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two years, thinking this entirely unneces- 
sary. Even those Ministers who were here 
during the siege are tired of seeing Peking 
a military camp. They hope China will be 
put upon her feet as soon as possible. 


TREATY REJECTED BY CHINA. 


The Powers’ Objections to Manchuria 
Convention Effective—Only a Tem- 
porary Check to Russia. 

Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—The Russo- 
Chinese treaty has been rejected by China. 
The powers opposed to the Russian acqui- 
sition of Manchuria have won the first 
round, and there is every reason to believe 
that notes are now passing between them 
with a view to preventing any further ef- 
forts on Russia’s part to secure a conven- 
tion with China. 

The sudden face-about on China’s part 
is the result of work done by other powers, 
The way in which it was done is a secret 
that is being closely guarded, but it is cer- 
tain that pressure from European capitals 
was the cause of China's rejection of the 
treaty.

Conflicting Reports from China. 


SHANGHAI, March 23.—The North China 
Daily News asserts that a Chinese telegram 
has been received from the north affirm- 
ing that the Russo-Chinese treaty will be 
signed on March 26, with not a single word 
changed. 


LONDON, March 23.—A dispatch from 
Shanghai says Gen. Tseng-Chi, the Tartar 
General commanding in Manchuria, is to be 
cashiered and tried for aa consented 
to the Russo-Chinese Manchurian treaty. 

This, it is added, is regarded as showing 
that the Chinese Government is yielding to 
the demands of the Viceroys and foreign 
Ministers who opposed the treaty. 


REFUSED A COPY OF THE TREATY, 


Russian Foreign Minister Angry When 
He Was Asked for One. 


LONDON, March 23.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of The Times, wiring 
Thursday, says: 

“When, at Lord Lansdowne’s request, 
Sir Charles Scott (British Ambassador to 
Russia) asked for a copy of the actual 
draft of the Manchurian Convention, Count 
Lamsdorf arerily and peremptorily refused 


to give one, adding tnai ne naa already 
offered a full and sufficient explanation. 
The Russian Foreign Minister also ex- 
pressed great indignation at the disclosure 
of the terms of the agreement by Li-Hung- 
Chang. 

“If the agreement is signed at all it 
must be within the next six days, but the 
~ oe belief here is that it will be modi- 
ied.”’ 

The Peking correspondent of The Daily 
Mail and the Shanghai correspondent of 
The Times confirm Dr. Morrison's ad- 
vices from Peking to The Times regarding 
modifications in the provisions of the Man- 
churian convention. 


TROOPS WITHDRAW FROM SIDING. 


BERLIN, March 22.—The War Office has 
received the .following from Count von 
Waldersee: 

“The Anglo-Russian dispute at Tien-Tsin 
has been settled from a military standpoint, 
in a manner satisfactory to both parties, at 
a conference between Gen. Wogack and 
Gen. Barrow. Both guards and posts have 
been withdrawn, and salutes have been ex- 
changed 

“The British declare that no offense to 
the Russian flag was intended, and that 
the alleged removal of the Russian bound- 
ary marks was neither by the command nor 
with the knowledge of the military authori- 
Orne work on the disputed land will not 
be continued until the Governments have 
reached an agreement as to its possession 
or until a special understanding has been 
attained.”’ 


PEKING, March 22.—The troops on both 
sides of the disputed land at Tien-Tsin have 
been withdrawn, and all danger of a fracas 
is ended. The opinion of the British is that 
the promptness of Gen. Barrow in, calling 
up the marines from Taku prevented a col- 
lision. 


TIEN-TSIN. March 22.—Gen. Bailloud 
and Gen. Lorn Campbell, (Brit- 
ish.) are dining together here this evening. 
The offending French soldiers at Tien-Tsin 
have been punished. and assurances have 
been given that the offensive conduct of 
the French troops will not occur again. 
The Russians, besides withdrawing their 
guards from the railroad property. have re- 
moved the demarcation flags which fixed 
the boundaries of the concession. and be- 
fore which the sentries were stationed. 


THE COMMONS’ TARDY NEWS. 

LONDON, March 23.—After the questions 
had been answered in the House of Cgm- 
mons .yesterday, the Liberal leader, Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman, moved the 
adjournment of the House in order to call 
attention to the failure of 
ment to give the House information on 
Thursday of the settlement of the Tien- 
Tsin dispute. The whole Opposition sec- 
onded the motion. 

The Government leader, the Right Hon. 
A. J. Balfour, declared that he had never 
heard an adjournment suggested on such a 
frivolous pretext. 

The Secretary of State for India, Lord 
George Hamilton, explained that the rela 
tions between Great Britain and Russia 
in China were at one time critical. If a 
collision had occurred it would have been 
difficult to foresee the ultimate conse- 
quences. Therefore it was impossible to 
make a statement until the negotiations 
had reached a final, saticfactory settle- 
ment. Lord Lansdowne only received the 
acceptance of Russia to the terms suggest- 
ed by Great Britain as he was leaving the 
Foreign Office for the House of Lords. 


THE ANGLO-GERMAN AGREEMENT. 


LONDON, March 23.—Replying to a ques- 
tion in the House of Commons yesterday, 
as to whether the Government proposed to 
ask Germany to act with reference to 
Russia’s proceedings in Manchuria, the 
Parliamentary Secretary for the Foreign 
Office, Lord Cranborne, replied that the 
Russian’ Government had someone de- 
clared its intention to respect the integ- 
rity of China, and the British Government 
was not aware that Russia had infringed 
it.

TROT FOR $50,000 STAKE 


Great Race Made for Cresceus, 
Charley Herr, and Boralma. 


BIGGEST HARNESS - EVENT 


Charity to Get Gate Receipts from Con- 
tests to be Held in September at 
Readville (Mass.) Track. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, March 22.—The championship 
Sweepstakes for the great trotting horses 
now in training, which has been under 
discussion for two weeks, was announced 
to-day by Thomas W. Lawson as having 
been agreed to and all the details arranged. 
Boralma, (2:08,) owned by Mr. Lawson; 
Cresceus, (2:04,) owned by George W. 
Ketcham of Toledo, Ohio, and Charley 
Herr, (2:07,) owned by David Cahill of 
Lexington, Ky., are entered. The race, 
Mr. Lawson states, will be a sweepstakes 
of $10,000 each, with a special purse of 
$20,000 added by Mr. Lawson, making a 
prize of $50,000, of which $30,000 goes to the 
wiuner and $20,000 to the second horse. 
The conditions agreed to are that the race 
shall be mile heats, three in five, to be 
trotted under the management of the New 
England Trotting Horse Breeders’ Associa- 
tion on that club’s track, at Readville, 
Mass., in the week beginning Sept. 16. The 
gate receipts on the day of the champion- 
ship trot will go to charity. The owners 
of the horses are to post $2,500 each for- 
feit, the remainder of the stakes to be 
posted the day before the race. 


The special trotting race announced is 
the outcome of Mr. Lawson's challenge for 
such a contest directed to Fire Commis- 
sioner John J. Scannell, owner of The Ab- 
bot, 2:0344, the world’s champion trotter, 
and the owner of Cresceus and Charley 
Herr, and the fact that The Abbot is lg. 
nored in the perfected plan for the race is 
due to the failure of the attempt to match 
Boralma and The Abbot when representa- 
tives of the owners met in New York on 
Wednesday. The owners then disagreed on 
the question of whether the race should be 
three in five heats, asked by Mr. Scannell. 
or four in seven heats, asked by Mr. Law- 
son. Shongn Mr. Scannell later offered to 
yield on this point to Mr. Lawson, the lat- 
ter refused to renew the negotiations, al- 
leging that Mr. Scannell had broken faith, 
and, as announced at that time, arrange- 
ments went on for a great trotting race, 
with The Abbot left out of it. 

The race made in Boston gives promise 
of producing the greatest harness contest 
ever held, even though The Abbot, holder 
of the world’s record on the strength of a 
performance against time, is barred. 
Cresceus and The Abbot have been rivals 
ever since they began racing in the same 
year, 1807, The Abbot, foaled in 1893, then 
being a year older than Cresceus. The first 
year ended with The Abbot, a gelding, with 
an advantage of a year, having a record of 
2:11%, a quarter of a second faster than 
Cresceus, an entry horse, trotted. In suc- 
ceeding years both improved on the first 
marks, The Abbot holding a shade the ad- 
vantage to last season, when Cresceus, 
trotting in 2:04, beat the world’s stallion 
record, 2:05, by Directum, while The Abbot, 
going in 2:03%, took the world’s record. 
While these notable animals were strug- 
gling for first place on the trotting turf, 
Sharley Herr and Boralma were crowding 
after them, each finishing the year at the 
head of his class, Charley Herr, 2:07, first 
among the five-year olds, with the stailion 
record, while oralma, 2:08, was first 
among the four-year-olds, with the best 
mark of the year for his age, and the four- 
year-old gelding record. oth were good 
race horses, but on the score of achieve- 
ment in races, Boralma’s performances 
against Jorses were conspicuously better 
than thoSe of Charley Herr. Both horses 
have showed ability to beat their last 
year’s marks, and horsemen confidently 
expect that, both will trot a mile inside of 
2:05 before*the coming season ends. With 
fair fortune;in training, it is not unlikely 
that the g¥eat sweepstakes will result in 
the Secotne of the famous Directum’s race 
record. 


IMPENDING “SQUEEZE” IN RIBS. 


Armour Purchase of 5,000,000 Pounds of 
May Product Alarms Chicago Pit. 
CHICAGO, March 22.—Rumors were rife 

on the Board of Trade to-day that Armour 

interests were engineering a’deal in. May 
ribs that bid fair to produce broader re- 


sults than the _ persistently reported 
‘squeeze "' in May pork. During the day 
speculative interest that has centred about 
the market for hog products for several 
days was diverted from pork and fastened 
on the big deal in ribs which Armour & 
Co. are credited with having under way. 

The Armour purchases of May ribs dur- 
ing the day amounted to more than 5,000,000 
pounds, which is near the limit of the sup- 
ply in the city available for delivery on 
May contracts. Under their active buying 
and covering by shorts the price advanced 
22 cents over the quotations of the day be- 
fore, touching $7.97% and closing at $7.92. 

It is said that there is little chance of dn 
increase in the stock supply, which at pres- 
ent is about 8,000,000 pounds, between now 
and the end of May, owing to the active 
demand for meats, and that the large pur- 
chase of the Armour interests is the begin- 
ning of a ‘“‘squeeze”’’ in May pork which 
will be generally felt in the pit. 


MORE BOERS SURRENDER, 


BLOEMFONTEIN, March 22.—Military 
operations in the southeastern part of the 
Orange River Colony are progressing. 

Major Julian Byng bas brought in 200 ref- 


ugees, 16,000 cattle, and 40,000 sheep from 
the Wepener and Smithfieid districts. Col. 
Bethune has sent in seventeen prisoners 
from Thaba N’'Chu. 

The result of the combined movement 
against Gen. Fourie near Thaba N’Chu was 
the capture of 200 Boers, 140,000 sheep, 5,000 
horses, and a host of cattle. 

The Boers broke southward to the right 
and left. 

Three hundred prisoners are now camped 
here. 


LONDON, March 23.—The latest dis- 
patches from Bloemfontein show that the 
200 Boers who were reported captured near 
Thaba N’Chu were refugees, who surren- 
dered voluntarily. Thev were in a bad 
plight, and had recently been fighting under 
Gen. De Wet and Gen. Fourie. 


Rutgers Abolishes the Cane Rush.

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., March 22.— 
The students of Rutgers College to-day by 
vote abolished the cane rush. A sugges- 


tion that it be adhered to with picked*teams 
was also voted down. The committee of 
undergraduates suggested the adoption ef 
the rope rush, the tug of war, and the ca 
spree.

Daring Piracies Near Canton. 
PEKING, March 22.—Robert M. McWade, 
the United States Consul at Canton, reports 
a great incréase in piracy on the West 


River. Ships are attacked by the pirates 
even in sight of Canton. and their cargoes 
are stolen. Three pirates were captured 
and beheaded in the presence of the foreign 
Consuls, and at the same time a ship was 
being robbed within three miles of the cit 
and a steam launch belonging to the Dutch 
Consul was stolen. 


Brazil to Resume Cash Payments. 
RIO JANEIRO, March 22.—The Brazilian 
Provisional Treasury balance of 1900, after

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FIRE DOES $300,000 DAMAGE. 


Many Buildings Gutted or Destroyed in 
Milwaukee Blaze. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 22.—Fire to- 
night completely wiped out the big piano 
establishment of William Rohlfing & Sons, 
on Broadway, and wrought further destruc- 
tion to adjoining property, entailing a loss 
close to $300,000, fully covered by insurance. 
The fire started in the Rohlfing store, a 
four-story structure, which was heavily 


stocked with pianos and sheet music. The 
building and contents were licked up in the 
space of half an hour end the fire quickly 
spread to buildings on either side. William 
Rohlfing & Sons’ loss will reach $250,00v. 

William E. Goodman, plumber, occupying 
the next building north, lost $10,000 on his 
stock, and Ferry & Giass and Elmer Grey, 
architect firms, and William Marnitz, 
tailor, sustained losses aggregating about 
$25,000. The flames then leaped to the 
sixth floor of the old insurance building 
to the south and completely destroyed that 
floor. The loss on this building will reach 
$10,000, 

A number of attorneys in this building 
also suffered losses. The cause of the 
fire is unknown. 


PHYSICIAN CUTS HIS THROAT. 


Commits Suicide After a Desperate 
Struggle with Two Nurses. 


Dr. Richard K. Valentine, fifty years old, 
committed suicide at 11 o'clock last night 
at his home, 190 Lincoln Place, Brooklyn, 
while suffering from a mania resulting 
from a severe attack of grip. 

He had been ill for about two weeks, and 
complications arose which caused his hear- 


ing to be affected. For two days he had 
manifested suicidal tendencies, and was 
closely watched. 

While there were two nurses in his room 
last night he suddenly sprang from his bed 
and seized a lancet from his instrument 
case. The nurses threw themselves upon 
him, and a terrific struggle for the little 
weapon followed, but with unnatural 
strength he threw his attendants off and, 
with a quick cut, severed the jugular vein. 

When an ambulance surgeon arrived from 
Seney Hospital he was dead. He leaves a 
wife and one child. 


ROUGH RIDER IN TROUBLE. 


Has Paper from Col. Roosevelt, 


Gets Long Sentence for Theft.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 22.—Joseph 
Dodson, a negro, was sentenced to sixteen 
years to-day in the State penitentiary for 
stealing a cash register from a Kansas 
City saloon. A big livid scar across his 
right cheek gave him a repulsive appear- 
ance and attracted to him more than or- 
dinary attention. 

“Got that scar with a razor shooting 
craps, didn't you?" asked the Judge, who 
is a local character. 

** No, Sir; I got that in Cuba.” 

“Oh, in Cuba, eh?”’ sniffed the Judge. 
‘Suppose you were at San Juan Hill, like 
all the rest?” 

“Yes, I was at San Juan,” said the ne- 
gro, proudly. 

“* Know oosevelt?’’ asked the Judge, 
sarcastically. ‘‘ Used to chum with him, 
didn’t you?”’ 

The negro without a word reached into 
some unknown recess of his rags and 
brought forth a crumpled piece of paper 
which proved that he was discharged from 
the First Cavalry, U. 8. V., and at the bot- 
tom was pasted a slip of-paper on which 
were written, undentably authentic: 
‘““Trooper Joseph Dodson distinguished 
himself at the San Juan engagement. He is 
a brave rou rider. Theodore Roosevelt.”’ 

Dodson said that an officer of his troop 
had given him the paper, and that several 
men who were in the heat of the battle and 
were supposedly seen by Roosevelt were 
given similar marks of honor, the names 
being filled in by the officer. Dodson came 
to Kansas City a few weeks ago and fell 
into evil ways.

ANTHRACITE COAL SITUATION. 


Indications that Operators Will Not Con- 
fer with Mine Workers’ Officials. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 22. — Answers 
have been received by President Mitchell of 
the United Mine Workers of America from 
some of the Presidents of the anthracite 


coal-carrying companies to the letter sent 
from Scranton, under date of March 19, bs 
himself and the Presidents of the three 
United Mine Workers’ districts, asking them 
to meet the United Mine Workers’ officials 
in a conference prior to April 1, so that a 
strike of the anthracite miners may be 
averted. 

President Mitchell declines to state what 
the character of the replies so far received 
are, but if they are of the same tenor as 
the reply of one of the Presidents, he can- 
not feel much encouraged at his effort to 
bring about a conference with the operat- 
ors. 

In the reply of the anthracite President 
referred to, President Mitchell is advised 
that the company he represents reiterates 
what has been stated in former commu- 
nications that the company cannot and 
will not recognize those not in its service, 
but that it is willing and ready at all times 
to hear those in its actual employ upon 
any grievance that they moy have. 


Big Collieries Close Down. 


SHAMOKIN, Penn., March 22.—All of the 
Mineral, Union, and Reading colleries in 
this part of the ninth United Mine Workers 
district were closed down to-day until next 
Monday by the companies. Scarcity of cars 
is given as the reason. Many miners believe 
the operators are either attempting to pre- 
vent them from striking or are firing the 
first gun in advance of the possible labor 
troubles on April 1. 


A Port Washington Hotel Burned. 

PORT WASHINGTON, L. I., March 22.— 
The Hotel Renwick, at this place, was 
burned early this morning. The hotel was 


conducted by George W. Jordan, with the 
exception of the bar, which was run by 
Small & Thatcher. The building was the 
property of Mr. Small. All the occupants 
of the building except Prank Kelly es- 
caped without injury. He was overcome by 
smoke and had to be carried out. ‘lhe fire 
originated in the cellar. The loss was 
about $15,000, 


Independent Furnaces May Combine. 
PITTSBURG, Penn., March 22.—It is 
learned to-day that a project is on foot 


and likely to be carried to a successful 
issue whereby all of the independent fur- 
naces in the Mahoning and Shenango Val- 
leys will be combined in one company. The 
object of the combine is to protect the in- 
terests of the indepeadents against the en- 
croachment of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration. Options are being secured, and 
the new company is expected to be in oper- 
ation shortly with a _ capitalization of 
$15,000,000. 


May Propose British Duty on Steel. 

LONDON, March 23.—The Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, 
will be asked next Monday in the House of 


Commons whether, in view of the American 
Steel Trust and the threatened increase in 
the German duties on steel, he will con- 
sider the advisability of proposing a sub- 
stantial import duty on foreign steel. 


New Theatre in Paterson. 

PATERSON, N. J., March 22.—That the 
City of Paterson is to have a new play- 
house next season is now certain. A mem- 
ber of a New York firm of architects and 
builders was here yesterday making meas- 
urements for the proposed structure. The 
new theatre will be built in the rear of 
the site of the present Columbia. The seat- 
ing capacity will be about 2,500. The own- 
ers say they will spare no expense in dec- 
orations and stage appiiances. 


Coler & Co. Get $300,000 Judgment.

GIFT OF $100,000 
T0 TEACHERS’ COLLEGE 


A Business Man of This City and 
His Wife the Donors. 


Money Is for a School Building to be 


Devoted Also to Social and Educa- 
tional Uses After School Hours. 


For the purpose of erecting a building to 
carry on an experimental school, the Trust- 
ees of the Teachers’ College of Columbia 
University were presented with $100,000 
yesterday. The donors are a New York 
business man and his wife. They stipu- 
Jlated, when giving the money, that their 
names should not be made public, at least 
for a time. The paragraph making this 
stipulation reads: 

‘““We have been very much impressed by 
the splendid work done there (Teachers 
College) under the efficient guidance of its 
officers, and it is as a sign of appreciation 
of such work that we beg you will regard 
the offer we herewith take the liberty of 
making. Should our gift prove acceptable 
to you we would respectfully ask you not 
to have our names made public in connec- 
tion therewith for the present."’ 

The scheme contemplates, among other 
things, an ocular illustration to the people 
of New York of the uses which school 
buildings can be put to after the present 
school day is ended. This school day, as 
is well known, begins quite universally at 
9 o’clock in the morning, and ends at 3 
o'clock in the afternoon. 

It is therefore contended by the originat- 
ors of the new plan that the average school 
building, compared with other buildings, is 
a thing of ornament rather than of use. By 


the building the Teachers Institute pro- 
poses to erect, it intends to show how the 
time outside of present school hours can 
be filled in to advantage and to the great 
benefit of the children of the 
school districts. 

The school under the conditions of the 
gift is to be erected in the neighborhood of 
Columbia University. It is understood that 
the aim of the school shall be to promote 
the study of educational problems, espe- 
cially those concerned with the matter of 
public school instruction, and the devel- 
opment and consideration of the various 
educational forces in social life. 

The building will provide rooms and suit- 
able equipment for the regular instruction 
of 50 children in a kindergarten, 240 chil- 
dren in eight elementary grades, and of 
special classes in sewing, cooking, manual 
training, music, &c. There will also be a 
gymnasium, baths, library, reading rooms, 
and accommodations for evening classes, 
club meetings, and social gatherings for 
the people of the community. 

A significant request of the donors is 
that living rooms be provided for four or 
five resident officers, at least two of whom 
shall be trained settlement workers, ap- 
pointed on the nomination of the Council 
of the University Settlement Society of 
New York City. thus establishing a direct 
connection between the work of the Uni- 
versity Settlement and the educational 
work now conducted under the direction of 
Columbia University. 

This gift will permit the Teachers Col- 
lege to undertake experimental studies in 
the adaptation of public school work to 
the needs of the community. The building 
will be kept open day and evening the 
year round, and by means of regular in- 
struction in the kindergarten and elemen- 
tary school for children, of special classes 
and clubs for the older boys and girls, and 
gymnasium, library, and meeting room priv- 
jleges for adults the effort will be made 
to make the institution the educational 
centre of the social life of the neighbor- 
hood. 

While the plan was conceived by the Dean 
of the Teachers College, James E. Russell, 
and will be carried out in some measure for 
the benefit of that institution, the greater 
purpose of it is to show what can be done 
in each school district with the school 
buildings during the hours when they are 
not used.

Mr. Ferenbach was a vet- 
eran of the civil war, and spent some time 
in the famous Andersonville Prison. He 
was a man of uncommonly wide reading 
and a taste for literature.

ARREST AT DELMONICO’S. 


Young Man Accused by the Manager 
of the New York Athletic Club of 
Passing Forged Checks. 


A young man wearing a Newmarket 
coat, white vest, patent leather shoes, and 
black hat, describing himself as Charles G. 
Blake, twenty-one years old, of 56 West 
Thirty-sixth Street, was taken to the East 
Fifty-first Street Station, a prisoner, by 
Capt. Lantry and Detectives Cooney and 
McCauley of that station shortly after mid- 
night. The man is charged with forgery 
by Major George W. Rand, manager of the 
New York Athletic Club. The police assert 
that Blake is guilty of passing forged 
checks on numerous clubs throughout the 
city. He was arrested in Delmonico’s. 

According to Major Rand, Blake pre- 
sented to Samuel Pettinger, clerk of the 
New York Athletic Club, on Thursday, a 
check for $75 on the American Exchange 
National Bank of 128 Broadway. The check 
was made out to L. S. Hinds, was signed 
“‘ Barnes Brothers,’’ and indorsed by H. H. 
Barnes. Mr. Barnes is well known at the 
club, and the clerk immediately honored the 
check by paying to Blake $50 on account 
and telling him to return for the balance. 
Blake then left the clubhouse, 

Last evening a messenger entered the 
clubhouse and handed to the clerk on duty 


a note, asking that the balance of $25 be 
given to bearer. Major Rand took the note, 
and, knowing that Mr. Barnes, whose name 
was on the back of the check was in the 
City of Mexico, became suspicious and ex- 
amined the check. He then questioned the 
messenger and learned that Blake was in 
Delmonico’s, and that he had promised to 
pay the boy 35 cents for delivering the 
note. 

Major Rand inclosed a piece of blotting 
paper in an envelope, sealed it, and, ad- 
dressing it to Blake, started with the boy 
for Deimonico’s, engaging a cab for the 
trip. At Forty-third Street Major Rand 
and the boy left the cab and then started 
toward the restaurant, the boy leading the 
way. The boy delivered the message to 
Blake, and the latter paid the boy the 
charges. 

Major Rand in the meantime had called 
Detective Rogers, employed in the restau- 
rant, to his aid, and Police Headquarters 
was notified. Headquarters officials com- 
municated with Capt. Lantry, and he, with 
the detectives, started for Delmonico’s. In 
the meantime, Blake had been placed under 
arrest by Rogers and he was placed in the 
charge of Capt. Lantry. The man was 
placed in the cab and, accompanied by the 
police and Major Rand, was taken to the 
station. On the way he made several at- 
tempts to throw some papers out of the 
cab window, but was prevented. These 
were later examined. 

When searched the police found in Blake’s 
possession a new_check book with two 
checks missing. The book is one of the 
American Exchange National Bank. Blake 
also had a check for $15 payable to L. 8. 
Hinds, and signed with the same name, and 
a note written on paper with the heading 
“Telephone Exchange,’’ inclosed in an en- 
velope bearing the same words in the up- 
per left hand corner, which read: ‘‘ Send 
around for the check at the Lambs’ Club 
right away.”’ The note was addressed on 
the envelope to L. S. Hinds, but bore no 
street name. A letter reading as follows 
was also found: 

Dear Mr. Beggs: 

‘*' Thank you ever so much for saying you will 
accommodate me by cashing a check any time 
not later than 4:30 o'clock, and as I must do 
some shopping to-day, I will ask you as a favor 
to cash the inclosed check, for which I will be 
ever so grateful. You can hand it to the bearer 
who brings this note. Respectfully yours, 

L. S. HINDS. 

On the same sheet of paper, written in 
pencil, was the following reply: 

My firm is willing to cash inclosed check if I 
fridorse same. I do not doubt your veracity, but 
should there be any hitch I do not feel able to 
make it good, as I have all I am able to carry. 
Sorry, but under circumstances the amount is 
more than I care to risk. BEGGS. 


The letter and a check for $15 were in- 
closed in an envelope bearing the name, 
“Tefft, Weller & Co., Post Office Box 
1,842, New York City.” 

When questioned the prisoner said that 
a few years ago he was employed by the 
Mercantile Agency, at Broadway and Wal- 
ker Street. At present he has no business, 
but lives on an income received from an 
estate. He said his parents are dead, and 
that he lives with an aunt, but he refused 
to give her name. 

Major Rand said that last evening he re- 
ceived a telephone message from the Union 
League Club telling him to be on the look- 
out for the man. The man in the latter 
club had inquired concerning Mr. Barnes, 
believing he was out of the city. He had 
said that a young man had attempted to 
pass a check on him bearing the purported 
signature of Mr. Barnes. Major Blake 
added that the Lambs Club had recently 
accepted a number of checks which bore 
forged signatures. 

H. Barnes is a brother of David 
Barnes. The two men are brokers at 16 
Broad Street. The former lives at Engle- 
wood, N. J., and the latter in the Royalton 
apartments, 47 West Forty-third Street. He 
was not at home, it was said, at an early 
hour this morning. 


ALLEGED CUDAHY KIDNAPPER. 


Omaha Police Discredit Confession of 
the Dallas Prisoner. 

OMAHA, Neb., March 22.—Chief of Police 
Donahue of this city thoroughly discredits 
the confession said to have been made by 
H. E. Henderson, a prisoner in Dallas, 
Texas, of complicity in the Cudahy kidnap- 
ping. The Chief declared that Henderson 
was probably booked for a long term of im- 


prisonment and had taken a very common 
method with crooks under such circum- 
stances. The Chief says there is absolute- 
ly no evidence to connect Henderson with 
the case, and that no notice will be taken 
of it either by himself or Mr. Cudahy. 


DALLAS, Texas, March 22.—When told 
that the Omaha police discredited Hender- 
son's confession of complicity in the Cuda- 
hy kidnapping, Sheriff Johnson this after- 
noon said: 

‘**T know he is the right man. His con- 
fession to me is a small item only of the 
evidence I possess. If I had turned Hen- 
derson loose at any time since his arrest 1 
am satisfied officers from Omaha would 
have grabbed him up and hurried him 
there.”’ Z 

Sheriff Johnson says that among the 
statements made to him by Henderson was 
one to the effect that Pat Crowe had no 
hand in the crime, and that the chief par- 
ticipant in the kidnapping of young Cudahy 
is a member of one of the most prominent 
families of Omaha, who escaped from 
prison where he was serving a fifteen 
years’ sentence for robbery several years 
ago. 


OPPOSITION TO STEEL TRUST. 


Col. Elwood of the American Steel and 
Wire Co. Makes a Protest. 
CHICAGO, March 22.—Col. Isaac L. El- 
wood, a member and formerly Chairman of 
the Board of Directors of the American 
Steel and Wire Company, arrived here last 

night from.New York. He said: 
“T am not satisfied with the proposed 


distribution of the stock in the new com- 
hination popularly called the Billion Dollar 
Steel Trust, and I am emphatically against 
the merging of the American Steel and 
Wire Company with the new combine. I 
will continue to protest until something is 
done looking to a rearrangement of the 
placing of the proposed shares. I do not 
believe the present plan to be equitable.” 


Drowned While After a Duck He Shot. 
PLAINFIELD, N. J., March 22.—The de- 
tails relative to the drowning of Volney 
Green of this city, a former member of 
the New Jersey Naval Reserve and a 


veteran of the Spanish-American war, have 
been sent here by his brother-in-law, Mere- 
dith Dryden. Green was trying to re- 
trieve a duck he had shot from the banks 
of the Des Moines River. He leaped into 
the stream, which was supposed to be 
shallow, but stepped into a deep hole, and 
was prevented from getting out by his 
heavy clothing and hunting paraphernalia 
and the low temperature of the water. The 
body has not been recovered.

STATEMENT BY GOV. ODELL 


Metropolitan Police Bill, He 
Says, Would Be Un- 
constitutional. 


He Will Be Here To-day and Is Ex 
pected to Call on Senator Platt— 
Not Likely to Back Down.

ALBANY, March 22.—Gov. Odell wil? ga 
to New York to-morrow to attend the 
Lotos Club dinner. In anticipation of his 
probable meeting with Senator Platt the 
Governor to-night gave out the following 
statement; 

“TI have read with great interest Sete 
ator Platt’s authorized interview in thig 
morning’s papers. His reasons for, and my 
objection to further police legislation, arg 
in the main correctly set forth. I, hows 
ever, g° still further, for I believe that @ 
metropolitan police law not only woul@ 
not be justified by present exigencies, bug 
I should decline to approve such a meas- 
ure on the ground that in my judgment 
it would be a violation of the spirit if 
not the letter of the Constitution. 

“That men may differ is self-evident, 
but that such differences should mean 
the sundering of friendships which have 
covered a long period of years is ridiculous, 
There is no quarrel between Senator Platt 
and myself, nor can there be, because, 
while we differ at times on questions, we 
each have absolute faith in the integrity 
of purpose of the other, and are broad 
enough in our views to recognize the 
right, and the duty as well, of each to 
act according to the commands of hig 
judgment.” 

The Governor will leave Albany at 11:25, 
If he learns that Senator Platt is in @ 
proper mood to make a meeting advisable 
the Governor is quite likely to call upon 
the Senator as an evidence of good will, 

While the probability is that there will 
be no open break between Senator Platt 
and the Governor, the talk of the friends 
of each indicates that bad feeling has been 
aroused which cannot be easily allayed, 
and the prospect for a settlement by thd 
conference in New York of the police bill 
problem is not bright, so far as legisla- 
tors are concerned. The general consensus 
of opinion here is that the controversy will 
be dropped quietly. 


WILL NOT ATTEND CONFERENCE. 


Gov. Odell is quoted again to-day as say- 
ing: “I shall not attend any conference 
on the Police bill.” 

Senator Krum said to-day he had never 
heard of a conference in New York, and 
had not been invited: Speaker Nixon will 
go home to-day, and will not be in New 
York City. Leader Allds has gone to his 
home in Chenango. Senator Malby may go 
to New York, but will not attend the con- 
ference. Senator Brackett did not think 
he would go to New York. Senator Hig- 
gins will be in New York over Sunday. 

Lieut. Gov. Woodruff said to-day that he 
would go to the conference. Senator John 
Raines has also made up his mind to ate 
tend. Assemblyman Otto Kelsey, the 
Chairman of the Committee on Cities, said 
he was going to New York, as was usual 
with him every second week, on private 
business. He had received no telegram 
summoning him to the conference, but if 
when he got to New York he was invited 
by Republicans to go to the conference he 
might do so. 

“IT have never attended any of these 
conferences in the past,’ said Mr. Kelsey, 
“but I have no objection to attending @ 
conference of Republicans anywhere.” 

The interest of the State politicians in the 
conference is intense. As it is viewed here, 


the conference will decide whether the 
er organization is with Platt or Odell. 

oth the Senator and the Governor aver 
that there is no quarrel between them— 
only an honest difference of opinion. But 
it is generally recognized that the differ- 
ence is radical; that either one or the 
other stands to lose prestige, according to 
the position taken by the organization ag 
to their difference, 


GOVERNOR CANNOT BACK DOWN. 


It is generally agreed that Gov. Odelf 
cannot back down from the position he hag 
taken. It is also agreed that if he stands 
firm the passage of a metropolitan police 
bill is an impossibility. The Governor's 
friends therefore argue that Senator Platt 
must give way. This will undoubtedly be 
the outcome, so far as the police bill ig 
concerned. But the question is, what of 
the future? Is Odell to humiliate Platt by 


blocking his pet scheme and atill retain 
the Senator’s good will? 

That is what the Governor ho 
He does not. want a fight wit 
Piatt. 


s to do,

He has ambitions, and while he un- 
doubtedly believes he would be able to put 
up a much better fight against “ The 
Boss" than did Gov. Black on a similar 
issue, he remembers Black’s fate, and ig 
not courting any more danger than he 
must necessarily risk in asserting his indee 
pendence upon an obnoxious proposition. 

The statement of Senator Platt that Gov. 
Odell would not be uninfluenced by the 
views of the leaders of his party as devel- 
oped at the conference has given the Gov- 
ernor’s friends some apprehension. The 
Governor is an organization man, and he 
would not relish a declaration from the 
conference which would show that in take 
ing the position he has on the Metropolitan 
Police bill he has gone contrary to the 
wishes of the party leaders. 

While the disposition of most of the old 
party wheel horses is to restore harmony 
between Senator Platt and the Governor, 
the Governor realizes that there are some 
men around Senator Platt who will be dis- 
posed to take advantage of the Senator’s 
disappointment and bad humor to have 
him insist upon a declaration from the con- 
ference which will show that he, and not 
the Governor, represents the party’s sentie- 
ment on the subject of police legislation. 

To those who have close relations with 
him here, Frank Platt has vigorously de- 
nied that he made any threat to the Gov- 
ernor. Moreover, Mr. Platt’s friends were 
asserting to-day that they had received 
the assurance of the Governor that he 
never accused Frank Platt of threatenin 
him. There are others who say that he did. 


ATTACKS THE GOVERNOR. 


The Governor's remark to the newspaper 
men that he would not “ stultify’’ himself 
by recommending a Metropolitan Police bill 
after declaring against its advisability in 
his message was the subject of ridicule 


among the Platt men here to-day. Said 
one of them:

Lieut. Gov. Timothy L. Woodruff, speak- 
ing last night at the thirteenth annual din- 
ner of the Invincible Club of Brooklyn, at 
the clubhouse, on Herkimer Street, declared 
that he believed it would be unwise, with 
the Governor opposed, for the Legislature 
to pass a Metropolitan Police bill. 

“You must at all times bear in mind,” 
said Mr. Woodruff, ‘“‘ that the Chief Exec- 
utive of the State takes upon his shoulders 


the responsibility of a measure, and that 
while we may advocate a thing, and the 
Senators and Assemblymen may be in fa- 
vor of it, still it remains for the Chief Ex- 
ecutive to affix his approval, which makes 
a.billa law. It would seem unwise, there- 
fore, to pass a Metropolitan Police bill in 
view of the Governor's opposition to the 
measure.”’ 

Abraham Gruber, who was also among 
the speakers, said: 

“Thank God that in this year, 1901, we 
have a Governor who will take such a 
stand as Gov. Odell is taking.’’ 

The sentiments expressed by both Mr. 
Woodruff and Mr. Gruber were very 
heartily applauded by the diners. 


A COMPROMISE EXPECTED. 


Chairman Barnes Predicts that There 
Will Be No Serious Fight at To- 
morrow’s Conference. 


Politicians generally are awaiting with 
anxious interest the outcome of the con- 
ference at the Fifth Avenue Hotel to-mor- 
row, at which the proposed Metropolitan 
Police bill, the causé'of the break pgfween 
Senator Platt and Gov. Odell, will be form- 
ally discussed. ‘No attempt is longer made 
to conceal the fact that there is a rupture 
between the Senator and Gov. Odell, but 
the opinion seems..to prevail that a com- 
promise will be reached. But there are those 
who maintain that Senator Platt will have 
the crowd with him, and will carry out the 
plan he has laid down and concerning 
which he says little or nothing. 

The Senator was certainly in excellent 
spirits when he was seen at his office and 
at the Fifth Avenue Hotel yesterday, and 
while he maintained silence on police legis- 
lation he seemed perfectly satisfied with 
the outlook. He had many callers during 
the day, including William Barnes, Jr., 
Executive Chairman of the State Commit- 
tee; Senators B. M. Wilcox of Cayuga, 
George E. Green of Broome, and N. A. 


Elsberg of New York, Justice Haight of 
the Court of Appeals, President Robert C. 
Morris of the: Republican County Commit- 
tee, and others. Lieut. Gov. Woodruff was 
also a caller, but the Senator had gone out 
to dinner when he arrived. Chairman 
Dunn and some members of the Legislature 
will arrive to-day. Gov. Odell, who is com- 
ing to attend the Lotos Club dinner to- 
night, probably will see Senator Platt this 
afternoon. 

There was much talk among politicians 
relative to the letter of commendation sent 
to Gov. Odell by the Rev. Dr. C. H. Park- 
hurst, and the opinion was expressed that 
it would do more to restore amity between 
the Senator and the Governor than most 
anything that could have been devised. 

One of the best informed politicians if 
the State, who declined to permit the use 
of his name, but who is friendly to both 
Platt and Odell, said, significantly: 

“Phe conference to occur on Sunday was 
called by Senator Platt. His friends will 
attend it, and’ what they do will be in ac- 
cord with his wishes. If he insists on a 
bill, one will be ordered introduced. The 
main part of Odell’s strength was given 
him by. Platt. It would not surprise me 
to see a special meeting of the State Com- 
Fai tae ocalted for ‘next: «week for some 
triffing purpose, 
resolution sprung indorsing Senator Platt’s 
course on police legislation. It would cer- 
tainly be adopted bya large majority, and 
then where would Odell stand? Just pon- 
der over that suggéstion.’’ ~ 
* Executive Chairman Barnes, when ques- 
tioned about the Platt-Odell break, said: 

" “Tt seems to be quite a tempest. It is 
hard to predict how the fight will end. I 
don’t believe that many of the politicians 
in the State know now just where they 
stand in the re r- Much depends 
upon the shape in which the fight comes 
up at the conference.. We will all know 
more on Sunday. Several propositions may 
be advanced, and on some of these a ma- 
jority would be with Platt, while the 
proposition first suggested might be of 
such a character that some of the .confer- 
Trees might side with Odell or be non-com- 
mittal. I dont think there will be much 
of a fight. I expect a compromise. So 
far as the control of delegates to a State 
convention ‘is ‘concerned, I don’t see where 
Mr. Platt has made any mistake. New 
York Republicans want the Police bill and 
fre with Platt on that proposition. They 
have nothing and can lose nothing.” 

. “Ts there any sentiment up the State 

‘or additional police legislation for New 

ork?”’ Mr. Barnes was asked. 

“Among conservative and thinking men, 
no,” replied Mr. Barnes. ‘‘ But there was 
no sentiment in favor of other party meas- 
ures, notably the Raines law, and those 
who oppos it were in error. The same 
may be the case now. The great point, it 
seems to me, is the question of the Con- 
stitutionality of the proposed act. There 
have been four or five decisions by the 
Court of Appeals, and in at least two of 
these the Court held that the State could 
create a district for police purposes, This 
‘was done in the Metropolitan Police act of 
1857 and the Capital Police act of 1865. 
But the Court declared the Rensselaer Po- 
Mice act of 1872 unconstitutional, because 
it held that the added ‘territory so insig- 
nificant in extent was simply made a part 
of the district to evade the plain purpose 
of the Constitution. The Albany act was 
also declared unconstitutional. here has 
been little or no change in .the new Consti- 
tution relative to this subject. But it 
should be borne in mind that at the time 
of the creation of the metropolitan police 
district In 1857 there were separate police 
forces in New York and Brooklyn, where- 
as there is only one force now in Greater 
New York.. The point could be raised that 
the addition of Nassau, Westchester, and 
Putnam was intended only for the purpose 
of evading the Constitution. I guess, how- 
ever, everything will come out all right in 
the end.” ‘ 

Dwight A. Lawrence remarked: 

“The controversy will not amount to 
much. The Albany correspondents are try- 
ing to make it appear that there is a se- 
rious break between the Senator and the 
Governor. That is not true. It is true that 
they have pronounced opinions of a con- 
trary-character on a certain measure. They 
are positive men, but good friends. In my 
opinion a compromise will be reached.”

OR. PARKHURST TO GOV. ODELL. 


Writes a Letter Lauding Him for His 
Independent Attitude on the 
Proposed Police Bill. 


-The Rev. Dr. Parkhurst on. Thursday 
night wrote to Gov. Odell commending his 
attitude on the subject of further police 
legislation for this city and assuring him of 
his personal appreciation. Dr. Parkhurst 
said yesterday that inasmuch as every citi- 
zen had the right, and perhaps the duty, to 
criticise the acts of a public official when 
those were not what they ought to be, they 
should realize that with this privilege went 


the duty to commend such acts and uphold 
them when they merited commendation. 

The letter to Gov. Odell reads as follows: 
won. ~ B. ‘Odell. Governor of the State of New 

ork: 

Sir: With no axe to grind and with no ulter- 
jor purpose to subserve, I write to express my 
profound satisfaction at the position which you 
are reported as having assumed with reference 
to State constabulary legislation. Saying nothing 
as to the merits or demerits of what has been 
Feoposed in that direction, I only want to state 

e pleasure which, in company with multitudes

CHANGES IN THE TENDERLOIN. 


Precinct’s Size to be Reduced and Ad- 


joining Districts Enjarged. 

Police Commissioner Murphy will shortly 
carry into effect the plans made by several 
police administrations to restrict the area 
of the Nineteenth Precinct by adding parts 
of its territory to the precincts which sur- 
round it. The main feature of the change 
will probably be the making of the south- 
ern boundary of the Tenderloin, at Twen- 


ty-third Street instead of at Fourteenth 
Street, as at present. 

**I do not know,” said Col. Murphy last 
night, ‘‘exactly what I will do with the 
Nineteenth Precinct, which is so large as 
to be unwieldy. But I shall make it smal)- 
er, and what is taken from it will be added 
to other precincts and no new precinct will 
be created. The change in the Nineteenth 
will necessitate the transfer of the patrol- 
men not needed in it by reason of the tak- 
ing off of so many posts. They will eo to 
the precincts that are enlarged.”’ 

The Tenderloin district’s present limits 
are Fourteenth Street, Seventh Avenue, 
Forty-second Street, and Fourth Avenue. 
The change will no doubt affect the Six- 
tecnth and Ninth Precincts, whose northern 
boundaries are Fourteenth Street, and may 
change the geography of the Seventeenth, 
Twentieth, and Twenty-fourth . Precincts, 
while the taking of the eastern boundary 
line further west would affect the Eight- 
eenth and Twenty-first Precincts. 


COMMITTEE OF FIFTEEN. 


Will Go to Albany to Attend the Hear- 
ing on the Tenement House Report. 
The Committee of Fifteen, almost to a 

man, will go to Albany on Tuesday, when 

a hearing will be held before the Cities 

Committee of the Legislature on the report 

of the Tenement House Commission, which 

is warmly indorsed by the Committee of 

Fifteen. 

Certain parts of the report have a very 
direct bearing on the very thing t‘1at called 
the committee into existence, namely, the 
prevalence of vice in tenement houses The 
chief obstacle in the uprooting of this evil 
has been in the difficulty of fixing the 
ownership and therefore responsibility. he 
Tenement House Commission has made cer- 
tain recommendations with a view to over- 
coming this difficulty. 

A member of the Committze of Fifteen, 
who was seen yesterday, said that as soon 
as the legislation to be asked for ty the 
committee shall have been enactol it’ would 
be a comparatively easy matter to keep the 
tenements clean. 


HAD A PHYSICIAN ARRESTED. 


Commodore Weston Thought He Rec- 
ognized in Him a Man Who, He 
Says, Has Swindied Him. 


Commodore Edward Weston, who on 
Wednesday in the Court of General Ses- 
sions secured the conviction of Charles 
Garez, a burglar from Chile, who was 
found hiding in his apartment at the 
Waldorf-Astoria on the night of March 
4, and who later in the same day caused 
Paul D. Hart, alias David C. Adams, to 
be -held in heavy bail in the Jefferson 
Market Police Court on a charge of black- 
mailing him, was again a complainant in 
a criminal case yesterday, 

This time he accused Dr. Ashbell P. 
Grinnell, fifty years old, a physician ot 
Burlington, Vt., of being a swindler, but 
ay is reason to believe he made a mis- 
take. 

The prisoner, Commodore Weston said, 
was a man who under the name of Ray- 
more had represented himself as an agent 
for the Southern Merchants and Manu- 
facturers’ Association and the Southern 
Detective Agency, both mythical concérns. 
‘““Raymore,”’. he said, had obtained $60 
from him last Fall as a membership fee, 
and had similarly defrauded manufacturers 
here and in New Jersey. 

Commodore Weston said he had‘not seen 
the man since until he saw Dr. Grinnell 
in the Waldorf-Astoria late Sunday night, 
but the doctor then got away before he 
could call the police. He saw him again 
at the hotel Thursday night, and had 
him tracked to the Manhattan Hotel, 
where the doctor retired at 2 A. M., and 
yesterday morning Detective Sergeant 
McConville arrested him at the rand 
Central Station as he was about to take 
a train for Burlington with his wife. 

Dr. Grinnell, who is a tall man, with 
reddish moustache and beard, denied all 
knowledge of ‘‘ Raymore” and his trans- 
actions, but the Commodore was positive 
in his identification, and sent for his 
son, Walter Weston, to support him. Wal- 
ter Weston said that Dr. Grinnell cer- 
tainly looked like the alleged swindler, 
but that his voice was not the same. Com- 
modore Weston then decided not to press 
the complaint, and the doctor was re- 
leased. 

After the case was disposed of Lawyer 
Edward J. Dwyer of 30 Broad Street came 
into court and said he knew Dr. Grinnell 
as a former Dean of the Medical Depart- 
ment of the University of Vermont, 


Garez Appeals for Clemency. 
Charles Garez, the Chilean who is in the 
Tombs waiting sentence for being caught 
in Commodore Weston’s room at the Wali- 
dorf-Astoria, has appealed to Judge Fos- 
ter for clemency. Garez says that the key 
found, and which the police said belonged 


to him, was the key to the room, and that 
it belonged where it was found. He denied 
all knowledge of the chisel, also said to 
have been found. He claims that, as he is 
ignorant of the English language, he was 
unable to make satisfactory explanations, 
and that at his trial he did not understand 
half of what the interpreter said to him. 
Judge Foster has interested the Chilean 
Consul in the case, and if, upon investiga- 
tion, Garez’s references give him a good 
character, he will be sent back to his own 
country. 


COST OF THE NAVAL ARCH. 


Mr. Benjamin Estimates It at $1,000,000 
—Pians for Battery Park. 

The estimates of the cost of the proposed 
naval arch in Battery Park is $1,000,000. 
This statement was made yesterday by 
Park Benjamin, Chairman of the commit- 
tee having charge of the construction of 
the arch. Mr, Benjamin said that the Man- 


hattan Railway ner had been ap- 
proached in reference to the tracks in Bat- 
tery Park, and that the managers said 
they could not remove their structure be- 
cause no right of way could be obtained 
on State Street.

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A SPECIAL PARTNER SUED | 


Dr. Webster’s Alleged Liability for 
Bankrupt Brokers’ Debt. 


His Connection with Seymour, Johnson 
& Co.—His Capital of $200,000 
Furnished by Them. 


Whether a special partner who receives 
the capital that he puts into a concern 
from the concern itself is liable with the 
other members for the indebtedness of his 
firm as a general partner is a question to 
be passed upon by Judge Hascall of the 
City Court. The special partner in the case 
at issue is Dr. David Webster, the oculist of 
827 Madison Avenue, to whom Frederick 
Johnson gave checks for $200,000 with 
strings to them. Dr. Webster took» the 
checks, remarked, ‘‘ They are mine,” and 
the strings.were pulled, drawing them back 
to the brokerage firm of Seymour, Johnson 
& Co. When the firm failed in May, 1900, 
Mr. Johnson, in speaking of their assets, 
remarked, ‘‘ Dr. David Webster, our special 
partner, contributed $200,000 to our capi- 
tal.” 

The suit that developed these facts was 
brought on Thursday in the City Court be- 
fore Judge Theodore F. Hascall by 8S. E. 
Morehead, a creditor to the extent of $1,600 
of the firm that failed. Its purpose is to 
have Dr. Webster, the special partner, de- 
clared a general partner and liable with the 
other members of the firm. Originally the 
suit was brought against the firm of Sey- 
mour, Johnson & Co., but the other two 
defaulting, Dr. Webster is the sole mem- 
ber defending the action. His defense is 
that he signed special articles of partner- 


ship, contracting that he should assume no 
liability. ' 

Dr. Webster testified that Johnson’ had 
come to him as a patient in 1898. His re- 
lations with Johnson became intimate, and 
soon Johnson asked him to become a spe- 
cial partner in the firm of Seymour, John- 
son & Co. He consented. On-Jan. 2, 1900, 
the doctor and Johnson met at the doctor's 
office, where Johnson gave him a check for 
$100,000 on the Wells, Fargo Bank, payable 
to the order of Seymour, Johnson & Co. 
This Johnson endorsed, making it payable 
to the doctor. The two then went to the 
Lincoln National Bank, where Dr. Webster 
deposited the check. He then drew another 
check on the Lincoln National Bank to the 
order of Seymour, Johnson & Co., which 
he turned over to Johnson, thus becoming, 
in his view, a partial special partner. 

Again on Feb. 6, 1900, Dr. Webster testi- 
fied, he met Johnson, who gave him an- 
other check for $100,000, which was de- 

osited to Webster’s credit. Without leav- 
ng the bank Dr. Webster drew a check for 
the $100,000, which he gave to Johnson as 
his remaining contribution to the firm's 
capital. He was then admitted into the 
firm, and it was provided that he had no 
liability in the articles of co-partnership. 
Dr. Webster said he never drew a dollar 
from the firm, or was associated in any 
way with the management. He had been 
in the office two or three times. 

Upon cross-examination questions as to 
Dr. Webster's income were not allowed. 

“As a matter of fact, did you ever have 
any idea that that $200,000 in the bank, and 
turned over to Seymour, Johnson & Co., be- 
longed to you?”’ asked Lawyer C. G. F 
Wahle, counsel for the plaintiff. 

‘“ Well,” returned Dr. Webster, “‘I sup- 
posed any money deposited in the bank to 
my account belonged to me. It was given 
to me to be turned over to the firm, so I 
took it.”’ 

Henry A. Seymour of 128 East Sixteenth 
Street, who was subpoenaed as a witness, 
acknowledged Morehead’s claim of $1,600. 
Seymour corroborated the statements of 
Dr. Webster. Seymour said that he was une 
able to tell where his partner, Johnson, 
was. 

Judge Hascall reserved judgment until 
April 15, instructing the attorneys, Albert 
P,. Massey and Mr. Wahle for the plaintiff 
and C. N. Morgan for Dr. Webster, that 
they might have that time for filing briéfs. 

The firm of Seymour, Johnson & Co. was 
organized March 20, 1899. On Nov. 28, 1900, 
it made an assignment for the benefit of its 
creditors to Alfred Hayes, Jr., of Coudert 
Brothers. Schedules were filed June 8. 
They showed liabilities of $682,730, nominal 
assets $798,895, and actual assets $610,266. 


DISPUTE OVER A PAINTING. 


Is Called “Grant and His Generals,” 
and Once Sold for $25,000. 


In the Surrogate’s Court, Brooklyn, the 
ownership of a famous painting, ‘‘ Grant 
and His Generals,’’ is in dispute, in a pro- 
ceeding instituted by Sabina E. Husted of 
Brooklyn, administratrix of the estate of 
Peter Van Ness Husted, for discovery of 
certain assets belonging, as claimed, to the 
estate mentioned. The matter went before 
George H. Brush, as referee. 

The subjects of the inquiry by the referee 
have been the ownership of the painting, 
an old family Bible, containing a record 


of the births and deaths of the Gray fam- 
ily since the sixteenth century, and a num- 
ber of title deeds and surveys. George 8S. 
Studwell testified at a former hearing that 
he had possession of the Bible, the title 
deeds, and surveys, and had no objection to 
Seer them over to the administratrix, 
roviding that his interest in a tract of 
and near Flushing, L. IL. in which he 
claimed to have been jointly interested 
with Peter Van Ness Husted, was protect- 


ed. 

With regard to the painting, ‘‘ Grant and 
His Generals,’’ Mr. Studwell said that it 
was now in the vaults of the Washington 
Safe Deposit Company of Washington, D. 
C. He said that he, Frank A. Barnaby, and 
Daniel F. Lewis of Brooklyn, composing 
a syndicate, purchased the painting from 
Mr. Husted in 1888 for $25,000. Mr, Studwell 
said that when he made the purchase he 
“was paying an enormous sum for the 
sentiment he had.” 


CONVICTS TRY TO SWIM RIVER. 


Desperate Effort of Two Men to Es- 
cape from Blackwell’s Island. 


As the dusk faded into night Thursday 
evening, two powerful prisoners at work 
in the penitentiary bakehouse on Black- 
well's Island eluded their keeper's eye for 
a moment, crawled through an opening in 
the wall of the building, and plunged into 
the river. They were John Lewis, sen- 
tenced for one year on Oct. 26, and Morris 
Kelly, sentenced Dec. 14 to nine months, 
both having been found guilty of attempt- 
ed grand larceny. 

The tide lacked three hours of the full, 
and was rushing north in the height of 
its power. Although the escape wads dis- 
covered within five minutes from the time 
that the men left their convict gang, and 
the guards were running along the bank 
to launch a boat to row toward their 
heads, which could be plainly seen bobbing 
up and down on the icy water, the men 
would almost certainly have reached the 
Manhattan shore had it not been for a 


tug passing up the river. Their strong 
muscles, but more the swirling eddies, had 
carried them far on their way to freedom 
when the steaimner bore straight down upon 
them and they shouted to her not to run 
them down. The tug stopped and the crew 
hauled them aboard. The deck hands said 
afterward that they made a pitiful plea to 
be allowed to jump overboard and continue 
to the rocky shore so close_at hand, but 
they paid no heed. The vessel turned 
about and took them, soaked and _ shiv- 
gine. back to their keepers on the prison 
ock. 

Workmen oar in building the Ad- 
ministration Building have made an apert- 
ure in the wall of the bakehouse close to 
the end of the oven. Keeper William C. 
Holmes had charge of the gang of pris- 
oners, among whom were Lewis and Kelly. 
In his report to Warden Fallon he says 
he saw both men together in the bakes 
house at 6:50 P. M. At 6:55 he ordered 
his prisoners to form in line to march to 
the cells for the night, and counting ‘the 
line, missed the pair at 7 precisely. He 
shouted an alarm, and running to the bulk- 
head saw them swimming. At’ 7:15 the 
tug landed them on the island again. The 
tug steamed away after a few words had 
been exchanged, and in the excitement no 
one took her name. It will doubtless come 
out, Commissioner Lantry said, for her 
Captain will have a claim against the city 
for the service she rendered. 

Asked why they took such a Rouprcnte 
chance, Lewis and Kelly said that if they 
serve their terms imposed by the court, 
they will be set free in the streets as Win- 
ter comes on. Now it is Spring. 

The Warden said the men must have 
made a careful calculation of time and 
tide. He suspended Holmes from duty and 
ordered him to report to Commissioner 
Lantry this morning.

Mrs. Lillian B. Robinson’s Landiady 
Knows Little of Her Antecedents. 
Mystery surrounds the death of a wo- 
man, supposed to be Mrs. Lillian B. Rob- 
inson, who was found dead in bed yester- 
day morning at 321 West One Hundred and 
Twenty-fourth Street. Coroners’ Physi- 
cian O'Hanlon has been called upon to 
make an investigation and will make an 

autopsy on the body to-day. 

The dead woman, who was a brunette, 
about twenty-eight years of age, engaged 
a furnished room two weeks ago from Mrs. 
Marashlian of 321 West One Hundred and 
Twenty-fourth Street. She said that she 
was the wife of a wealthy Chicago tailor, 


and that she had come to this city to visit 
relatives. When she reached this city, she 
said she discovered that her relatives had 
moved to some place in New Jersey. 

On Wednesday evening she was taken Ill, 
but would. not allow Mrs. Marashliian to 
send out for a doctor, saying that she pre- 
ferred to take her own remedies. On 
Thursday evening Mrs. Marashlian found 
her in very good spirits when she stoppes 
in her room for a few minutes’ chat. ey 
parted about 9 o'clock and nothing more 
was heard of the lodger. About 9 o'clock 
yesterday morning Mrs. Marashlian knocked 
on Mrs. Robinson's door, and receiving no 
response opened it and found the woman 
lying across the bed, partly .dressed, dead 
Policeman Schun was called in, and a hurry 
call was sent to J. Hood Wright Hospital. 
Dr. Ogilvie on his arrival said that the 
woman had been dead for hours. 

Later in the day Coroner's Physician 
O’Hanlon viewed the body, but would not 
venture an opinion as to the cause of death. 
The woman's clothes were of the finest 

uality., In her room was found a telegram 
dated March 13, 1900, which read: 

Your telegram of to-day to Mr. Naita Bliven 
of 218 La Salle Street has not been delivered 
because party has left Chicago and we cannot 
locate him. 

There were also three cards, one bearing 
the name of Peter Meyer, Jr., one the name 
of D. E. Madden, detective, Marlborough 
Hotel, and a business card of Dr. H. Top- 
rahaman, dentist, 306 West One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth Street. In a pocketbook 
in which there was a couple of dollars in 
change were pawn tickets for two pins 
pawned for $5 and $15 on June 16, 1900, and 
Aug. ¥7, 1900; also for a watch and chain 
pawned for $15. 

All the tickets were from New York 
shops. On a bottle which stood on the 
bureau was a label bearing the name of 
Dr. Calvin 8. May of the Osborne, Fifty- 
seventh Street and Seventh Avenue. There 
was also a receipt for a day’s lodging at 
the Hotel Marlborough and a milliner’s 
bill from M. Merchant, 36 West Thirty- 
third Street.

CAPT. W. T. KNIGHT MISSING. 


Friends of a Well-Known Tugboat 
- Agent Are Very Uneasy. 

Capt. Willett T. Knight, sixty-two years 
old, a well-known tugboat agent of 11

UNION CARPENTERS AT WAR. 


Quarrel Between Opposing Factions 
May Cause Many Strikes. 

War has been declared in New York and 
Brooklyn between the United Carpenters 
of New York City and the Brotherhood of 
Carpenters, which, it was said yesterday, 
will lead to a fight between the Board of 
Walking Delegates and the Building Trades 
Council. It began by the brotherhood or- 
dering strikes in Brooklyn to force the 
discharge of members of the United Car- 
penters, the latest strikes being on two 
school buildings in Brooklyn. 

The United Carpenters decided yesterday 
to call a meeting for Wednesday night 
next, in Bohemian National Hall, 321 East 
Seventy-third Street, to take measures for 
retaliation. If the brotherhood does not 
call off the strikes, the United Carpenters 
will order strikes in every building in the 
Borough of Manhattan where brotherhood 
men are working. 


To Raise Price of Building Steel. 
PITTSBURG, Penn. March 22.—The 
Structural Steel Association, better known 


as the beam pool, composed of the steel 
companies which manufacture structural 
steel of all kinds, will be held at the Hol- 
land House in New York some time next 
week for the purpose of considering the 
matter of increasing prices. A _ represen- 
tative of one of the firms in the pool said 
to-day that it is probable that prices will 
be increased from $3 to $5 per ton.

The Man Falls Dead While Running to 
Summon a Physician—His Parent 
Found Dead. 


Running to summon a physician to attend 
his dying mother, Charles Pfeiffer, thirty- 
six years old, of 186 Dresden Street, Brook- 
lyn, dropped dead yesterday morning in 
the street near his home. When his body 
was carried back to the house his mother 
was found in bed dead. Pfeiffer’s death 
was caused by heart disease; that of his 
mother was due to Bright's disease. 

Pfeiffer lived alone with his mother, 
Mrs. Sophia Pfeiffer, seventy-nine years 
old. The son was employed as a book- 
keeper by William Schermeister, a dealer 
in plumbing materials, at 3,009 Fulton 
Street, Brooklyn. Several years ago Pfeif- 
fer matried a Mrs. Rogers, who had lived 
in the house at 186 Dresden Street. She 
was sixty-five years old. On Jan. 17 last 
she died, leaving considerable property, it 


is said, to her husband. By her first mar- 
riage the woman had a son about the age 
of his stepfather, Pfeiffer. The son is said 
to be stil ae. 

Pfeiffer's mother had been long suffering 
with Bright's diesease, and had been under 
the care of Dr. Frank 8S. Senior of 248 Ar- 
lington Avenue, Shortly before 6 o'clock 
Mrs. Pfeiffer complained of feeling very 
ill, and her son started to go to the resi- 
dence of Dr. Senior. In his haste he had 
put his waistcoat on inside out. Running 
down Are Avenue, between Shepherd 
Avenue and Dresden Street, he suddenly 
threw up his hands and fell prostrate on 
the sidewalk. Policeman David Kelly of 
the Liberty Avenue Station, who was near 
by summoned an ambulance from St. 

ary’s Hospital. When the surgeon ar- 
rived Pfeiffer was dead. 

In the meantime Mrs. William Radford of 
149 Dresden Street had gone ahead of the 
policeman to inform Mrs. Pfeiffer of her 
son's death. When she reached the house 
she found Mrs. Pfeiffer dead in a room on 
the parlor floor. The body of the son was 
placed beside that of his mother. 


TRUNK LINE IMPROVEMENTS. 


Lehigh Valley Road’s Plans—Auto- 
matic Block Signal System Along 
Its Entire Main Line. 

With the advent of Spring, the railroads 
are renewing their activity in completing 
or undertaking improvements along their 
lines. Among the trunk lines which are 
engaged in extensive changes is the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad. Besides continuing the 
expensive work of stone ballasting its track 
and laying heavy rails, this road has un- 
deriaken other important improvements. 
One of the most expensive of these is the 
installation of the automatic electric block- 
signal system along its entire main line. 
This system will be finished by June 1. 
When it is completed the Lehigh Vailey 
will be operated under the automatic elec- 
tric block-signal system from New York 
to Buffalo, and will be the first of the 
trunk lines to have established this costly 


but valuable improvement along its entire 
main line. 

Another important undertaking which 
will soon be finished is the new freight re- 
ceiving yard at Oak Island, about five miles 
outside of Jersey City. Freight cars are 
to be unloaded here, and the freight is to 
be taken on lighters to the freight ter- 
minals on the North River. 

Another big improvement will be the 
building of a new bridge over the Dela- 
ware Kiver between Easton, Penn., and 
Tpillipeburg, N. J. This bridge is to cost 
$250,000. here will also be built fifteen 
new bridges at various parts of the line, in 
order to make it possible to run the heavy 
new equipment which the Lehigh’ has or- 
dered, and which includes forty-two new 
locomotives of the most powerful modern 
type, to be used exclusively for the fast 
passenger and freight service. 


PENNSYLVANIA COAL COMPANY. 


First Vice President of the Erie Elected 
as Its Head. 


George M. Cumming, First Vice Presi- 
dent of the Erie Railroad, was yesterday 
elected President of the Pennsylvania Coal 
Company, succeéding Samuel Tharne. The 
other officers elected are also representa- 
tives of the Erie Railroad, which recently 
acquired the coal company through J. P. 
Morgan & Co. 

J. A. Middleton, Secretary of the Erie 
Railroad, and L. S. Miller, were elected 
Vice Presidents of the road, the former 
also taking the office of Secretary. J. T. 


Wann, Auditor of the Erie, was elected 
Auditor, and J. W. Platten, assistant pur- 
chasing agent of the Erie, was made 
‘lreasurer of the coal company. 

In view of the many but unconfirmed 
rumors of Presiijent Thomas’s retirement 
from the head of the Erie, railroad men 
yesterday saw a _ special significance in 
the fact that Mr. Thomas was not elected 
President of the coal company.

TWO MEN SHOT IN 


HOTEL PABST BASEMENT 


An Intruder Fires at Jacob Litt’s 
Manager and Agent. 


WOMEN COMPANIONS’ ESCAPE 


(Phe Arrest of the Assailant, Robert 
Hayden Moulton—Complications In- 
volving Miss Seligman’s Name. 


Four pistol shots, fired in quick succes- 
gion by a man named Robert Hayden 
Moulton, rang out in what is known as the 
rathskeller of the Hotel Pabst, Forty-sec- 
ond Street and Broadway, early vesterday 
morning. The place was filled with guests. 
In an alcove on the Seventh Avenue side 
of the long cellar, separated from the main 
room and scarcely visible to most of the 
other guests, sat the four persons into 
whose midst the shots were fired. 

When the excitement followirig th® re- 
ports had subsided, it was found that two 
of the four had been wounded. They were 
Alexander W. Dingwall, manager for Jacob 
Litt, proprietor of the Broadway Theatre, 
and John D. Leffingwell, Mr. Litt'’s press 
representative. Their companions, who 
were unhurt, were Miss May Buckley and 
her aunt. Miss Buckley plays the part of 
Lady Kathleen Rosemagh in ‘ The Price 
of Peace,” a production first presented by 
Mr. Litt at the Broadway this week. 

Later developments showed that the mar 
who .did the shooting was a habitual mor- 
phine eater; that he was a few years ago 
a@ student of architecture at Columbia Uni- 
Versity, and that his home before he came 
to this city was in Springfield, Tenn., 
where his family is said to be a prominent 
One. When he was arraigned in the West 
Side Court several hours after the shoot- 
fing he was identified as a man accused of 
conducting swindling operations in the 
upper west side. Of late he has lived at 


the Criterion Hotel, Forty-first Street and 
Broadway. 

Moulton walked into the rathskeller at 
1:20 o'clock. He had been there before, 
@ndi, although the waiters and clerks had 
noticed that he was “ queer,”’ as they said, 
they did not pay any attention to him or 
suspect mischie He wore evening dress. 

falking slowly through the long main 
room of the rathskeller, he paused at the 
entrance of the alcove in which sat Mr. 
Dingwall, Mr. Leffingwell, and the two 
women. Then he proceeded to enter. As 
he advanced he muttered something. Lef- 
fingwell rose and assumed a position of 
defense, as if to keep out the new-comer. 

Moulton then drew a revolver and fired. 
The score or more of women in the raths- 
keller screamed. Then three more reports 
came in succession, and there was a rush 
fo escape from the place. Some waiters 
and male guests grasped the man with the 
Pistol and bore him to the floor. After this 
quiet was restored. The house detective 
teok charge of the man and his pisto), and 
the proprietor hurried to the nearest police 
station in a cab. 


THE sna MEN. 


Mr. Dingwall, meanwhile, stood beside the 
table in a dazed condition, shook himself, 
and finally discovered that he had been hit 
by the last three pistoi palls. One had en- 
tered the muscles on the left side of his 
beck, the second had grazed his stomach, 
burning a hole in his vest and shirt, and the 


third had just skipped across one edge of 
his right cuff, fraying the linen. 

Mr. Leffinewell iound out at the same 
time that the first shot fired by Moulton 
had passed under his right arm, taking 
away a strip of flesh, but inflicting no se- 
rious woun Miss Buckley and her aunt 
were uninjured, but were suffering from 
nervous shock. 

Accorling to a statement sent out by Mr. 
Dingwall from the Roosevelt Hospital, 
whither he was taken, he did not See Mou:- 
tun until after the first shot... Tnen he 
Jumped up from his chair, Icoked over his 
shoulder, saw the pistol leveled at:him, and 
gras ‘ed the upMtted wrist of the assailant. 
The last three shots were fired at ter he had 
taker® hold of the man. 

As 800n as Moulton was bcbured a physi- 
cian, Dr. George E. Barnes of 11% West 
Furty-third Street. was summoned. He 
Gressed the wounds of Dir wall and Lef- 
fingwell, while Miss, ekley and her aunt 
were taken home in #cab. Later Mr. Ding- 

wall was sent to ihe hospital, where 1 
was found that the dullet in his back could 
not be located without the ase of theX-ray. 
Last evening inquiries made there disclosed 
the fact that the ball had not been found. 

Mr, Leffingwell, who found that his 
wound did not interfere with locomotien, 
Went to sce his lawyer, Herman Fromme, 
at 4 o'clock in the m-.rnine, asking the 
latter to be on hand at the West Side Court 
to appear against Moulton. 

Wher Moulton was taken to the station 
he gave his name as Robert Hayden Mor- 
ris and his address as the Criterion Hotct. 
It was found that he had lived there under 
that name. He sent’ a note to Rufus PR. 
Cowing, Jr., son of Judge Cowing. asking 
that the recipient come to the court to he!p 
him. At the bottom of the note were three 
Greel. letters, and it was learned Inter 
that these referred to a college fraternity to 
peek both he and young Mr. Cowing be- 
ong 

In the prisoner's possession were 
merphine tablets, " bottle 

een fluid, $64, a batch of pawn tickets, 
ive checks from tickets for Box G in the 
Broadway Theatre, a leather card case, ond 
a list of poolrooms in this city and Bos- 
ton. His pistol was found to contain four 
emptied shells: To the Sergeant at the 
station he signified by signs that he was 
deal, and his pedigree had to be given in 
writing. He wrote that he was twenty-five 
years old, was a native of Tennessee, and 
had studied architecture at Columbia. 

When Moulton was taken to the West 
Side Court he was held in $5,000 pail for 
examination on Monday morning. While he 
Wus underg foing questioning a detective 
from the West Sixty-eighth Street ..tation, 
Owen Trainor, walked into the court. 
he saw Moulton, he puned a 
from his pocket. and exclaimed: 

“Well, I've got him!

Then the officer explained to the Court 
that Moulton was a deaf swindler for whom 
he had been looking for several weeks. Ac- 
cording to his statement Moulton passed a 
bogus thirty-dollar check on Dr. James FE. 
Newcomb of 118 West Sixty-ninth Street on 
Feb. 9, the check being drawn on the Bank 
o? New Amsterdam, and signed by “ 
Cc. Sherman.’ Trainor said that 
was known as a swindler and forger in 
Chicago, Elmira, Boston, Buffalo, and Sing 
Sing.

At first it was announeed, 
nobody knows by whom, that the actress 
with Mr. Dingwall and Mr. Leffingwell 
was Miss Minnie Seligman, not Miss Buck- 
ley. But this was denied by both herseiz 
and by Mr. Dingwall. ‘Mr. Leffingwell re- 
fused to say that Miss Seligman was not 
present.

place _He declared that he had. forgotten. 
When Miss Seligman read in the afternoen 
papers ‘Accounts of her life having been 
saved by the two men, she went to her 
lawyer's office and asked him to take steps 
to learn who had connected her name with 
the affair. She then gave out the follow- 
ing statement: 

““Not only was I far from the place 
where the shooting occurred, but I left the 
theatre about midnight with my sister, 
Mrs. Martin Kaufman, her husband, and 
some other friends, and drove to the Arena 
for supper.

Miss Seligman seemed to think that the 
connecting of her name with the affair 
was due to malicious intent.

Another peculias circumstance attending 
the shooting was that Mr. Dingwall, just 
after the shooting occurred, said that he 
was Mr. Leffingwell, Later, when his real 
name was disclosed, he said Letffingwell 
had given htm permission to do this. Mean- 
while Leffingwell did not give his name at 
all, and the police of the West Forty- 
seventh Street Station put him down on the 
blotter as “of unknown name.” 

Many rumors as to the shooting were 
afloat in the Tenderloin last night, but 
these all lacked either confirmation of 
denial. Miss Duckley was jealously guard- 
ed against reporters. -Wflen an attempt 
was made to see her between the acts at 
the Broadway Theatre last evening a state- 
ment was handed out to the effect that she 
had been to dinner In the rathskeller and 
that Miss Seligman was not there. 

. W. Spencer, manager for Jacob Litt, 
made the following statement last night: 

‘Miss Seligman did not figure in the case 
in any manner. I know that she left fthe 
theatre last) night in company with her 
sister and the latter’s husband. They had 
supper at the Arena, and after that she was 
escorted home by them. How Miss Selig- 
man’s name came to be used in connection 
with Moulton's shooting I have been unable 
to discover.’ 

Moulton was from the West 
Side Prison last 7:45 o'clock to 
Bellevue Hospital. It was said at the hos- 
pital that his removal there was impera- 
tive, because of the condition into which 
he had fallen from the use of drugs. At 
6 o'clock Moulton complained of feeling 
ill. After a time he began to mumble and 
talk unintelligibly Again he brightened 
up and asked: ‘‘ Why am I here? What 
have I done?" He seemed utterly bewll- 
dered. Dr. Frank J. McGuire advised that 
he be removed to Bellevue. He thought 
Moulton about to eotpere:

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J OHNB. SEXTON'S W'SMARRIAGE 


’ 
His Bride Said to Have Been a 


Divorced Woman. 


Roman Catholic Church Does Not Rec- 
ognize Such Unions—Her First Hus- 
band Reported to be in Europe. 


A new’ feature of the marriage of Presi- 
dent, of the Health Board John B. Sexton, 
which causé&] much surprise among his 
friends when it was announced two days 
ago, ~<ame to light yesterday, It now ap- 
pears that Mrs. Mary E. Gioe, Mr. Sexton's 
pride, instead of being a widow as supposed, 
was really a divorced woman, 

The development of this fact has brought 
about a most interesting situation respect- 
ing the marriage as it is viewed by the Ro- 
man Catholic Church. It is alleged that 
when the marriage took place in St. Agnes's 
Church, Hoyt and Sackett Streets, Brook- 
lyn, it was represented to the Rev. Father 
Blader, assistant to .the pastor of the 
church, who performed the ceremony, that 
Mrs. Gioe was a widow. When the Rev. 
Father Duffy, pastor of St. Agnes's, heard 
the report that Mrs. Gioe was a divorced 
woman and that her former husband was 
still living, he was much disturbed. When 
seen last evening, however, he discussed 
the matter very guardedly. 

‘If it is true,’’ he said, ** that Mrs. Sex- 
ton was a divorced woman, then, according 
to the laws of the ‘Catholic Church, there 
has been no marriage. I will not say that 
deceit has been practiced, for I do not 
know thet such is the case. These people 
came here, answered the questions put to 
them satisfactorily, and were married by 
the priegt. I do not know that Mrs. Sexton 
is a divorced woman, There is no duty im- 
posed upon me in this matter. If anything 
is to be done, it rests solely with the 
parties to the marriage. I merély speak of 
the laws of the Church as affecting such 
marriages." 

Asked what action the Church would 
probably take in the matter, Father Duffy 
declined to suy anything further than to 
reiterate that the Church did not recognize 
divorces and that itglid not view the mar- 
riage of a divorced rson as valid. 

Whatever the attitude of the Church, 
however, such a marriage stands in the 
eyes of the” law, the parties’ having been 
pronounced man and wife by a person au- 
thorized to do so by the statutes, 

Mrs. Sexton was Miss Mary E. Lappe 
of Philadelphia, where her father was em- 
ployed by the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany. Five years ago, it appears, she was 
married to Tomaso Gioe, a young Italian 
whose father is a wealthy planter and 
fruit grower in Palermo, Italy. He came 
here when sixteen years old, and later rep- 
resented his father’s interests in this coun- 
try, with headquarters at 19 Whitehall 
Street, this city. Among the acquaint- 
anees he formed here, it is claimed, was 
Commissioner Sexton. 

After his marriage to Miss Lappe, Gioe 
lived with his bride for a .time at the Hotel 
St. George, Brooklyn. Later they took up 
their residence at 415 President Street, that 
borough, They also lived for a period 
at 102 West Eighty-ninth Street, Manhat- 
tan. In July, 1808, Mrs. Gioe obtained a de- 
eree of divorce from her husband from Jus- 
tice Giegerich, sitting in the Supreme 
Court» Manhattan. She alleged in alimony 
proceedings that her husband had an in- 
come of $15,000 a year. Some time ago 
Gioe sailed for Europe. He is now said to 
be stopping at the Hotel Belvidere in Ham- 
burgi 

It was said in the neighborhood of 315 
President Street, Brooklyn, yesterday, that 
Mrs. Sexton was still living in that: house. 
Frequent rings at the doorbell, however, 
jailed to bring any one to the door. al- 
though a servant showed her face at an 
upper window for a moment and then dis- 
appeared. 


FATHER “ATTACKS HIS FAMILY. 


Tries to Throw One of His Daughters 
Out of Window, but Is Over- 
powered by Neighbors.

TAMMANY CHARITY REFUSED. 


Churches Decline to Accept Allotments 
of Money Made by the 31st 
District Organization. 

When the Tammany organization of the 
Thirty-first Assembly District, of which 
Tsaac A. Hopper is the leader, held their 
; Sunday evening entertainment for the bene- 
fit of the poor of Harlem last Winter the 
last difficulty they expected was that they 
would have trouble in giving away #the 
money, but it has just been learned that 
several churches selected as their almoners 
refused the trust, and the committee in 
charge of the fund had to go out of the 
sdistrict to find clergymen who would under- 
take to distribute the money. 

About $1,300 was raised, 
time it was announced that it had been 
divided in amounts of $75 each between 
thirteen churches, Considerable comment 
was aroused soon after, when it was made 
known that a portion of the fund had 
been used in paying rent and gas bills for 
the headquarters of the Harlem Tammany 
organization. 

The money was sent to the churches by 
Dr. Louis Schultze, as Treasurer, with a 
note which stated that no favoritism was 
shown to any denomination in the allot- 
ment of the fund. Temple Israel, at Fifth 
Avenue and One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Street, took its share. So did eight Roman 
Catholic churches, and so did the Mount 


Morris Baptist Church, after the Rev. Dr, 
William C, Bitting. the pastor, had sub- 
mitted the matter to a committee. 

The Rev. Harry P. Nichols,-rector of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church of the Holy 
Trinity , at Lenox Avenue and One Hundred 
and Twenty-seventh Street, however, de- 
clined to accept the money, and laid the 
matter before his vestry, who sustained 
him, on the ground that it looked’ like an 
attempt to bribe the church, which did not 
want to be under any obligations to Tam- 


many Hall. 

The Rev. W. P. Odell of. the Calvary 
Methodist Episcopal Church, at Seventh 
Avenue and One Hundred ‘and Twenty- 
ninth Street, said that his church was not 
in unison with the principles of Tammany 
Hall, and that it also did not wish to take 
any money that had been raised at an en- 
tertainment on Sunday. 

At the Second Collegiate Reformed 
Church, Lenox Avenue and One Hundred 
and Twenty-third Street, the Rev. Edgar 
Tilton laid the matter. before the govern- 
ing body, and their reply was that they, 
too, did not care to handle the money. 
They recommended that if Tammany Hall 
had any cash to give away to the poor, 
they could do it through the Harlem Re- 
lief Society.

MAKERS 
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ROW OVER TUNNEL ROUTE 


Bitter Charges at the Hearing on 
the Brooklyn Extension. 


DENIALS OF PRESIDENT ORR. 


Albert L. Johnson, Pleading for the 
South Brooklyn Route, Discloses 
His Big Trolley Scheme. 


The attempt to defeat the plan of the 
Rapid Transit Commissioners for the con- 
struction of the extension of the under- 
ground system to Flatbush Avenue, Brook- 
lyn, resulted in many bitter wrangles at a 
hearing yesterday. The Railroad Conrait- 
tee of the Municipal Council conducted the 
hearing. There were present’ President Orr 
of the Rapid Transit Commission, Edward 
M. Shepard, A. B. Boardman, Chief FEngi- 
neer William B. Parsons, Albert L. John- 
son, Henry George, Jr., and many Soi.th 
Brocklyn people, who consumed four hours 
in talking. 

Some of the Brooklyn people called each 
other liars, and attacks were made on 
Contractor John B. McDonald and the 
Rapid Transit Commissioners for signing 
the thirty-five-million-dollar contract by 
Henry George, Jr., Charles O’'C. Hennessey, 
and a delegation of speakers who favored a 
plan proposed ‘by Albert L. Johnson, who 
wants to build the tunnel under the Last 
River to South Brooklyn, under the Nar- 
rews to’Staten Island, and across to New 
Jersey. to connect with the projected John- 
son trolley line from Philadelphia to New 
York. 

Mr. Johnson himself disclosed his inter- 
State trolley project. He described the 
route, and said that if the franchise was 
granted to his company he would guarin- 
tee to carry passengers anywhere within 


oe eels of the Greater New York for 3 
cents. 

Councilman Cassidy, Chairman of the 

committee, said that whether this offer 
could be carried out would depend on 
whether Mr. Johnson could make transfer 
agreements with other lines. Mr. Johnson 
replied: 
\ ‘‘ This tunnel to South Brooklyn which [ 
advocate may cost $50,000,000. I will guar- 
antee that the first year we will take in 
$12,000,000, of which $4,000,000 will be profit. 
I am not here to object to Mr. McDonald. 
I want to take off my hat to him; but I 
say if you are giving away any one-hun- 
dred-million-dollar jobs, I am a citizen of 
New York and want to be in the bunch. 

es: ean to wake New York up to the 
fact that there are tremendous possibili- 
ties in the way of a tunnel system whica 
will connect South Brooklyn with Staten 
Island; and I stand ready to build the tun- 
nel if I have half a chance. I know that 
there are objections made to the South 
Brooklyn route on the ground of additional 
cost and because of the unwillingness of 
ality company to take the contract to con- 
struct the road. That is all nonsense. Let 
the Rapid Transit Commissioners agree to 
a route from the Battery to South Brook- 
lyn, as near Second Avenue as possible, and 
I wii! make them a proposition that they 
will be afraid not to accept, for it will re- 
move the danger of exceeding the city's 
debt limit, and bring fares all over New 
York down to a three-cent basis. 

“What backing have I? you ask. All I 
want, and more, too. I now own twetty 
distinct trolley lines, and in a short time 
will have many more under my control, 
and these will eventually reach from Phila- 
delphia to Staten Island, between which 
peints the fare will be 11 cents. This 
sounds impossible, but it is al] true, if my 
plans work out.”’ 

The charge was also made by many of 
the speakers that the Long Island Rail- 
road was instrumental in fixing the route 
of the tunnel extension to Brooklyn. 

In conclusion, Mr. Johnson submitted a 
pee for relieving the congestion at the 

ridge. The plan contemplates the exten- 
sion of the trolley lines up and down Park 

Row and around loops, one to be at the 
Franklin Statue. This, he said, would 
leave the entrance to the bridge clear, 
passengers getting on and off the cars 
above and below the bridge at the loops. 

Before the hearing adjourned the Brook- 
lyn delegations were arrayed in hostile 
camps. he bitterest dispute of the hear- 
ing occurred between William McCarroll 
of the Committee of Fifty and Elmer S. 
White,. a South Brooklyn: resident. The 
trouble arose over a statement by Mr. 
White that the Committee of Fifty was in 
league with the Long Island Railroad Com- 
pany. 

President Orr of the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission said that the route was laid out in 
the interests of the people of Brooklyn, arijl 
not in the interest of any corporation. The 
tunnel route to the Borough Hall from the 
New York City Hall was the one most 
needed by the people across the river, he 
declared. 

The hearing was adjourned without ac- 
tion being taken. It was reported at the 
City Hall after the hearing that the rou} 
to Flatbush Avenue would not receive the 
approval of two-thirds of the members ot 
the Municipal Assembly. Councilmen Wise, 
Hyland, and Francisco declared against 
the plan. 


Cut Gas Pipes in Eleven Hoboken 
Houses— Captured Through a 
Maid’s Timely Discovery. 

The lives of nearly one hundred persons 
were endangered on Thursday night either 
from asphyxiation or an explosion of illu- 
minating gas in Hoboken by a sneak thief 
who cut a section of gaspipe from the cel- 
lars of eleven houses in the vicinity of 
Washington and Fourteenth Streets, one of 
the finest residential parts of the city. Em- 


ployes of the gas company who repaired 
the damage say that 65 cents was the value 
of the pipe taken from each house. 

The theft and the danger were first dis- 
covered at 1,304 Washington Street. There 
a servant found difficulty in lighting the 
gas. She went to the cellar to ascertain the 
cause, supposing the meter was out of or- 
der. As she entered the cellar she smelled 

as and saw a man running up the steps 
eading to the street. She followed and 
called on Policeman Eckhardt, who was 
passing, to arrest the man. He did so, and 
marched his prisoner to the cellar, where 
it was found that the gaspipe had been cut. 
Eckhardt told the occupants of the house 
to telephone at once to the gas company. 
He then took his prisoner to the Twelfth 
Street Police Station, where he described 
himself as Thomas Russell of 60 East 
Fourth Street, New York. 

In the meanwhile it was learned that the 
pipes in ten other houses had been cut, and 
the gas company’s employes, having shut 
off the gas from the street, were kept busy 
for nearly two hours in repairing the dam- 
age. Until this was done the occupants of 
the houses had to content themselves with 
the light of lamps and candles. 

When Russell was arraigned before Re- 
corder Stanton yesterday he denied that 
he had cut the pipe in any house except 
the one he was surprised in. He was held 
to await the action of the Grand Jury, and 
as he could not furnish bail he was sent 
to the county jail. 

Superintendent F. W. Morton of the gas 
company said that when his men reached 
the houses they found gas enough in the 
cellar of each to have blown it up had any 
one lighted a match in the cellar. He be- 
lieved that had the leaks not been discov- 
ered the gas would have penetrated to the 
floors above and that the tenants in some 
of the houses would have been suffocated. 


ACTOR’S WIFE SEEKS DIVORCE. 


Despite Two Wedding Ceremonies, Mr. 
and Mrs. Bush Soon Separated. 


Justice O'Gorman listened to testimony 
yesterday in an action for a separation 
brought by Grace B. Bush against her hus- 
band, Benjamin Franklin Bush.

Mrs. Bush alleges that while living’ at 
Elmhurst her husband treated her cruelly 
and beat her, and finally, on the last day 
they were together, he threatened to shoo: 
her unless she left the house.

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FRANCHISE TAX DECISIONS. 
State Supreme Court Holds Commis- 
sioners Need Not Specify Their 
Methods of Valuation. 
ALBANY, March 22.—Justice Alden Ches- 


ter of the Supreme Court, in two test 
cases to-day, decided that the State Board 
of Tax Commissioners need not specify the 
methods which it has adopted in arriving 
at the value of special franchises under the 
franchise tax law. This is an important 
decision, and is a victory for the State. 
The first case decided was a motion made 
by the Attorney General to strike out five 


different provisions in the writs obtained 
by the ew York Central and Hudson 
River Railroad Company for a review of 
the valuations-placed on its special fran- 
chises in New York and other large cities. 
The Court has granted the motion and has 
ordered the writs amended by striking 
therefrom the provisions compelling the 
State Board of Tax Commissioners to cer- 
ity the method and, basis gor fixing the 
valuations, requiring the board to separate 
the value of the tangible fram the intangi- 
ble property and to certify asperete assess- 
ments for each special franchise operating 
in New York and elsewhere in the State 
and to return a copy of the laws under 
which' the company uses streets in New 
York and elsewhere. 

The second case is a dismissal of a mo- 
tion made by ex-Senator D. B. Hill for the 
Consolidated Telegraph and Electrical Sub- 
way Company of New York City to have 
the writs obtained by that company amend- 
ed so as to have the State board certify the 
reasons for fixing the value of its franchise 
and all other franchise valuations in_ the 
State for purposes of comparison. These 
decisions determine the form of writs in 
franchise tax cases. 


NEW CORPORATION TAX BILL. 


Amendments Agreed On Reduce the 
Number of Exemptions. 


ALBANY, March 22.,—The Assembly Com- 
mittee on Taxation and Retrenchment has 
made several amendments to the Lewis 
bill, relating to the exemptions of foreign 
and domestic laundry, manufacturing, and 
mining corporations from the operations 
of the law. Assemblyman Lewis says the 
practical effect of the amendments is to 
reduce the number of exemptions from 
the tax and put foreign corporations on 
the same plan as domestic companies. 

One of the amendments exempts joint 
stock companies and associations from 


the law, but includes foreign fire, marine, 
casualty, life insurance, and corporations 
carrying on manufacturing in the State. 
Another provides that if any increase be 
made in any capital stock, already taxed 
within the State, the same license fee 
shall be due and payable upon such in- 
crease. Laundry, manufacturing, or min- 
ing corporations are not to be exempted 
unless 40 per cent. of the capital stock 
is invested in lands and other property in 
the State and used to conduct the busi- 
ness. 

The tax imposed is to be %& of 1 per 
cent. on all companies, except fire com- 
panies, and the provisions for exempting 
companies using over 50 
their capital in this State is abrogated. 
This was the exemption that caused so 
much controversy. The penalty section 
provides that the tax imposed on a cor- 
poration not heretofore subject to its pro- 
visions shall be paid on the first day of 
December, 1901, to be computed upon the 
basis of the amount of. capital stock 
employed by it within the State during 
the year. 

The Governor, the Chairmen of the two 
taxation committees, 
have ractically agreed upon the new 
bill. he Elsberg bill, which reduces the 
incorporation tax to one-fiftieth of 1 per 
cent., will therefore probably not pass,

For Taxation Counsel. 
ALBANY, March 22.—Senator Krum ‘in- 
troduced a bill to-day to provide for the ap- 
pointment of taxation counsel within coun- 
ties containing a portion of the forest pre- 
serve. The bill provides that the State 


Controller shall appoint a competent attor- 
ney to the office created, at a salary of $15 
a day, to serve for a term of six years, 
During March and April in each year he is 
to visit all towns within the forest pre- 
serve counties and examine lists of highway 
assessments, made by Commissioners of 
Highways before they are issued to Over- 
seers of Highways. 


Transfer Tax Bill a Law. 
ALBANY, March 22.—Gov. Odell to-day 
signed the bill of Senator Krum amending 
the transfer tax law. This act abolishes 


the fees which the County Treasurers in 
certain counties now receive for appraising 
estates under the transfer tax law, and au- 
thorizes the appointment 


of certain ap- 
praisers by the 


tate Controller. 


LEGISLATURE’S PROCEEDINGS. 


ALBANY, March 22.—For the first time 
this session the Assembly convened with- 
out the formality of a prayer. In the ab- 
sence of Speaker Nixon the chair was occu- 
pied by Mr. Kelsey of Livingston, while the 
majority leadership in the absence of Mr. 
Allds was assumed by M. E. Lewis of Mon- 
roe. 

A veto message was received from the 
Governor on Mr. Cook's bill, changing the 
name of the Hamburg Cemetery. The 


Governor disapproves of the bill on the 
ground that ample provision is made for 
such change in the Code of Civil Procedure. 

Senator Brackett's bill liberalizing the 
general corporation law, on the order of 
secone reading, was laid over until Monday 
night, 

Senator Elsbere’s bill providing for fire 
drills in the schools of the State was ad- 
vanced to third reading. 

Senator Humphrey's Building Loan Asso- 
ciation bill was advanced to third reading 
and recommitted to the Committee on 
Banks for a further hearing, as per agree- 
ment with the minority members.

tion, Assistant Superintendent of Final Dis- 

sition, District Superintendent, time col- 
ector, section foreman, Dump Inspector, 
Assistant Dump Inspector, Tug and Scow 
Inspector, stable foreman, assistant stable 
foreman, and master mechanic shall be re- 
moved unless written charges shall have 
been made or preferred against him, and 
after such charges have been reo ex- 
amined, heard, and investigated. 


A STATE BARBERS’ SOCIETY. 


Ruehl Bill Regulating the Business 
Passes the Assembly. 


ALBANY, March 22.—The Assembly to- 
day passed the bill of Mr. Ruehl,, incorpor- 
ating the Barbers’ Society of the State of 
New York. This measure provides that the 
barbers of the State shall meet at Roches- 
ter the first Monday in May, for the pur- 


pone of organization. A Board of Exam- 
ners is to be elected, which is empowered 
to appoint assistant examiners. These ex- 
aminers and assistant examiners are to re- 
ceive a compensation of $5 for each day of 
service and traveling expenses. 

The board is to examine all applicants 
who desire to practice barbering. Under 
the provisions of the act, every barber 
doing business in a city or incorporated 
village with over 2,500 inhabitants must 
register with the eeoreseny- 

he Secretary is given the power to re- 
voke any certificate of registration upon 
conviction of a felony, habitual drunken- 
ness, gross incompetence, or’ the use of 
unclean towels, cups, or other utensils. In 
the event that a barber’s shop is declared 
in an unsanitary condition by the Board of 
Examiners, and the owner fails to remedy 
it within a reasonable time, the State or 
local Board of Health shall abolish the 
nuisance.

Dock Commissioners Comment Unfa- 
vorably Upon the Cragin Syn- 

f dicate Scheme. 

The application of Amasa Thornton, 
counsel for the E. C. Cragin Syndicate, to 
the Dock Board, requesting the board to 
grant permission to the syndicate to form 
an island on the shoals between Ellis and 
Bedlow’s Islands, was opposed by the board 
at its meeting yesterday afternoon.

CONTRACTORS SUE CONTROLLER. 


Demand Money Withheld Under Laws 
Now Declared Unconstitutional. 

As a result of two recent decisions by 
the Court of Appeals actions were begun 
in the Supreme Court yesterday with a 
view to having Controller Coler pay over 
money due to contractors which had been 
withheld under laws which have now been 
declared unconstitutional. 

The first action was that of Ralph J. 
H. Treat, who wants a peremptory writ 
of mandamus to compel the Controller 
to pay him $3,201.68 and costs due him 
for stone supplied for sewers in East One 
Hundred and Eighty-second Street. The 
stone had been obtained from without 
the State. The Controller held up the 
bill under the Jaw prohibiting the use on 
public contracts of dressed stone from 
without the State. 

The other case in which a mandamus 
was asked for was that of William J. 
Rodgers, the contractor for the grading 
of West One Hundred and Thirty-fifth 
Street, whose claim for $2,863 was held 
vp by the Controller on the ground that 
he had violated the prevailing rate of 
weges law. 

Justice McAdam issued orders to show 
cause why the claims should not be paid. 
The orders are returnable on March 25.

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GREAT BRITAIN 
OFFERED T0 THE BOERS 


Representative Government Prom- 
ised as Soon as Possible. 


Equal Recognition of Dutch and Eng- 
lish Languages— Limited Fran- 
chise for the Kafirs. 


LONDON, March 23.—The Parliamentary 
papers giving details of the negotiations 
between the Boer Commander in Chief, 
Gen. Botha, and Lord Kitchener, command- 
ing the British forces in South Africa, were 
issued yesterday. 

They begin with a telegram from Sir 

, Alfred Milner to Colonial Secretary Cham- 
berlain. The dispatch is dated Pretoria, 
Feb. 22, and states that Mrs. Botha had 
returned from a meeting with her husband, 
bringing a letter in reply to a verbal mes- 
gage from Lord Kitchener. The latter 
offered to meet Gen. Botha with a view 
to ending the war, on the express under- 
standing that he would not discuss the 
question of the independence of the Trans- 
vaal and the Orange River Colony. Mrs. 
Botha assured Gen.) Kitchener that the 
letter was written with that point clearly 
understood. Gen. Botha referred the mat- 
ter to his Generals, and it was stated that 
the meeting would probably take place at 
Middelburg. 

Mr. Chamberlain replied that he was 
giad tb hear of Gen. Botha’s desire to 
treat, and hoped it was genuine. ‘ He will 
find us,’ said the Colonial Secretary, 
“anxious to meet him on all points af- 
fecting his individual position.” 

On Feb. 27 Sir Alfred Milner cabled that 
Lord Kitchener had informed him that 
Gen. Botha had written that he would be 
in Pretoria at 10 o’clock A. M. on Feb. 28. 

A dispatch from Lord Kitchener to the 
War Office, dated Pretoria, Feb. 28, re- 
ports a long interview with Gen. Botha, 
who showed very good feeling and seemed 
anxious for peace. He asked for informa- 
tion, which he said he would submit to 
his Government, the Generals, and the peo- 
ple. If they agreed, he would visit the 
Orange River Colony Boers and get them 
to also agree. Should all then hand in 
their arms it would finish the war. He 
said they could go on fighting for some 
time, and he was not sure that he would 


be able to bring about peace without in- 
dependence. La 

“*I declined to discuss such a point, 
said Lord Kitchener, ‘‘ and said a modified 
form of independence would be most dan- 

rous, and would lead to war in the fu- 

ure. Replying to Gen. Botha’s inquiries 
I informed him that, when hostilities 
ceased, the military would be replaced by 
a Crown Colony Administration, consist- 
ing of a nominated executive and elected 
Assembly te advise him, followed after a 
riod by a _ representative’ government. 
he Boers would be licensed to have rifies 
to protect themselves against the natives, 
the Dutch and English languages were to 
have equal rights, Kafirs would not have 
the franchise until after representative 
overnment had been granted, the Orange 
Free State laws for Kafirs would be con- 
sidered good, church property, public 
trusts, and orphan funds would not be 
touched, no war tax would be imposed on 
farmers, assistance would be given. to re- 
pair the burned farms and to enable the 
farmers to start afresh, and colonists who 
had joined the republics would be disfran- 
chised. Gen. Botha generally seemed satis- 
fied with these conditions.” 

Among the questions to which Lord 
Kitchener apparently did not reply were 
those as to when the war prisoners would 
return and regarding the taking over of the 
debts of the republics, including those le- 
gally contracted since the beginning of the 
war. Gen. Botha was reported to be making 
a strong point of this. He referred to notes 
which had been issued, amounting to less 
than £1,000,000. 

Lord Kitchener arranged to communicate 
Gen. Botha’s views to his Government. All 
that he said was qualified by being subject 
to confirmation from the home Government. 

On March 8 Sir Alfred Milner telegraphed 
to Lord Kitchener, suggesting the following 
replies to Gen, Botha: 

“TI beg to inform you that on the cessa- 
tion of hostilities and the complete surren- 
der of arms, aramunition. cannon, and 
munitions in the hands of the burghers in 
the field at Government depots or else- 
where, his Majesty’s Government is pre- 

ared at once to grant amnesty in the 

ransvaal and Orange River Colony for all 
bona fide acts of war during the hostilities, 
as well as to move the Governments of 
Cape Colony and Natal to similar action, 
qualified by the disfranchisement of any 
British subifects implicated in the war. The 
military prisoners in St. Helena, Ceylon, 
and elsewhere, on complete surrender, shall 
be brought back to their country. Military 
Jaw shall at once be replaced by a civil ad- 
ministration, but it is the desire of his Ma- 
jesty’s Government, as soon as circum- 
stances will permit, to establish a ,repre- 
sentative Government. On the cessation of 
hostilities a high court, independent of the 
Executive, shall be established to adminis- 
ter the laws. Land, church property, trusts, 
and orphan funds shall be respected. The 
English and Dutch languages shall be 
taught in the public schools and allowed in 
the Jaw courts. The legal debts of the States 
to the amount of £1,000,000 shall be paid, 
even if contracted during hostilities, to the 
extent a creditor proves he has given value. 
The Government does not intend to extend 
the franchise to Kafirs in the Transvaal 
and Orange River Colony before a repre- 
sentative Government is granted.”’ 

The conditions regarding assistance to 
the farmers, firearms, &c., are the same as 
those in Lord Kitchener’s replies to Gen. 
Botha. Sir Alfred adds: 

“While I am willing to concede much in 
order to strengthen Gen. Botha in inducing 
the people to submit, amnesty for the rebels 
is not, in my opinion, a point which his 
Majesty's Government can afford to con- 
cede. think it would have a deplorable 
effect upon Cape Colony and Natal to ob- 
tain peace by such a concession.”’ 

Mr. Chamberlain, in a reply dated March 
6, directs Lord Kitchener to modify the 
terms on a number of points. Eventually 
Lord Kitchener reported to the War Office, 
under date of Pretoria, March 20, that he 
had written to Gen. Botha, informing hinr 
of the terms the Government was prepared 
to adopt. 
given, except in the following particulars: 

“The Government cannot undertake any 
Habilities regarding the debts of the late 
republics, but is prepared, as an act of 

race, to set aside £1,000,000 to repay the 
nhabitants for goods requisitioned by tite 
republican Governments. If the claims after 
adjustment exceed £1,000,000 they are liable 
to reduction pro rata. The Kafir franchise 
when given shall be so limited as to secure 
a just predominance of the white race. The 
legal position of the colored inhabitants 
will be similar to that now held by them in 
Cape Colony.” 

The letter concludes: 

**T must tnform your Honor that if the 
terms now offered are not accepted after 
a reasonable delay for consideration, they 
must be regarded as canceled.” 

On March 16, Lord Kitchéner received 
Gen. Botha’s acknowledgment of the re- 
ceipt of the letter. “I have advised my 
Government,” wrote Gen. Botha, “of your 
Excellency’s letter, but after the mutual 
exchange of views in our interview at 
Middelburg, on Feb. 28, it will certainly 
not surprise your Excellency to know that 
I do not feel disposed to recommend the 
terms of said letter, but they shall have 
the earnest consideration of my Govern- 
ment. I may add that my Government and 
my chief officers here entirely agree with 
my views.” 

In the House of Commons yesterday, Mr. 
Chamberlain told Charles P, Trevelyan 
(Liberal) that he was unable to inform the 
House what were the Boer reasons for re- 
jecting the peace terms. 


BRITISH PRESS SURPRISED. 


Considers the Government Has Gone to 
the Utmost Point of Leniency in Its 
Offers to the Burghers. 


LONDON, March 23.—With the exception 
of the pro- r organs, all the morning 
papers comment upon the peace negotia- 
tions and recognize that the Government 
has gone to the utmost point of leniency. 
The Daily Mail, which denounces the 
“ weakness of the Government” in the se- 
verest terms, says: 

“Jt is startling to find that the Govern- 
ment- has capitulated on so many vital 


points, The Ministers have been willing to 
concede as much as any ‘ Little Englander 
administration would dare to grant, and 
have thereby administered a severe shock 
to the country’s confidence. Our k in

cant fact that Lord Kitchener and Sir 
Alfred Milner, ‘‘the strong men on the 
spot,"’ were ready to go further in concil- 
jation than Mr. Chamberlain. 

The Times, which calls the terms “ ex- 
traordinarily liberal,’’ thinks that no paral- 
lel can be shown to such indulgence to a 
vanquished foe; and it expresses a hope 
that the Government's offer, although re- 
jected, when once it becomes known to 
the mass of the Boers, will make for peace. 

The Daily News, (pro-Boer,) after ob- 
serving that “the overtures made from 
the British side are not in the most digni- 
fied manner,” says: 

“The reason for their rejection is quite 
plain. Botha discovered, as Mr. Kriger 
did eighteen months id , that Mr. Cham- 
berlain would raise His demands as fast 
as they were accepted.” 

The papers in eneral criticise most 
strongly the dual language concession. 


BOER RAIDERS ELUDE BRITISH. 


CAPE TOWN, March 22.— The Boer raid- 
ers in the eastern part of Cape Colony are, 
with the exception of almost daily skir- 
mishes, keeping out of the reach of the 
British. Col. Scovell engaged Commandant 
Fouche and Commandant Malan_ near 
Blaawkrantz on March 20. Three British 
were killed and four wounded, and four 
Boers were killed. The number of Boer 
wounded has not been ascertained. 

Commandant Kritzinger is marching 
steadily northward. 

It is officially reported that Gen. De 
Wet’s commandos have been broken up for 
the present. This is probably to give the 
men a rest, 


PLOTS AGAINST CZAR’S LIFE. 


Secret Police Distrust Even the Highest 
Members of His Entourage—A 
Widespread Conspiracy. 
BERLIN, March 22.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Cologne Volks Zeitung, 
under date of March 17, forwards by mail 
news to the effect that there is evidence in 
St. Petersburg of the existence of plots 
against the authorities. He declares that 
the secret police no longer trust even the 
highest members of the entourage of the 

Czar. 

New precautions for the protection of the 
Czar’s life have been taken. His Majesty 
now has five desks in his study, which he 
uses one after the other. The walls of the 


Czar’s study and bedroom are lined with 
steel armor. 

The correspondent finds that evidence of 
new plots is general. The Military Com- 
mander of St. Petersburg, M. Kleigels, has 
received a number of warnings. 

The Berliner Tageblatt prints a dispatch 
from St. Petersburg, by way of ne 
to the effect that the Karpovitch invest 
gation has revealed a great plot, with Kieff 
as a centre, the main branch at Odessa, 
and ramifications extending to the lowest 
strata of society. The plan was to make 
an attempt on the life of the Czar, who was 
thereupon removed to Gatchina. 


LONDON, March 23,—The Moscow corre- 
spondent of The Standard, in a communi- 
cation dated March 18, says: 

‘“‘A great demonstration of 20,000 stu- 
dents and workmen was planned for yes- 
terday, but, possibly on account of the 
elaborate police and mflitary precautions, it 
has been postponed until the body of M. 
Bogoliepoff, the victim of Karpovich, is 
brought there for burial. For the last ten 
nights the troops of the Moscow garrison 
have «slept in their clothing, ready for in- 
stant action. It will be surprising if mat- 
ters are finally settled without bloodshed.”’ 


MARSEILLES STRIKE GROWS. 


Street Car Employes Quit Work, with’ 


Men of Various Trades, Including 
the Bakers—More Rioting. 
MARSEILLES, March 22.—The men em- 
ployed on the'street-car lines in this city 
struck this morning. A few cars were at 
first run under the protection of policemen, 
but after some serious outbreaks the serv- 

ice was stopped. 

Late in the afternoon the strikers at- 
tacked and wrecked two street cars on the 
Cannebiere, the most important street in 
Marseilles. The enginer and conductor 
were roughly handled. A detachment of 
gendarmes and hussars succeeded in res- 
cuing the engineer and conductor amid the 


hooting and stone throwing of the crowd. 

In an earlier scrimmage a _ soda-water 
siphon was thrown at the head of a Liet- 
tenant of gendarmes, and knocked him un- 
conscious from his horse. The gendarmes, 
in seeking to carry off the Lieutenant, 
were assailed by a volley of stones and 
bottles, and were obliged to fire their re- 
volvers. They fired not only in the air, but 
into the crowd. A child was wounded in 
the shoulder, and a number of rioters were 
also wounded. 

Yesterday’s decision of the Council of the 
Labor Union and the Labor Exchange in 
favor of a general strike, and their issu- 
ance of an invitation to all unions to cease 
work have increased the gravity of the situ- 
ation. The Cabinetworkers’, Locksmiths’, 
Engineers’, Caulkers’, Oil Workers’, Mill- 
ers’, and Bakers’ Unions have either struck 
already or will do so shortly. 

A corps of military bakers from the neigh- 
boring garrison is being organized to re- 
place the bakers on strike. 

The Canneblere and the other leading 
thoroughfares are patrolled by cavalry. 
The storekeepers are anxious, and a ma- 
jority of the stores are closed. Reinforce- 
ments of dragoons and infantry arrived 
here to-day from neighboring towns. 

The Society for the Defense of Commer- 
cial Interests has appealed to the Premier, 
M. Waldeck-Rousseau, and the Minister of 
Commerce, M. Millerand, to use their per- 
sonal and ‘official influence to bring to an 
end the ‘“‘ present régime of terror.’ 


THE CHAMBERLAIN LIBEL CASE. 


Counsel for Defense Claims Justification 


for the Papers’ Comment. 


LONDON, March 22.—In the trial of the 
libel actions brought against The Star and 
The Morning Leader by Arthur Chamber- 


lain, brother of the Right Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, and Neville Chamberlain, 
son of Arthur Chamberlain, in connection 
with charges bearing on War Office con- 
tracts, the case of the plaintiffs was closed 
this afternoon after further cross-examina- 
tion and re-examination of Arthur Cham- 
berlain had elicited nothing of general in- 
terest. 

Counsel for the defense arguéd that the 
articles complained of were not properly 
described in the statement of the claim. 
He said there were paragraphs fisclaiming 
any personal imputation upon Joseph and 
Austen Chamberlain, though there were 
none especially relating to Arthur Cham- 
berlain. He claimed that there was amply 
sufficient material in fact to justify the 
comments made by the papers on the 
Chamberlains. The defense will not call 
any witnesses. 

The case was adjourned until Monday. 


Not to Remove Atl Belleville Boilers. 
LONDON, March 23.—In the discussion 
of the naval estimates in the House of 
Commons last evening, Mr. Arnold-Forster, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Admiralty, 
assured the House that the estimates were 
framed strictly on the basis of keeping the 
British Navy equal to the navies of any 
two other powers combined. He said the 
Admiralty did not propose to remove the 
water-tube boilers from all the existing 
warships, as some of these boilers were 
doing excellent work, and another type of 
boiler had not yet been decided upon, but 
he promised that water-tube boilers would 
not be put in new warships, provided this 
course would not delay their completion. 


Kaiser Deplores Growth of Liberalism. 

BERLIN, March 22.—Emperor William 
to-day received the officers of the Reich- 
stag and Diet, who expressed the indigna- 
tion felt by the members of their respeetive 
Houses at the outrage committed on his 


Majesty at Bremen and their congratula- 
tions at his escape, In his reply the Em- 
peror fs reported to have said he had been 
sorely grieved by the murderous attempt, 
and he complained, with evident emotion 
of the “demoralization of youth.” “ Ali 
classes of the population bear the guilt of 
present conditions,’’ said the Emperor, “The 
measures of the Government are too heat- 
edly criticised. Since the death of Emperor 
William I. the autherity of the Crown has 
sufféred greatly.” *

Bruno de Margerie to be First Secre- 
tary of the French Embassy 
at Washington. 

COPENHAGEN, March 22.—M. de Mar- 
gerie, the First Secretary of the French 
Legation here, has been appointed Coun- 
cilor of Embassy, and will soon be ‘trans- 
ferred to Washington. His wife is a sister 
of Edmond Rostand, the dramatist, and 
is a great beauty. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—The French 
Embassy has been advised by cable of the 
appointment of Bruno de Margerie as First 
Secretary of the embassy here, to succeed 
M. Thiébaut, who has been transferred to 
Berne, Switzerland. M. de Margerie~is 
prominent in literary as well as diplomatic 
circles. He was at Constantinople for a 
number of years, where he received the 
Cross of the Legion of Honor and a gold 
medal. Later he was at Peking with Min- 
ister Pichon faring the beginning of the 
critical conditions in China, and more re= 
cently he has been in Copenhagen. 

M. Thiébaut’s transfer to Berne is at his 
own request, in order to be near his aged 
parents. The officials in Washington have 
a high opinion of M. Thiébaut’s abilities, 
and they are predicting that, as a result of 
his energetic diplomatic services here, his 
transfer to Berne will be but a stepping 
stone to promotion to the rank of Minister.

Gen. Fullon, with 180 Men, Surrenders 
to Col. Scott. 
WASHINGTON, March 22.—Gen. Mac-’ 
Arthur, at Manila, under date of March 
22, cables the War Department as fol- 

lows: 

“Hughes reports surrender Fullon and 
command, Antique, Province Panay, 180 
rifles. This ends insurrection Panay-”’ 

Another dispatch says the surrender was 


made to Col. Scott of the Forty-fourth 
Volunteer Infantry. 


NEW GOVERNMENT FOR NEGROS. 


Filipinos Overwhelmingly in Favor 
of the Provincial Form. 


BACOLOD, Island of Negros, March 22.— 
According to expressions of a large majori- 
ty of the delegates from Occidental Negros 
and of a few who were present from the 
Oriental side, the sentiment of the people 
is overwhelmingly in favor of succeeding 


the present Governments by provincial 
government in both divisions. 

The reasons given for this view are that 
such a change will effect a reduction of 
taxes and the high salaries of officials, the 
establishment of schools and the improve- 
ment of the roads. The speakers alleged 
that, owing to a lack of means of educa- 
tion, liberty was becoming license. The 
military commander is credited with having 
organized the only schools. They are 
taught by soldiers. 

Commissioner Taft assured the delegates 
that Negros would be supplied with Amer- 
ican teachers, and he outlined the need of 
organizing provinces uniformly with the 
other islands. 

The announcement of the surrenders in 
the Island of Panay was greeted with ap- 
plause.

TO DISCUSS PORTO RICO.

Allen in the course of a fortnight will leave 
for Washington to confer with President 
McKinley. Among other matters he will 
discuss with the President the question of 
the customs fund held by the Treasury 


which is due to Porto Rico, and he will 
ascertain the President’s desire with ré- 
spect to the disposal of this fund. Mr. 
Allen will also advocate public improve- 
ments here, including road-making, and 
will call attention to other matters affect- 
ing local administration.

CUBAN COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


Believed that Finally the Platt Amend- 
ment Will Be Accepted. 


HAVANA, March 22.—TheC ommittee on 
Relations of the Cuban Constitutional Con- 
vention met to-day to consider the report 
drawn up by its Secretary,. Sefior Juan 
Gualberto Gomez, on the Platt amendment. 
In substance the report rejects four clauses 
—the clauses dealing with coaling stations, 
foreign relations, the right to intervent to 
preserve peace, and the entering into treat- 
ies covering the points in question. The 
other clauses are treated on the lines of 
the previess report, the cession of the Isle 
of Pines being virtually agreed to. 

Three of the five members of the com- 
mittee objected to the rejection in toto of 
the four clauses mentioned, and it is be- 
lieved that some consideration should be 
given them. The committee adjourned un- 
til Tuesday next. 

The committee's action is taken as a 
forerunner of the final acceptance of the 
Platt amendment. 

Many of the delegates talked to-day with 
Senator Proctor, but he gave them no en- 
couragement to believe that the next Con- 
gress would modify the amendment. On the 
contrary, he told.them that it was clearly 
for the interest of the Cubans to accept the 
amendment. 


CONGRESSMEN FROM CUBA. 


Give Their Views After a Brief Trip to 
That Island and to Porto Rico. 
Congressmen Washington Gardner and 
E. L. Hamilton of Michigan, G. W. Faris 
of Indiana, and G. W. Smith of Illinois 
were among the passengers who arrived 
from Cuba and Porto Rico on the transport 
Sedgwick yesterday morning. Their visit 
was of very short duration, only six days 
of the sixteen spent on the trip having 

been passed on land. 
Speaking for the party Congressman 
Hamilton said the, trip had been in the 


nature of an outing and had no political 
significance. When asked if from his ob- 
servations in Cuba he had formed any 
conclusions fegereing conditions in the

So far as Porto Rico 
is concerned, there seems to be some 
probability of development there. It is 
a pretty good country, but the peoplé are 
not energetic enough.” 

Congressman Gardner said the condition 
of the Porto Ricans was very poor at 
present, but that. they were full of hope, 
and he thought their anticipations of im- 
proveinent in business conditions would be 
realized. : 

“iI can’t say the same thihg regarding 
Cuba,"’ he added. ‘‘ The business people in 
Cuba want this Government to remain in 
power there until law and order are es- 
tablished and a stable government as- 
sured. Many of this class are annexation- 
ists. Two-thirds of the Cubans, though, 
who do not own taxable property and have 
nothing to lose, are in favor of absolute 
ineependence. The only thing they have 
at stake is to secure an office in the 
government they would construct.”’

TOO MANY ASK PARDONS. 


Seven Applications Denied by the Presi- 
dent—Persistent Applications 


Condemned. 

WASHINGTON, March 22.—The Presi- 
dent to-day denied seven. applications for 
pardon and granted two petitions for the 
restoration of civil rights, remitted one 
fine, and granted one pardon on account 
of ill-health. 

Among the applications denfed was that 
of Joe Martin, convicted of murder in 1889 


and sentenced to be hanged. His sentence 
was commuted to Hfe imprisonment by 
President Harrison, and numerous appli- 
cations for pardon have been adversely 
reported. The Attorney General, in report- 
ing upon the present application, says:

THE NEW YORK AT GIBRALTAR. 


Will Go on to Tangier to Take on Board 
Consul. Gunnere, and Then Pro- 


ceed to Mazagan-el-Brija. 
GIBRALTAR, March 22.—The armored 
cruiser New York arrived here to-day. 
She will proceed to Tangier to demand 
the settlement of the claims of the United 
States Government against Morocco. 


The New York will go to Tangier to take 
on board Samuel R. Gunnere, United, States 
Consul at Tangier and other North African 
cities. Mr. Gunnere will land at Mazagan- 
el-Brija, and travel overland to Morocco 
City .to demand satisfaction for various 
claims the United States has against Mo- 
rocco, and also an apology for the insult 
to the United States on the part of the 
Grand Vizier and the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs. 

The New York, meanwhile, will remain 
at Mazagan-el-Brija, its presence there be- 
ing sntensed to back up the Consul's de- 
mands. 


The New York Loses a Boat. 7 


WASHINGTON, March 22.~—The cruiser 
New York arrived at Gibraltar to-day. Rear 
Admiral Rodgers reported a very rough 
voyage across, and added that the ship lost 
a thirty-foot whaleboat in making the run. 
This incident is regarded as significant of 
the heavy seas encountered by the New 
York, because of the great height of her 
decks above the normal water line. 


DUTY ON RUSSIAN SUGAR. 


Case of a Recent Cargo Has Reached 
Board of General Appraisers. 
WASHINGTON, March 22.—W. J. Gibson, 


counsel for the Treasury Department, be- 
fore the United States Board of General 
Appraisers at New York to-day had a con- 
ference with the customs officials here on 
matters connected with the recent importa- 
tion of a cargo of Russian sugar at the port 
of New York and the imposition of the 
countervailing duty under a late order by 
Secretary Gage. 

The case has reached the board and it is 
probable that the hearing will begin’ some 
time next week. Mr. Gibson, who will rep- 
resent the Government in the case, said 
that if he and the opposing counsel could 
agree upon a statement of facts the case 
might be decided very soon. If. however, it 
became necessary for both sides to take 
testimony as to the facts, the evidence of 
the United States officials in Russia would 
be essential, and in that event a delay of 
six months or more would be unavoidable. 


To License Hawaiian Witch Doctors. 
HONOLULU, March 14.—A bill was in- 

troduced yesterday in the House to license 

Hawaiians to practice medicine. If adopt- 


ed this will permit the old native witch 
doctors called Kahumas to practice their 
arts, Among their powers they claim 
ability to pray their Victims to death. It 
is almost universally believed by Hawaiians 
that the Kahumas possess such power. 


The Massachusetts Afloat Again. 
WASHINGTON, March 22.—Admiral Far- 
quhar, Commander in Chief of the North 
Aliantic Squadron, has_ telegraphed the 
Navy Department as follews, under date 
of Pensacola, March 22: ‘ Massachusetts 
has been floated. Apparently not damaged.

SUBJECT—Review. 
GOLDEN TEXT—He is despised and re- 
jected of men.—Isaiah, liii., 3. 

For the last three months our attention 
has been fixed upon incidents which oc- 
curred during the six most memorable days 
in the world’s history—but not upon all of 
the incidents: Those which have come be- 
fore us, however, have been sufficient and 
“very impertant. They have concentrated 
our thoughts upon some of the essential 
facts connected with the completion of 
God's plan of redemption, and these facts 
have been presented to us, not so much for 
the purpose of influencing the conduct of 
men toward each other, but—infinitely 
more—as grounds of*faith toward God. For 
when men stand in right relations to God, 
then—and then only—can they stand in 
right relations to each other. 

As every careful workman, therefore, al- 
ways. has his tools so arranged in a tray— 
or upon a shelf of his bench—that he can 
at any time peadily lay his hand uport the 
one needed for any special purpose—so this 
review, I am persuaded, will be more help- 
ful, if in it we so arrange these facts that 
the mind can readily see their relation to 
each other, and that every one may so lay 
hold of them as to be able at any time— 
and at once—to give a reason for the hope 
that is in him; : 

On Jooking back over these lessons we 
must bear in mind that there has been but 
one conspicuous personage ever before us. 
However important at the time, Peter and 
John 4nd Judas—Mary, Martha, and Laza- 
rus—foreign Greeks,-~Roman soldiers, and 


Jewish priests—Caiaphas, the Sanhedrin, 
and Pilate, the Roman Governor, may huve 
appeared. they ali lose their importance 
Galt bereme insignificant subordinates the 
moment we fix our eyes upon Jesus of Naz- 
areth. Whatever importance any may seem 
to have is but of a ccupeceny character, 
and receives whatever yalue it may pos- 
séss, simply because of association with 
Him. But He stands out alone, unapproach- 
able and everlasting.

Ané yet—so far as the eye of man could ’ 


discera—He was simply a man like Peter or 


John or Caiaphas. or Pilate. He walked 
among men as they walked. He used the 
same forms of speech. He needed the same 


food and clothing and rest and friendships 
—and they were fully persuaded that He 
possessed the same ambitions for power, 
and that He coujd as easily and as cer- 
tainly be put to death~as any other man. 
Yet the incidents of these six days show 
conclusively that He was a far different 
man from any of those among whom He 
moved, and from all who’ éver appeared be- 
fore Him or after Him; ; 

As in the early chapters*of “‘ The Gos- 

els,"’ the details of how He entered upon 

is ministry among men are given with 
great fulness, so in the closing chapters 
the records of these six days tell us with 
equal fulness how He completed His minis- 
try. Making thus the end of His work they 
indelibly stamp its character and purpose. 
They show beyond all question that it was 
not primarily, or even in any very im- 
portant degree that of a Teacher come to 
declare the will of God and to instruct 
men how to walk in it;.neither was it that 
of a holy example, to set before them a 
spotless character worthy of their imita- 
tion. He was, however, in truth a Teacher 
beyond compare, and an. Example beyond 
imitatton. But if He had, in any marked 
degree, claimed for Himself as His special 
work either of these positions, which so 
many are accustomed to claim for Him, the 
events of these six days were absolutely 
unnecessary and entirely inexplicable. They 
added nothing to the force of His teaching, 
or His example. On the contrary, they 
make Him to have been simply a martyr. 
and the death of a martyr never proves 
anything more than that the martyr him- 
self fully believed what he taught and prac- 
ticed, and was willing to die for it. 

The special features in the ministry of 
Jesus which marked these six days may be 
grouped as follows: 

His manner of dealing with prophecy and 
current events. . 

His announcement of a second coming. 

His institution of a memorial of his work. 

His use of the term—‘‘ Son of Man."’ 

Hits consciousness of the burden of sin. 

His voluntary surrendering of Himself to 
His enemies. 

His trial and condemnation. 

His death upon the “-oss. - 

Let us examine these in order, but very 
briefly. 

1. How did Jesus deal with prophecy? 

To simply say that His ministry fulfilled 
it does not cover the ground. So far as that 
is concerned, Caiaphas and Pilate, and 
Judas, the owner of the ass upon which He 
rode into Jerusalem, the man who furnished 
the “ large upper room "’ where He ate His 
last Passover, and many others, fulfilled 
prophecy as perfectly, and as satisfactorily 
as He. In fact His work would not have 
been completed as it was if they had not. 
But not one of them knew at the time.that 
he was fulfilling it. Not one of them had 
the least intention of fulfilling it by any- 
thing that he did. In fact, they never knew 
after everything had heen done that they 
had fulfilled it. On the contrary. if many 
of them had had the least idea that their 
conduct was actually bringing to puss the 
very thing they wished to defeat. they 
would unquéstionably have radically 
changed their conduct. 


DID NOT AVOID DEATH. 

As for Jesus, however, with every proph- 
ecy relating to Himself, He was fully ac- 
quainted, and He took special pains to 
bring about their fulfillment to their small- 
est details. He did it knowingly and in- 
tentionally. After they were fulfilled in 


Him others ‘‘ remembered that these things 
were written of Him,’’ and they say why 
‘“*they had done these things unto Him,” 
(John, xii., 16,) but He knew it before- 
hand. Hence we find Him arranging His 
whole journey from Cesarea-Philippi, so as 
to be at Bethany “six days before. the 
Passover."’ So He instructed His discfples, 
over and over again,. as to what would 
happen during those six days. So He said 
that His delivery into the hands of His en- 
emies ‘‘ was done that the Scripture of the 
prophets might be fulfilled.’ (Matthew, 
xxvi., 56.) And not only did He thus know 
what the prophets had declared, but He 
knew what would happen from day to day 
before it happened, and instead of avoiding 
the dangers with which He was thus well 
acquainted, He voluntarily and. designedly 
aided in the accomplishment of the very 
things His enemies desired and planned. 
All of this is very remarkable. If Jesus’ 
work was-—in any important. sense—the 
work of a great Teacher or a model Char- 
acter, how did it happen that He did all 
this to bring about His own death? 

_ 2. His announcement of His second com- 
ing. 

Not only, however, did He thus know 
what had been foretold hundreds of years 
before concerning Him, but He knew, and 
declared, what would take place. concern- 
ing Him hundreds of years after His death. 
As He gat with His disciples on the Mount 
of Olives a few days before His crucifixion 
He told them ‘plainly ‘that He should come 
again. They should see Him, He said; 
“coming in the clouds” (Mark. xiii., v" 
“of heaven’’ (Matthew, xxiv.,.30,) “‘ with 
great power’ (Mark) “and great glory.’’ 
(Matthew.). * And then shall He send His 
angels’ (Mark) “ with a great sound of a 
trumpet, and they shall gather together 
His elect from the four winds,’ (Matthew,) 
“from the uttermost part of the earth to 
the uttermost part of Heaven.’ (Mark,) 
“from one end of Heaven to the other.” 
(Matthew.) 

This great fact of which He had never 
before Spoken He now made the founda- 
tion of the last instructions which He gave 
to His disciples in the parables of ‘ The 
Ten Virgins,” ‘The Ten Talents,’’ and 
“The Sheep and Goats.’ In the latter, es- 
pecially, He declared that that second com- 
ing would not only be in glory, but in 
judgment, when all nations.should be gath- 
ered together before Him. In the blessed 
fellowship of the last evening He spent 
with His disciples also the ground work of 
all the comfart He gave them was, “1 go 
to prepare a place for you. And if I go 
and prepare a place for you I will come 
again and receive you unto Myself: that 
where I am there ye may be also.”" (John, 
xiv., 1-3.) , 

So also when He stood before Calaphas, 
the one thing that convicted Him of blas- 
phemy in his sight‘and in the sight of the 
Sanhedrin was the clear and positive asser- 
tion, ‘‘ Hereafter shall ye see the Son of 
Man sitting on the rieht hand of power. and 
coming in the clouds of heaven.” (Mat- 
thew. xxvi., 64.) 

Evidently such assertions and such expec- 
tations were not those belonging to One 


whose pre-eminent work was that of a | 


great Teacher or of a ** Model Man.”

ENSTITUTION OF THE LORD'S SUPPER. 

The institution of ‘‘the Lord’s Supper” 
was perhaps the most remarkable feature 
of the many which marked the closing of 
the ministry of Jesus of Nazareth. There 
is nothing like it in the history of the 


world, except the institution of *‘ the Lord's 
Passover.’ But when that was instituted, 
the man Moses was given special directions 
concerning it by God Himself. It had noth- 
ing to do with Moses, however, and com- 
memecrated nothing that he had done or 
would do. It commemorated only what 
God did for His people who believed in 
Him. When He saw the blood which they 
in faith put upon the side posts and lintels 
of their doors, He passed over their houses 
and delivered all within from death. 

But when “the Lord's Supper’’ was in- 
stituted we hear nothing’ of any command 
from God to the man Jesus of Nazareth to 
institute it. Herdid it: of His own mind; 
and in the simplest and most unostentatious 
way “As they were eating’ (Matthew) 
He took the bread and wine which were 
upon the table and gave them to His disci- 
ples, saying simply, ‘‘ Take, eat,’ and 
“drink.” That which was thus given— 
“to "’—them. was to be received “in re- 
membrance " of that which was “‘ given ’"’ 
and ‘shed "’--‘‘ for’’—them. And St. Paul 
says that He added, ‘‘ As often as ye eat 
this bread and drink this cup. ye do show 
the Lord’s death till He come.” (First Co- 
rinthians, xi., 26.) 

No other man that-ever lived ever in- 
structed his followers to do anything like 
this to perpetuate his memory. Some have 
founded great institutions of learning and 
philanthropy, and festal days have been 
appointed to keep others in remembrance 
of what they were in themselves during 
their lives. Jesus’ memorial. however, was 
to remind men of what He did by His 
death. With no.parade attractive to the 
senses. He took the simple and significant 
elements of ‘bread and “ wine "'—the 
elements by which life is sustained and 
strengthened—and without a word concern- 
ing His character or His teaching. He bade 
men feed on these ‘‘ in remembrance "’ that 
His body was broken, and His blood “ shed 
for many for the remission of sins."” (Mdt- 
thew.) 

Surely such a memorial was not the one 
appropriate to commemorate the life and 
efforts of an exalted Teacher or f model 
character. / 

4. His use of the term, “The Son of 
Man.” 

‘ THE SON. OF MAN. 


This is more significant of the person 
and work of Jesus of Nazareth than any 
other thing that He did or said. As we 
have had occasion several times before to 
notice, this title was peculiar to Him. 
No one else used it in speaking to Him or 
of Him. excepting when they quoted His 
own words. He, however, almost invari- 
ably used it in speaking of Himself to 
others. It was a term’ evidently describing 
a peculiar relation to all men, and it was 
evidently not used without a clear under-

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A FAIR STATEMENT. 


We congratulate Senator PLATT on the 
accuracy and candor of his statement of 
the difference between him and Gov. 
OpvELL. After describing the inefficiency 
and corruption of the Tammany police, 
he says, in the interview published by us 
yesterday morning: 


I do not understand that the Governor 
takes issue with me upon any of the facts 
above stated. I understand that he does 
not desire to propose additional police leg- 
islation for the City of New York during 
the present session of the Legislature be- 
cause the promotion by him of any new 
Olice legislation at this session would place 

im in a more or less antagonistic position 
to the views expressed by him in his first 
message to the Legislature, and because 
if the citizens of New York City do not 
like police blackmail their best remedy is 
to be found, not by an appeal to-the Legis- 
lature, but at the polls. 

The Governor considers these objections 
to additional police legislation at this ses- 
sion of the Leg‘slature sound. I do not. 
This is the only difference between us. 


This statement is not, perhaps, as com- 
plete as it is accurate within the limits 
the Senator thought fit to observe. The 
difference described is not exactly the 
“only one between him and the Gov- 
ernor, as he may find if he undertakes to 
force the Governor to accept the decision 
of a party conference should that decis- 
fon be contrary to the Governor's own 
view of his duties and rights. 

But within the Senator’s limits the 
statement is a fair one, and goes to the 
root of the matter. The Governor is not 
ready to change the policy deliberately 
adopted by him and clearly announced 
in his message merely because Mr. PLATT 
deems it advisable. And the Governor is 
fully convinced that, with the present 
law, the remedy for the undoubted evils 
of the present administration “is to be 
found not in an appeal to the Legislat- 
ure, but at the polls.”” We sincerely 
trust that he will stand firmly by this 
conviction. If he does, he will greatly 
advance the chances of our securing a 
sure and relatively lasting remedy for 
the evils described by the Senator. It is 
to be remembered also that one great 
merit of the situation the Governor's pol- 
icy will create is that the people of this 
city will be left free to fight corruption 
fn the Government without distraction 
as to partisan issues, or even as to the 
“suppression of vice.”

But it is none 
the less true that the charges as to the 
objects of Mr. JoserH CHAMBERLAIN and 
those whose representative he was, 
charges indignantly disclaimed by no less 
important a British politician than the 
Duke of DEVONSHIRE, have been amply 
sustained. The British have bought their 
triumph at a frightful cost in men and 
money, and a still more frightful cost in 
loss of prestige throughout the world. 
They simply must be sincerely anxious 
to put a stop, on any terms not intolera- 
ble, to the prolongation of a war which, 
as Mr. FREDERIC HARRISON reminded 
them at the beginning of it, ‘‘ could have 
no triumphs.” 

And, as a matter of fact, the terms of- 
fered the Boers are, from the British of- 
ficial or the British unofficial point of 

_view, not only tolerable, but handsome. 
The deportation of many Boer prison- 
ers of war and the deportation of 
others suggested by Gen. Ian HaMiLTon, 
might be worth consideration as a mili- 
tary measure. As a political measure it 
is nugatory, unless it is carried further 
than the most earnest British imperial- 
ist has thus far proposed. The whites of 
Dutch descent in South Africa far out- 
number the whites of British descent. 
To remove the majority would require 
“more men from England,” even if it 
were not intolerable to even British 
Christians. Some way must be found of 
-enabling the two races to live together. 
And Sir ALFRED MILNER and _ Lord 
KITCHENER must have.sincerely sought 


for such a method. The alternative is to 
keep in South Africa a British garrison, 
drawn from Britain, of at least two hun- 
dred thousand men, for an indefinite time 
to come, at an indefinite but enormous 
expense to the British taxpayer. The 
British taxpayer has already begun to 
ask, and he is likely to continue with in- 
creasing urgency to ask, whether this 
kind of “ foreign conquest and subjuga- 
tion ’’’ pays. 

There are two apparent sticking points 
in the negotiation. The Boer leaders de- 
sired that Boers who had advanced 
money or supplies to the Boer cause 
should be reimbursed. To that end they 
desired that the British Gevernment 
should assume the debts of the two re- 
publics. This proposal seems to.have 
been most emphatically declined. And, in 
a sense, quite rightly. The expenses in- 
curred in good faith, before the war, for 
the development of the two republics are 
of equal value to their subsequent pos- 
sessors. No doubt some arrangement 
should be arrived at to transfer these 
obligations, so that creditors in good 
faith and for value should not suffer. 
But all Boers and non-Boers within the 
territory of the republics have been req- 
uisitioned for supplies for the Boer ar- 
mies. The proposition of the British 
yovernment is, while entirely rejecting 
any liability for such debts, to set aside 
a million sterling, as an “act of grace,” 
to make good those who have fulfilled 
requisitions in good faith and given 
value. This is more than the Boers could 
have expected, and more than could have 
been expected of the British. It is not 
only a very conciliatory proposal, but, we 
repeat, a very handsome proposal. 

It may be assumed that this is not the 
real sticking point of the negotiations. It 
may equally be assumed that the real 
sticking point, upon which the negotia- 
tions broke, was the demand of thg 
Boers that the Boers of Cape Colony and 
Natal who had borne arms against the 
British should receive the benefit of the 
amnesty offered to the Boers of the two 
republics. In refusing this demand we 
believe that the British negotiators were 
Although Great Britain 
the sovereignty of Cape 
Colony for almost a century, and that of 
Natal for more than a generation, that 
sovereignty has never been acquiesced in 
the agricultural population of the 
two colonies. That population cherished 
a hereditary loathing for the British 
which had never been mitigated or com- 
plicated by any practical experitnce of 
British rule. They had never been in any 
sense British subjects. Blood 
was, with them, thicker than water. 
When the test came, they went with 
their own people. Such expressions of 
British irritation as Mr. Rupyarp KIpP- 
LING’s Silly deliverance on the “Sin of 
Witchcraft’ have no real applicability 
to the situation. If the British continue 
to insist upon punishing people on one 
side of a geographical line for what they 
pardon to the kinsmen of those people on 
the other side of the line, they are sim- 
ply perpetuating the race hatred in 
South Africa, and making impossible 
any other government of it than that by 
the sword. If they are wise they will ex- 
tend their offer of amnesty to all Dutch 
speaking inhabitants of South Africa, 
without exception. That course would 
disarm BorTua by leaving him no further 
To insist 
upon the present British position would 
create an Ireland in South Africa which 
would give the British Empire great 
trouble for generations to come.

REFORM CLUB AND 
CHARTER. 


The Reform Club Committee on City 


Affairs has submitted a report on the 
proposed revision of the charter which 
may be studied with advantage by all 
the members of the Legislature who care 


to approach that matter with honest in- 
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dependence and not merely in obedience 
to party dictation. 

The report warmly approves some of 
the most substantial and important feat- 


ures of the proposed revision. It ap- 
proves heartily the principle of concen- 
trated power and responsibility, so far 
as it is applied by the revisers, and espe- 
cially commends the recommendations 
as to the abolition of the Borough School 
Boards. 

The report, however, strongly opposes 
the repeal of the Davis salary law and 
the withdrawal from the teachers’ pen- 
sion or retirement fund of a share in the 
Of the Davis salary law 
it is said truly’ that “one of its great 
benefits consisted in the absolute elimi- 
nation of politics from the school sys- 
tem.” To repeal the law and place the 
fixing of salaries in the hands of the Al- 
dermen must plunge the-schools deeper 
than ever into the mire of partisan poli- 
tics. 

The chief feature of the report of the 
Reform Club committee is a careful crit- 
icism ,of the, proposed change in the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
which, the committee thinks, amounts to 
the abolition of the board and its re- 
placement by the Board of Public Im- 
provements. The special usefulness of 
the present Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment, according to the report, is 
that it is composed solely of officials who 
collect or protect the revenue and in- 
cludes none of those who spend the rev- 
enue. The new board, under the old 
name, takes in the five Borough Presi- 
dents, to whom are assigned the duties 
and powers of the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works and the Commissioner of 
Street Openings and Improvements un- 
der our former City Government. This 
change, together with the increase of the 
number and powers of the Board of Al- 
dermen, the committee thinks, tends di- 
rectly and strongly to dissipation of re- 
sponsibility, to confusion, inefficiency, 
and probable corruption, 

At the present stage of the revision

A VOICE FROM IOWA. 


There is something in the air of Iowa 
that breeds independence and courage. 
No braver or more faithful man ever 
sate in the Senate than Mr. GRIMEs, who, 
almost alone, saved his party from the 
incalculable blunder of a verdict of guilty 
in the famous impeachment trial of AN- 
DREW JOHNSON. It was Iowa Republic- 
ans who sought after the war to stem 
the ravaging tide of extreme protection- 
ism and to save the party from that re- 
volt in the Northwest which finally 
drove it from power for two Presidential 
terms. Mr. ALLISON, who was then in 
the House, has always been as liberal 
and decent as he could be without break- 
ing wholly with his party, and even in 
the last session of Congress lent his 
silent but powerful influence to defeat 
that embodiment of all that is worst in 
protection, the unspeakable Ship Subsidy 
bill. And now we have Mr. GEorRGE E. 
RosBertTs, the Director of the Mint, and 
one of the ‘Republican leaders in Iowa, 
strongly advocating the immediate be- 
ginning of a gradual and steady reduc- 
tion of tariff duties, 

In a dispatch to The Bwening Post the 
position of Mr. Rogperts is clearly de- 
scribed. The gist of* his philosophy is 
contained in the following extract from 
a cogent address made by him last month 
before the Bankers’ Club of Chicago: 


Our exports last year exceeded those of 
the United Kingdom, and no other country 
approached either. Our trade balances are 
SO great that to attempt to collect them in 
cash would ruin our customers, and involve 
the world, including ourselves, in disaster. 
In the last three years their aggregate has 
equaled all the gold in all the banks and 
treasuries of Europe, including the British 
Isles. No wonder the foreign Governments 
have come here to place their loans. A na- 
tion with the power to amass such credits 
ag these becomes of necessity a trader and 
investor in all parts of the world. We are 
out to stay, for we can never bring our be- 
longings home. 


This is the broad view. 
by facts more 
with home trade. The powerful organi- 
zations that are carrying our foreign 
commerce into every part of the globe, to 
meet the competition of all industrial na- 
seriously hampered in two 
ways. In the first place, some of them 
suffer from high prices of materials used 
by them, which Are made and kept high 
by the tariff. This burden they bear, of 
course, in common with the industries 
whose markets are found at home, and 
both classes may be relied on in the near 
future to join in efforts to secure relief. 
They are practically in the situation of 
the agricultural classes thirty years ago, 
among whom the first opposition to the 
war tariff arose. ‘ 

But exporters share the difficulties and 
hardships of the agriculturists in an- 
other respect and in a greater degree. 
They are constantly more and more ex- 
posed to retaliatory tariff legislation 
from the nations on whose markets they 
are compelled to rely for the sale of their 
surplus. The recent action of Russia is 
an example. A like policy is being 
strongly advocated in Germany, where 
the necessities of the Government may 
at any time force concessions to the 
Agrarians. France is agitated by simi- 
lar demands, and even in England, the 
birthplace and stronghold of the sound- 
est commercial freedom, there is a strong 
tendency to the initiation of protection in 
some form. All of this movement. has 
its origin in retaliation for the selfish 
policy of the United States. It has, as 
our readers know, gone so far that the 
organization of an anti-American Buro- 
pean customs union is urged even by the 
leading European free trader, M. Leroy-

LOCAL GAS COMPETITION. 

The application, on behalf of certain 
alleged but unidentified “ millionaires ” 
for the franchise privileges needed to en- 
able them to undertake the gas business 
in New York in competition with the 
Consolidated Gas Company, will bring up 
the whole question of the ethics of 
gas competition. It will probably lead 
to # conclusion in the minds of the 
people of New York as to whether a 
franchise for a public utility is a con- 
tract under which those receiving it are 
entitled to claim permanent immunity 
from competition. The argument of 
the gas companies on this subject is well 
known, but they have mostly had it all 
to themselves. Recently, however, Goy. 
ODELL has given it the high sanction of 
official approval, in his message to the 
Legislature on this subject, which at- 
tracted less attention than its somewhat 
startling character as a State document 
‘entitled it to claim. From this message 
we quote as follows: 


Undoubtedly, cities have been benefited 
in the past by ae between private 
corporations, which for a time had the 
effect of lowering prices, which competi- 
tion, however, usually results in a combina- 
tion of such competing interests. Then 

rices are raised again in order that divi- 

ends may be made upon a capitalization 
far in excess of that Warranted by business 
possibilities. Then it is that dissatisfaction 
arises, and the demand for municipal own- 
—— is most urgent. This unsatisfactory 
condition could have been avoided had the 
power to authorize the formation of a new 
company been lodged in some competent 
authority. 


These and other considerations point- 
ing in the same direction led Gov. ODELL 
to the curious recommendation that, as 
gas companies in New York State are 
incorporated under the Transportation 
act, applications from persons applying 
for franchises to build gas works in com- 
petition with those already in operation 
should be referred to the Railroad Com- 
mission. This would decide whether a 
necessity existed for another company, or 
whether the best interests of the com- 
munities which such companies proposed 
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to serve would be secured by a reduction 
of the charges to consumers and other 
reasonable reforms. f ' 

The Governor's argument is a para- 
phrase of the ex Parte argument of the 
gas companies from early in the last 
century to the present time against the 
granting of franchises to companies pro- 
posing to enter their fields competitively. 
It is very specious and quite plausible, 
but it would carry a great deal more 
weight if to confer upon an established 
company a permanent monopaly would 
insure a conservative management, im- 
pose the obligation to restrict its capital 
to something like the value of its assets, 
and insure a scale of prices as low as 
would meet fixed charges, pay just divi- 
dends, and provide for repairs and re- 
placements. In point of fact, it would do 
nothing ofthe kind. The assurance of 
immunity from competition, private and 
municipal, for even a term of years, 
would make a gas franchise so valuable 
that the bankers would fall over each 
other in their eagerness to capitalize it on 
a basis which would discount the future 
for half a century, more or less, and 
leave millions for promotion. As to prices 
to consumers, they would be made as 
high as could be maintained without 
forcing a return to candles and kero- 
sene, and ample justification for this 
would be found in the plea that with 
cheaper gas the honest stockholder would 
be deprived of the dividends to which he 
is properly entitled. This plea is just as 
effective if the company’s policy for a 
quarter of a century has been to increase 
its stock to conceal earnings, as if every 
share represented its par value paid into 
the treasury and invested in plant or em- 
ployed as working capital. The Napo- 
leonie financiers of the gas business have 
shown that they cannot be trusted with 
anything approaching a guaranteed mo- 
nopoly of any field. Even the ability to 
protect themselves against competition 
by the annual purchase of Legislatures 
and Common Councils has warranted 
them in expanding their stock issues un- 
til each hundred dollars invested in plant 
stands for thousands in interest-bearing 
securities. Every valuable gas franchise 
is enormously overcapitalized and bond- 
ed until its decks are awash. To protect 
legitimate investment in the develop- 
ment of a gas undertaking is well 
enough, but to protect as a matter of 
public duty the scheme of finance which 
is exemplified in syndicate reorganiza- 
tion is quite another matter. 

Of the bona fides of the application for 
a franchise in New York to be developed 
in competition with the Consolidated we 
may have our own opinion; but the fact 
remains that probably a good deal less 
than one-half the capitalization of that 
overgrown corporation would duplicate 
everything of value it owns, and that for 
less than half its present fixed charges 
as good a service as it offers could be 
rendered. That it is in a position to in- 
vite competition and render it particular- 
ly vulnerable to attack from those who 
desire to share its extremely valuable 
monopoly is the fault of its manage- 
ment. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——In his recent speech advocating re- 
form of army methods, the British Under 
Secretary of State for War, Mr. Broprick, 
gave some amazing illustrations of the dif- 
ficulties and delays he has encountered in 
trying to get even the simplest things done 
by the staff officers. ‘‘ Shortly after I took 
office,’’ said the Secretary, ‘“‘I received a 
letter from a Reservist who had made ap- 
plication for further service, and who for 
two months had waited without receiving 
an answer. I made inquiry, and I was told 
that the man should not have written to 
the Secretary of State. I admitted that, 


but I wished to know whether the man was 
to be allowed to go or not, and said so, I 


waited a fortnight, and, hearing nothing, I 
wrote again, requesting a prompt reply, 
for which I waited another week. Then I 
sent a telegram saying that I must know, 
and still nothing came. At the end of the 


fourth week IT thought the time had come 
to exercise my authority. I wrote to the 


Adjutant General, and said if I did not re- 
ceive an answer on the following morning 
somebody would go on half pay. I got an 
answer the next morning.’’ Here is an in- 
stance of needless delay still more gro- 
tesque: ‘A paper came before me last 
November, in relation to whether a particu- 
lar cottage should be shut up, or pulled 
down, or repaired at an expenditure of 
£130. Then I ascertained the history of that 
paper. It started in 1896 and came to me 
in November, 1900. In the interval it had 
been touring about between three military 
officers. In the second year it reached the 
War Office, and the Assistant Under Secre- 
tary sent it to the Commander in Chief, 
Then, as officers had been changed mean- 
while, it went again on its peregrinations, 
and the result was that after four years 
the matter still remained unsettled. I sent 
it to Lord Wolseley for his order, desiring 
him to see it executed. Making a little more 
inquiry, I learned the result, which reminds 
one of the trial of the pig {n ‘ Alice’ for de- 
serting his sty, the pig being dead when 
sentence was pronounced. In this case, I 
found that the cottage over which all this 
had taken place had been shut up three 
years ago by order of the sanitary au- 
thority."’ Reflecting on these episodes, it 
doesn't seem quite so strange that the 
Boers were not conquered in a month. 


——According to The Baltimore News, an 
independent paper, it is still too early to de- 
cide just how a law so long and complex as 
that to restrict the franchise in Maryland 
is going to work, and it is apparently in 
doubt whether the practical outcome will 
be to advance or to retard the schemes of 
the politicians who prepared the measure 
and forced its passage. As to what those 
politicians wanted to do, however, The 
News has no doubts at all, and for that 
reason it does not hesitate to condemn the 
law. The purpose was, it declares, to dis- 
franchise Republican illiterates, and, by 
utilizing the possession of a majority in the 
Boards of Supervisors, in some way or ot 
to get the votes of Democratic teres 
into the ballot boxes. This last would have 
been easy if the bill had passeg in‘ its origi- 
nal form, but with the amendments that 
were added to it, especially that which pro- 
vides for printing the names of candidates 
in alphabetical order, the schemers may 
find it difficult to carry out their designs. 
And many illiterate negroes will learn how 
to vote the ticket they favor, while many 
illiterate white men will show their resent- 
ment of their party’s course by refusing to 
take the small amount of trouble necessary 
to meet the requirements of the law. ** But, 
afterall,” concludes The News, “ the great 
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loss which the Democrats are going to suf- 
‘fer is that occasioned by the almost univer- 
Sal disgust among fair-minded men at the 

hole proceeding. The pretense ot, urgent 
need for the extra session and the pretense 
that the act is not intended to disfranchise 
anybody, the evident violation of the intent 
of the State Constitution—all these, com- 
bined with the known chanacter of the men 
behind the scheme, and with their record of 
political rottenness, have aroused intense 
resentment among the best ci ns of the 
State, and especially of Baltimore City.” 
The severest critics of the law, however, 
attack the motives of those who placed it in 
the statute book, rather than the results 
which it seems likely to accomplish, if exe- 
cuted in good faith. There isn’t much ex- 
cuse for illiteracy in any part of this coun- 
try nowadays, and the man who cannot 
read doesn’t get much sympathy, even if 
he is disfranchised. 


—Practically every paper in the country 
printed the prophecy recently attributed to 
Prof. N. 8S. SHALER of Yale in regard to the 
enormous production of gold in the near 
future, and its effect on the finances of the 
world, and yet, on the ground, as the pro- 
fessor says in a letter to Engineering News, 
that ‘I cannot afford to deny statements 
concerning my opinions which appear in dis- 
reputable newspapers,”’ he refrained from 
doing anything about that particular state- 
ment until after it had been copied into 
Engineering News. That strikes us as just 
a bit—well. call it queer. Our scientific con- 
temporary is, of course. entirely respect- 
able, but so are not a few of the other pa- 
pers that anticipated it in the publication 
of the professor's prophecy, and not Only 
would every one of them have been eager 
to set the matter straight, but their correc- 
tions would reach vastly more people than 
will that in a journal of strictly limited cir- 
culation. What Prof. SHALER calls “the 
facts in the case” he puts as follows: 

In a regular lecture to a class in geology, a 
flecture not intended to be made public, I made 
certain statements concerning the future of gold 
production, particularly indicated by the work- 
ing of placer gravels. From this lecture some 
student has taken certain statements, which, 
presented without the context, give a very in- 
adequate idea of what I said. This unauthorized 
and foolish statement was, I beHeve, sold. * * * 
The lecture was not a public lecture; the publi- 
cation of the matter was not only unauthorized 
but contrary to the rules which govern decent 
students, and, given without the text, the state- 
ments give an essentially erroneous idea as to 
my views concerning the matter. 

But, alas and alas! even to Engineering 
News Prof. SHALER does not reveal the one 
‘fact in the case”’ that is of any real im- 
portance—he does not tell, as an antidote 
for what he did not say, what he did say 
about gold production. Apparently his opin- 
ion is to be concealed from us forever. 
Which is too bad. 


—When an applicant for a new gas 
franchise told the Street and Highways 
Committee of the Municipal Council the 
other day that most of the meters exam- 
ined by the State Inspectors were found 
to be “running fast’’ the statement 
seemed to be in exact accord with common 
belief. At any rate, it evoked no mani- 
festations of surprise from the gas-consum- 
ing public. But now comes forward Mr. 
JasTrRow ALEXANDER, the head of the in- 
spection service, and says that a majority 
of the meters at present in use, instead of 
being ‘fast,’ are ‘“‘slow’’—that instead 
of recording more gas than passes through 
them, they record less. At this one can 
work up a mild astonishment, but, after 
all, what difference does it make? People 
long ago came to the conclusion that 
meters and gas bills were either entirely 
unrelated or else were related in a way in- 
comprehensible to average humanity. It is 
a well-known fact, illustrated by innum- 
erable examples, that the mysterious ma- 
chines can and do convict families of burn- 
ing gas in New York City when said fami- 
lies are out of town, even as far away as 
Alaska or Europe, and as for decreasing 
gas bills by turning down or out eVery 
light not really needed, the meters, whether 
fast or siow, certainly are able td render 
that an impossibility. The truth seems 
to be that the companies make an estimate 
of what each consumer will pay per month, 
without rising in really desperate rebellion, 
and that sum, slightly varted, now up and 
now down, just for the sake of appear- 
ances, is regularly assessed. On this 
theory alone can the toleration of ‘‘ slow ”’ 
meters by the companies be understood. 


Partial Remedy for the Bridge Crush.

“ Gotterdammerung” in the Afternoon,

There were two performances of opera at 
the Metropolitan Onera House yesterday.

In endertsanding of 
the composer's intent, in variety of ex- 
pressive detail of accent and shading, in 
pictorial eloquence, and in tenderness of 
feeling she is not surpassed by any artist 
now before this public. Yesterday she gave 
the public her best, and it was an after- 
noon of triumph for her and delight for 
the audience. She is one of the few great 
operatic artists of our time. 

Mr. Jean de Reszke’s Siegfried in ‘‘ Gét- 
terdammerung”’ is well known, and is not 
in need of special description at this time. 
it has been heard when its tonal qualities 
were more brilliant than they were yester- 
day, but in voice or out, this man is always 
a master of his art, and such singing as he 
did yesterday in the last of his scenes must 
inevitably make its effect. Mr. Edouard de 
Reszke showed much improvement yester- 
day. He is rapidly recovering from the 
effects of his recent illness, and further- 
more his Hagen has grown greatly in 
subtlety and grimness. Mr. Muhimann was 
an acceptable Gunther. Mme. Schumann- 
Heink was again a most admirable Wal- 
triute. The performance in general moved 
with smoothness, and Mr. Damrosch con- 
ducted with immense vigor. The orches- 
tra played well, but again it was frequently 
too generous in its outpour of tone. 

In the evemmng one of the familiar 
“double bills’ was offered. It consisted of 
** Rigoletto’ and ‘ Cavalleria Rustican:.” 
The audience was one of fair size and its 
euthusiasm was of the kind always called 
forth by ‘‘ Caro Nome~’ and the high note 
ai the end of the famous quartet. Mme. 
Melba was, of course, the Gilda, and her 
singing of the music was in her customary 
style. The lovely quality of her voice and 
the silvery smoothness of her delivery are 
always heard with delight in this oper:. 
She was in excellent voice last night. and 
she sang with abundant —. Mr. Cremo- 
nini was the Duke, and his light voice was 
weli suited to the music of the purt. He 
had the usual success with ‘‘ Da donna e 
mebile."”. Tenors are always praised for 
their delivery of this aria; no ove ever 
made a_complete failure of it. Mr. Campa- 
nari’s Rigoletto has often been described 
in these columns and it is only necessury te 
say at this time that it was up to its cus- 
tomary level last night. Mr. Journet was 
again a capital Sparafucile. 

In ‘ Cavalleria Rusticana’’ Mme. Gadski 
repeated her excellent impersonatio. of 
Santuzza. Miss Bauermeister was the L.u- 
cia and Miss Bridewell the Lola. Mr. Dip- 
rel was the Turiddu and Mr. Scotti was the 
Alfio. The performance Was effective and 
pleased the audience greatly. 


Hofmann’s Piano Recital. 

There was a lively guessing bee at Car- 
negie Hall last night. A moderate number 
of persons had assembled to hear an even- 
ing piano recital by Josef Hofmann. The 
programme had been published in some of 
the afternoon papers, but the persons com- 
prising the -audience had neglected to be 
foresighted and cut it out to carry with 
them to the concert. The result was that 
when they arrived at the hall they weré 
told that the pressemense had not yet ar- 
rived, but would be distributed later by the 
ushers. So the auditors sat down and wait- 
ed with such byes as they could. At 
8:55 a tall, aged gentleman appeared on the 
stage, and, announcing that the pro- 
et come, asked the in- 

ence of the audience, and said that Mr. 
Hofmann would begin his recital with Bee- 
thoven’s sonata, Opus 101. The pianist ap- 
peared, was cordially welcomed, and played 
the sonata with great clarity, beauty of 
tone, and exquisite adjustment of phrasing. 
Then the guessing began, and those who 
had not the repertoire of the piano in their 
minds could not teil a Schumann iece 
from a Liszt ‘‘ Soiree de Vienne.”’ Mr. Hof- 
mann is a dignified artist, a virtuoso of the 
first rank, and he deserves better manage- 
ment.

PALISADES BILL SIGNED. 


TRENTON, N. J., March 22.—The Gov- 
ernor to-day signed the Palisades Park 
bill and the Appropriation bill which car- 


ries an item of $50,000 to aid in the pur- 
pose of preserving the Palisades and es- 
tablishing an inter-State park along the 
top of the bluff on the high rocks. 


George W. Perkins, Vice President of 
the New York Life Insurance Company, 
who has been at the head of the move- 
ment to preserve the Palisades, and is 
President of the Palisades Inter-State Park 
Commission, was greatly pleased yesterday 
when he learned that Gov. Voorhees had 
signed the Palisades Park bill and the ap- 


propriation bill which provides for $50,000 
to be used for the preservation of the bluffs 
which were being destroyed by blasting. 

‘‘That,” said Mr. Perkins, “is a step in 
advance. Now we must go to Albany. If 
we get favorable legislation there the park 
should be ready for the public by next 
Spring, and have a boulevard, a special 
ferry service, and shelter houses. The 
park can be established for less than $600,- 
000, including the, ferry service and every- 
any needed. 

“We had to go to New Jersey and get 
rights to land under the law of eminent 
domain. This was land worth half a mil- 
lion dollars. It bélonged to the School 
Fund, and this sacrifi¢e by New Jersey 
was a gratifying evidence of good taith. 
Before this the State gave us $5,000, which 
was expended im a survey. New York 
State gave $10,000. This was deposited to 
stop the blasters. They ceased on Christ- 
mas Eve, and will not resume until June 
1, and not then or ever if they receive 
$125,000. They demanded $300,000 at first. 
The $125,000 has been” guaranteed by pr.b- 
lic-spirited New Yorkérs. The deed is in 
their safe waiting to be executed.

‘Gov. Odell, in his message, indorsed our 
project, and I look for favorable legisia- 
tive action.

The park will run from Fort Lee Ferr;

The driveway wil! be at the 
base of the cliff. The land owned by private 
persons on which the Commission has op- 
tions will cost an acre, and the cost 
of a rights has been fixed at $10 a 
runn foot.

A PAINTER OF SWEET GIRLS. 

The lower gallery at Clausen’s is set with 
a score of little canvases that seem the 
product ef one who lives in a land where 
it is always afternoon. No rude and noisy 
male sets his foot there; only maidens 
draped and mafdens partly clad, and maid- 
ens mid noddings on dwell in this favored 
land, where every girl is beautiful and 
every gown, when there is a gown, is made 
of liberty silk. To stroll about this gallery 
is to long’ for afternoon tea at Wellesley 
or Bryn Mawr, with some one playing 


softly on the mandolin and some one else 
reading in a sweet voice Tennyson's 
“ Princess.”” The only drawback for a 
man would’ be the fatal one of ‘“‘no to- 
bacco”’; for it is impossible to_ imagine 
under such skies as Mr. E. riamiiton 
paints, and in the presence of such lan- 
guorous or sprightful or a demoi- 
selles, that any man would have the hardi- 
hood to suggest pipe or cigar. 

Sweetness of color is the first impression 
one gets, sweetness sometimes, but not 
often, pushed to verge of saccharine. 
Along with this goes a feeling in the artist 
for lovely line and charming curve, which 
explains the entirely feminine element in 
the figures with which his pietures are 
peopled. This is strong where he tries to 
potst the supernatural, as in ‘ Spirit of 
pring,’ a nude nymph, whose face is far 
from any reality of flesh and blood, and 
the outlines of whose body are defined 
with a heavy stroke. His Hamadryad is 
comfortably laid_on cushions and a blue 
a though sbé is out-of-doors; the lines 
of the body are of more importance than 
the face. In ‘ At the Bathing Pool” the 
loveliness of lines reaches the height of 
sentiment. The figures are varied in pose 
and well distributed. In “ The Trieege 
of Flora’ there is less reliance on the 
charm of curve and line, but more on move- 
ment. The ranks of dancing nymphs who 
draw Flora enthroned on a car and sur- 
rounded by Cupids are swayed by the’ 
rhythm of the dance, and present a mass 
of pretty colors sét with lines of white, 
which are chains of arms raised or fallen 
with the movement. This movement testi- 
fies to Mr. Hamilton’s ability to handle 
many figures affected by one impulse, and 
yet have each figure individual. The riot 
and confusion, the lilt of unseen music, 
the jollity of a vernal goddess borne alon 
in pomp are suggested after a capita 
fashion. The picture makes one wonder 
whether Mr. Hamilton will not strike a 
reverberating note in. decoration one of 
these days. The single drawback to the 
picture is the sqaqmewhat papery painting 
of the Cupids that fly about Flora’s head. 
Mr. Hamilton has a feeling for color 
rather than form; his countenances of 
women are apt to exaggerate the eye and 
eye-socket, and in that way weaken rather 
than intensify the expression of each face. 
Yet, after all allowances are made for over- 
sweetness here, and too-big eves there, the 
fact remains that Mr. Hamilton's note is 
an individual note, that it exercises very 
much of a spell, and that time may be 
expected to correct the minor defects of 
his paintings, while he retains his love 
of color and curve and increases his abil- 
ity to compose a complicated scene. “ Ine 
nocence,”’ a little girl seem in profile, half 
length, looking at the white lily in her 
hand, is full of virginal charm. The right 
hand figure in “The Maiden Shy and the 
Maiden Bold” is a nude with decided qual- 
ity. It will be interesting to watch the 
development of this artist, who has gone 
far since his pictures appeared in the 
Schock and Evans sales. 
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RARE ORIENTAL MANUSCRIPTS. 


One of the most interesting asfwell as the 
most valuable collections of ancient Oriene 
tal manuscripts now in this country is the 
group of Avestan manuscripts which has 
recently come into the possession of Prof, 
A. V. Williams Jackson of Columbia Uni- 
versity. Prof. Jackson has been for years 
an enthusiastic student of the language, 
literature, and religion of the ancient Per- 
sians. His volume on “ Zoroaster, the 
Prophet of Ancient Iran,’’ published two 
years ago, contains the results of his inves- 
tigations upon the subject of the life of the 


great Persian lawgiver. This work wags 
most favorably receivedgnot only by Euro- 
pean scholars, but by the Parsis of India 
as well, by whom it was translated into 
Gujerati, the language spoken around Bom- 
bay, the stronghold of the Zoroastrians of 
to-day. z 

Prof. Jackson’s relations with the Parsis 
have always been of the most friendly 
character, and recently they determined to 
present some of the cherished manuscripts 
of their sacred b6éoks to him. These ancient 
writings, five in number, are now_in this 
city, have in their journey from Bombay 
passed the steamship on “which Prof. Jack< 
son was traveling to India, to meet face te 
face the priests whose lore he had studied 
from afar for so long. 

The five manuscripts form part of the sa< 
cred writings of the Zoroastrians. Only @ 
small portion of the Avesta or sacred books 
of the Parsis has come down to us at the 
present day. The invasion of the Greeks 
under Alexander the Great is responsible 
for the loss of a very great portion of the 
Avesta. Of the original twenty-one nask@# 
or books only one has come down to us in 
its entirety, all of the others having been 
more or less mutilated, and some even ene 
tirely destroyed. : 

One of Prof. Jackson’s manuscripts is @ 
copy of the ‘‘ Yasna,”’ or sacrificial book, 
the chief liturgical work of the Zoroas- 
trians, which contains the seventy-two 
chapters of praise and prayer, _in whiet 
are included the ‘‘ Gathds,”’ or ‘“ hymns ™ 
ascribed to Zoroaster himself. The manue 
script gives both the Avesta text and its 
paraphrase or commentary in Pahlavi (Mid- 
dle Persian.) The second manuscript is the 
oldest known copy of the “ Yashts,’’ the 
twenty-one hymns in praise of the saints or 
dngels. Two of the copies are of the 
“Vendidad,” or “law against the de- 
mons,” a code of twenty-two chapters, 
which corresponds to the Pentateuch of our 
Bible. One of these has the Pahlavi com- 
mentary with Persian notes, and the other 
is called ‘* Vendidad Sade,” or “ unmixed 
Vendidad.” The- fifth manuscript is a het- 
erogeneous collection of a number of un- 
related texts. The Avesta_portion is the 
“Khordah Avesta,” or “Small Avesta, 
which includes many minor texts. The rest 


is in New Persian. 

All the manuscripts are at present depose 
ited in the Library of Columbia University, 
awaiting Prof. Jackson’s return from Indfa,

Prof. George Frederick Wright of Oberlig

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TIKES GILMAN HOMESTEAD 


Administrator Places a Sheriff in 
Possession at Black Rock. 


No Resistance by Mrs. Hall’s Mother or 
Mr. Percival’s Agent—Miss Kup- 
fer’s Mother Explains. 


Special to The New York Times. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., March 22.—The 
Bridgeport Trust Company, administrator 
of the estate of George Francis Gilman, 
placed Sheriff David Fenelon in charge of 
the Black Rock property this evening. The 
Sheriff found Mrs. Potts, mother of Mrs. 
Blakeley Hall, in charge, and an old man 
named Edward Sanborn. The latter was 
placed there to take care of the property as 
custodian by Edward 8. Percival when he 
left for New York Wednesday. Sheriff 
Fenelon took Special Officer Henry Wright 
in case of emergency or resistance. 

Custodian Sanborn met Sheriff Fenelon 
and Officer Wright in the vestibule of the 
Gilman home and stated that he was in 
charge in the absence of Mr. Percival. The 
Sheriff pushed the elder man to one side 
and entered. Mrs. Potts was behind the 
door. The Sheriff stated his business and 
said that he desired the keys of the house, 
barns, &c. The keys were handed over 
without any protest. There was no attempt 
on the part of the Sheriff to force Mrs. 
Potts to leave, and she is in the house on 
the sufferance of the administrator. 

Mr. Percival arrived at Black Rock at 9 
o’clock ‘to-night, and was greatly sur- 
prised to find the house in the possession 
of the Sheriff. He told Sheriff Fenelon 
that he would not dispute his authority 
and that he would surrender all claim. “ It 
was bound to come, sooner or later,” he 
said. Mr. Percival will remain in the 
house to-night, and will pack up and leave 
to-morrow. 

Mrs. John Kupfer, mother of Miss Kath- 
erine Kupfer, one of the claimants against 
the estate and the young art protégé of 
Mr. Gilman, gave out a statement this 
afternoon which defines her daughter's 
claim. She said: 

‘“‘ Bight years ago Katherine was brought 
out to the Gilman house by my husband 


on one of his daily visits. Mr. Gilman took 
a fancy to Katherine on seeing her. He 
insisted on my husband bringing her to 
Biack Rock again. Subsequently Kath- 
erine’s visits became very frequent, and 
one Sunday morniag Mr. Gilman drove to 
our house, on Lafayette Street, and de- 
clared that he wanted to adopt her as his 
daughter and would see that she had an 
ample fortune. Katherine was _ sixteen 
years old at the time. My husband and I 
told Mr. Gilman that the girl should decide 
the matter herself. Katherine cried a 
good deal over the matter, and finally de- 
cided that she would remain with her own 
parents. 

“We anticipated that Mr, Gilman would 
have nothing more to do with her when 
we told him Katherine’s decision. He re- 
plied that she would think better of his 
offer when she grew older. She will get a 
fortune anyway, he reiterated. 

‘“‘Mr. Gilman paid for all her art lessons 
when she began to draw, sent her to 
France, and on her return built her the 
studio on his grounds, and gave us all to 
understand that the studio was Katherine's 
private house.’’ 

Miss Kupfer’s father died a year ago. 
He was Mr. Gilman’s barber, and always 
shaved Mr. Gilman and his guests between 
10 and 12 o’clock each day. That is the

A $4,000,000 DEAL AT ELMIRA. 


Mutual Life Insurance Company Sells 
Valuable Property to a Syndicate. 

Announcement was made last night that 
the Mutual Life Insurance Company had 
disposed of its interests at Elmira, N. Y., 
to a syndicate composed of New York and 
Elmira capitalists. The amount involved 
in the deal4s not stated, but it is sup- 
posed to be above $4,000,000. Negotiations 
looking to the sale of the holdings of the 
Mutual Life at Elmira have been going on 
for some time past, but it was not until 
to-day that papers providing for the change 
of control were actually signed. 

An interesting point in connection with 
the transaction is the fact that the Elmira 
and New York syndicate which has pur- 
chased these properties from the Mutual 
Life Insurance Company, will now own all 
the franchises and all of the public utili- 
ties in the City of Elmira, with the excep- 
tion of the telephone and telegraph fran- 
chises. 


The property which has been disposed of 
by the Mutual Life Insurance Company 
consists of the Elmira Water Works, the 
Maple Avenue Street Railroad, the West 
Water Street Railroad, the Elmira and 
Horse Heads Street Railroad, the Elmira 
Gas Company, the Elmira Illuminating 
Company, an electric-light concern, the old 
Interstate Fair Grounds, now known as 


the Maple Avenue Driving Park, and Ro- 
rick’s Glen Park. 

These street railways and the water 
works system will be consolidated with the 
West Side Railroad system and the Elmira 
Heights Water Company, already owned by 
the local Elmira capitalists interested ih the 
deal. Extensive extensions and improve- 
ments are to be made at once as a result 
of the consolidation. 

A number_of years ago the Mutual Life 
Insurance Company made investments in 
Elmira water works, street railways, &c. 
Col. D. C. Robinson of Elmira, a son of 
ex-Gov. Robinson, was the representative 
of the Mutual Life capitalists in these 
transactions. 

The State laws not allowing life insur- 
ance companies to hold properties of this 
character outright, the United States Guar- 
antee and Trust Company was furmed by 
Mutual Life capitalists interestcd in the 
original deal. zegally, the United States 
Guarantee and Trust Company figures in 
all of these transactions, both in the ac- 
quisition and the amperes of the proper- 
ties, but popularly the Mutual Lite Insur- 
ance Company has always been understood 
to be behind the United States Guarantee 
and Trust Company. 

Col. D. C. Robinson severed his connec- 
tion with these mutual life insurance com- 
pany enterprises at Elmira several years 
ago, and for the last two years Charles F. 
Ubelacher, a well-known engineer,’ has 
managed the properties for the Mutual 
Life. It is understood that the change of 
control of the newly acquired properties 
will take place about the lst of April. 


PROF. JENKS ON TRUSTS. 


Thinks Present Evils Could Be 
Remedied by Proper Legislation. 

J. W. Jenks, Ph. D., Professor of Politi- 
cal Science in Cornell University and ex- 
pert agent for the United States Industrial 
Commission, discussed the trusts last night 
before the Academy of Political Sciencé in 
the library of Columbia University. 

“Almost al] trust men will deny,” he 
said, ‘‘that the railroads make special 
rates for trust goods, but it is true, never- 
theless, and this is one of the things which 
builds up the trusts in this country. The 
protective tariff, while it has not actually 
tended to the formation of ‘trusts, has made 
their profits a great deal larger, Through 
‘¢ they are enab ed to charge the consumer 
in America more for their goods than they 
do the buyers in the foreign markets, to 
which they send goods. 

“Trust advocates say that through the 
formations of combinations of capital, con- 
sumers are charged less for their goods 
than formerly. Considering the price of 
raw material, I do not think that the 
trusts bave decreased prices in any of the 
things they supply. 

**In regard to the wages they pay their 
workmen, they certainly do not pay them 
any less than they were paid under the 
‘competitive system, and in some instances 
they pay them more. The chief danger in 
the trusts is to investors. It is an un- 
doubted fact that Directors often spetulate 
in ae own stock at the expense of the 

ublic.’’ 
as remedies for the evils in the present 
industrial system Prof. Jenks advocated a 
tariff revision, the enforcement of laws to 
stop discrimination on the part of railroad 
companies in favor of large combinations 
of capital, as weil as to prevens, trusts be-

HANNA SEES THE PRESIDENT. 
Consults Him About Nebraska Sena- 
torial Fight-— Publication of His 
Telegrams tIrritates Him. 
WASHINGTON, March 22.—The Nebras- 
ka Senatorial situation was considered at a 
consultation between the President and 
Senator Hanna, Chairman of the Republic- 
an National Committee, to-day. The Ad- 
ministration is anxious that the dead-lock 
in the Legislature be broken in order that 
the election of two Republican Senators 
may be accomplished, and the Republican 
National Committee has been exerting its 

influence to that end. 
Senator Hanna did not relish the publica- 


tion of the telegrams which he sent to Lin-

NEW JERSEY LEGISLATURE. 


Adjournment Sine Die After a Big Day’s 
Business—Many Nominations 


Confirmed. 

TRENTON, N. J., March 22.—The final 
adjournment of the one hundred and 
twenty-fifth New Jersey Legislature took 
place about 11 o’clock to-night, although 
the nominal hour for the dissolution of the 
session was fixed for 8 o'clock in the af- 
ternoon. Just before that hour the hands 
of the clock in the two houses were set 
back, and passage of bills continued until 
nearly 6 o'clock, when a recess was taken 
in order to give the Governor an op- 
portunity to consider the bills that had 
passed both houses but had yet failed to 
receive his signature. The Governor this 
year carried out the policy which he in- 
augurated two years ago of signing no 
bills after the Legislature had finally ad- 
journed. 

Gov. Voorhees sent to the Senate late 
this afternoon a large batch of nomina- 
tions, all of which were confirmed under 


a suspension of the rules. Among the 
nominations was that of Senator Edward 
C. Stokes of Cumberland County to suc- 
ceed Lewis A. Thompson as Clerk of the 
Court of Chancery. The appointment is 
tor five years, and the position pays $6,000 
annually.

FAMOUS WILL CASE SETTLED. 


Brattleborough, Vt., and Rhinebeck, N. 
Y., Get $1,000,000 from Thompson 
Estate for Charities. 


BRATTLEBOROUGH, Vt., March 22.—A 
compromise decree settling the celebrated 
Thomas Thompson will case, involving 
more than a million and a quarter dollars, 
has been filed by judge Knowlton of the 
Supreme Judicial Court of Massachusetts. 


Under the terms of the compromise the heirs 
who contested the will will receive $200,- 
000, while the remainder of the estate 
will constitute a trust fund, of the in- 
come of which two-thirds is to be used 
annually for charitable purposes in Brat- 
tleborough, Vt., and one-third for similar 
purposes in Rhinebeck, N. Y. 

The will had been in litigation for many 
months, the contest having been  pre- 
cipitated by the death of Mrs. Elizabeth 
Thompson in 1899. Mrs. Thompson was 
widely known as ay philanthropist, par- 
ticularly through her efforts to relieve the 
needy seamstresses, needlewomen, and 
shop girls of this vicinity. 

In her charitable work Mrs. Thompson 
was but carrying out plans which her 
husband had intended for many years 
previous to his death in 1869. Her munifi- 
cence was widely extended. Besides ving 
thousands of dollars to the heads of 
worthy families and other charities, she 
founded the town of Longmont, in Col- 
orado,-and a colony in Saline County, Kan. 
She presented Francis B. Carpenter's 
painting, “Signing the Emancipation 
Proclamation by Lincoln in the Presence 
of His Cabinet,” to Congress. She also 
gave $10,000 for investigating yellow fever, 
which was expended by a commission ap- 
pointed by Congress. For the gift of the 
painting Mrs. Thompson was voted the 
freedom of the House, a privilege given 
to no other woman. 

Under provision of the will of one of 
the deceased heirs $100,000 of the $200,- 
000 received under the compromise will 
= ae charitable purposes in Massachu- 
setts. 


FISH SEAL ON A WILL. 


Peculiar Signature of Testator John F. 
Baldwin. 

The will of John F. Baldwin, which was 
filed for probate yesterday in the Surro- 
gates’ office, presented a curious feature, 
in that just underneath his signature Mr. 
Baldwin had drawn a picture of a’‘fish. A 


copy of every will is also required to be 
filed with the Surrogate, and the copy of 
Mr. Baldwin's will had at the end ‘‘(Signed) 
John F. Baldwin, with the sign of a fish.” 

Mr. Baldwin lived at 15 Manhattan Ave- 
nue, and was eighty years old at the time 
of his death, March 13. He had been in 
the printing business. Under his will, he 
leaves his entire estate to his widow, Louise 
L. Baldwin. The value of the property, as 
given in the petition, is $3,000. 

Baldwin was always fond of fishing, and 
never signed any paper, including checks 
and letters, but that he drew a fish under 
his name. 

A son, Charles, is employed in the office 
of Henry Clews, the banker. 


MARCONI SUITS DISMISSED. 


Ciaims of Mr. Dulbear’s Assignee 
Against the Inventor for Alleged Pat- 
ent Infringement Not Sustained. 


Suits begun against Marconi, the in- 
ventor, two years ago by Lyman C. Learn- 
ed of Boston were dismissed on March 19 
in the United States Circuit Court by Judge 
Alfred C. Goxe. Mr. Learned sued as the 
assignee of Amos Emerson Dulbear of Bos- 
ton for damages to the amount of $200,000, 
and the issue of an injunction restraining 
Marconi from using apparatus for wireless 


telegraphy, said apparatus being alleged by 
the plaintiff to be covered by patents is- 
sued to Dulbear. 

The original complaint in the case set 
forth that Dulbear was the original invent- 
or of the system, that his patents were is- 
sued in December, 1882, and October, 1886, 
and assigned to Learned in July, 1899. The 
complaint further stated that the apparatus 
fer wireless telegraphy exhibited in the dia- 
grams of Marconi’s patents was imprac- 
tical, and that the defendant well knew 
this. It had, the complainant alleges, only 
commercial value when one_ tefminal 
sxrounded was used for transmission and 
one for receiving, and hence that contracts 
entered into by the defendant for commer- 
cial purposes were carried out by recourse 
to the plaintiff's patented instruments or 
instruments similar. Therefore, application 
was made for the injunction and demand 
was made that Marconi be directed to pay 
over profits to the plaintiff. 

The defendant, arconi, applied similar 
criticism to the apparatus of Dulbear. It 
was useless, and not adapted for any com- 
mercial purposes, his defense alleged. For 
the rest, he set up a general denial that his 
apparatus or any part of it was an infringe- 
ment of the plaintiff's. 

During the course of the litigation the 
plaintiff was represented by J. E. Mayna- 
dier of Boston and Marconi’s counsel was 
EH. H. Moeran: of 44 Pine Street. Dr. J. A. 
Fleming, a Professor of Electrical Engi- 
neering in University College, London, Eng- 
land, and Prof. Charles R. Cross, Thayer 
Professor of Physics in the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. testijed as ex- 
yerts. The contentions of the plaintiff were 
eld not to be sustained. 


SITE FOR PORT JERVIS LIBRARY. 


Peter E. Farnum Donates the Ground 
for Carnegie’s Gift to Village. 
Special to The New York Times. 


PORT JERVIS, ™. Y., March 22.—The 
question of a site for the new Carnegie 
library in this village was definitely settled 
last evening when the Library Building 
Committee decided to recommend to the 
Library. Trustees the generous gift of 
Peter E. Farnum of this village as ac- 
ceptable. All that remains now to be done 
in the matter is to submit the same to the 
taxpayers for approval, which will soon 
be done by special election, and, as the site 
is free and in a very desirable 1 tion, 
the action of the committee will be rati- 
fied. 

Since Mr. Farnum made his offer, two of 
the Library Trustees visited the archi- 
tects Jardine, Kent & Jardine of New 
York, whose address was secured througa 
Mr Carnegie’S private secretary, and a 
representative of the firm inspected the 
site and gave his approval. He suggested, 
however, the increase of five feet frontage, 
and Mr. Farnum promptly added that 
amount to his former gift of 100 feet by 
65 feet. The $3,000 Sparvera tee for the 
maintenance of the library will also be 
carried.

These 
smaller limbs are curved to form the back 
and sides of chairs.or curved backs to «ct- 
tees. In some instances these curved 
branches are worked into the underpin- 
nings of the chairs and settees with guood 
effect, or they form the entire backs and 
sides, curved into attractive designs. \When 
used in this way the seats of the chairs or 
seitees, and sometimes portions of the 
backs, are made of hickory slats, the small 
brarches split and nailed on close together 
with the round bark side uppermost. These 
are effective and as c ortable as they 
are strong.

All the affection of Ignace Paderewski's 
emotional nature has been lavished on his 
invalid son, Hippolyte. any times he has 
thrown up important engagements in order 
to hurry to the side of the boy when the 
latter's condition became alarming. In- 
deed, it has been said that Paderewski’s 
marriage last year to Helene von Rosen 


was chiefly owing to his gratitude for the 
care she had taken of his son, of whom she 
had been the companion almost from the 
time that his mother died. 

Twenty-one years ago Ignace Jan_ Pad- 
erewski was a poor, almost unknown Polish 
pianist, wandering through Roumania and 
playing as he went. In a littke Roumanian 
village he met a seventeen-year-old girl, 
Rose Hassal, and fell in love with her. 
They were married, and the wife died in 
ens birth to her son. The child was a 
nelpless cripple from birth, but bright in- 
tellectually, and, as Paderewski's fame in- 
creased and his means increased with it, 
every luxury that money could buy was 
used to allay the sufferings of the boy, 
and every great specialist in Europe was 
consulted in the hope of curing his deform- 
ity. It was all to no purpose; at last the 
frail life of Hippolyte Paderewski has flick- 
ered out in spite of everything the physi- 
cians could do.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 
Henry Myers. 

Henry Myers died on Wednesday last in 
Jacksonville, Fla. Major Myers, as he 
was generally called, was born seventy- 
three years ago in Savannah, Ga., «n‘' was 
the son of Mordecai Myers. Early in life 
he was appointed Paymaster in the United 
States Navy. When Georgia seceded he 
entered the Confederate Navy, and was or- 
dered to the Sumter, Commander Semmes. 


Mr. Myers was at the time of his death 
one of the few surviving officers of that 
noted vessel. 

Mr. Myers is best known for his having 
been captured at Tangiers in 1862. The 
Sumter, having been found unseaworthy, 
was at Cadiz. Her Paymaster, on leave 
of absence, went to Tangiers to visit a 
friend of his, an English officer, who was 
ill. Mr. Myers was seized by the Acting 
United States Consul at Tangiers, and put 
on board the United States ship Ion, and 
transferred from her to the merchant- 
man the Harvest Home, and then taken to 
Boston. The entire proceedings were 
deemed at the time as partaking of the 
character of an outrage. Mr. Myers’s case 
was-the subject of an interpellation in the 
House of Commons. On board the mer- 
chantman the prisoner was treated with 
reat cruelty, and he bore to the day of 

is death the marks of the shackles. __ 

After a long incarceration at Fort War- 
ren, when there was peace Mr. Myers went 
to Jacksonville, and filled there for many 
years an important position in the water 
works. Ir the official records of the Con- 
federate Navy much space is devoted to the 
capture of Mr. Myers and the efforts made 
for his release. 

Mr. Myers was an occasional contributor 
to THE New YorkK TIMEs, treating of mat- 
ters having to do with the Confederate 
Navy. For his fine courtesy, high-mind- 
edness, and intelligence Mr. Myers had 
made many friends, both North and South.

A FAULTY SCHOOL SYSTEM. 


Definite Localization of Executive Au- 
thority Is Now Lacking and Is De- 
clared to be Sadly Needed. 

“If a private individual conducted his 
business as the City of New York con- 
ducts its schools,” said one of the mem- 
bers of the supervising corps of teachers 
of this city, in speaking of the manage- 
ment of the city schools, “‘he would go 
into bankruptcy in a year. The system of 
school administration is neither economical 
nor effective. The functions of various 
boards or bodies are duplicated and re- 
duplicated. Responsibility and power are 
so divided and sub-divided as to cause con- 

tinued and vexations delays. 

“The scheme outlined in the present 
charter for the government and adminis- 
tration of the schools is decidedly ineffec- 
tive. The Department of Education is in 
many respects different from any other 
department of the City Government. Its 
obligations are, in a way,-similar to those 
of the Department of Health. It must 
have a certain amount of plenary power. 
If a school building burns down in a cer- 
tain part of the city or in a suburban com- 
munity in the city, a delay of six months 
or a year in again providing school facili- 
ties means that the whole principle of free 
public schools is nullified. The legislative 
power in the Department of Education 
should be definitely located, and that legis- 
lative power should be sufficient to pro- 
vide school facilities where they should be 
provided. 

.* There is at present no definite localiza- 
tion of executive authority. The City 
Superintendent is an executive only so 
far as he has the power of licensing teach- 
ers. The Borough Superintendents have 
executive power only so far as they can 
enforce the Compulsory Education law. 
The system needs a definite executive 
head. To do this the system must be com- 
pletely reconstructed, in my notion. L 
should be glad, personally, to have the 
Brooklyn scheme go through, whereby each 
borough would be supreme in the manage- 
ment of its own schools. But that scheme 
is absolutely impossible, as it would mean 
a virtual falling apart of the component 
rarts of the city. 

“IT am constrained for many reasons to 
believe that many of the administrative 
features in the scheme proposed by the 
Charter Revision Commission are neces- 
sary, advisable, and must ultimately go 
into effect.”

Jockey Club Refuses Him a License 
to Train. 


His Entries on All Tracks Rejected— 
Scandals of Races in Which He 
Was Interested. 


In the quiet way peculiar to the Stewards 
of The Jockey Club, the application of 
Samuel Hildreth, the most prominent 
owner-trainer on the American turf last 
geason, for a license to train horses, has 
been shelved. The first intimation of this 
action on Hildreth’s application came from 
Hildreth himself. Since then the additional 
fact has come out that The Jockey Club 
Stewards have further decided that Hil- 
@reth’s horses shall be barred from entry 
on Eastern race tracks. This means, in 
substance, that Hildreth and the stable 
which he collected last year stand as prac- 
tically ruled off, though The Jockey Club, 
@s a means of saving argument, has found 
it expedient to ignore undesirable turfmen 
in preference to ruling off such persons. 

Hildreth has been under a cloud sinve 
the late Summer of 1900, when he ceased 
to train for William C. Whitney. When 
managing the horses of wealthy turfmen he 
Was connected frequently with happenings 
of a suspicious nature, but, though in 
earlier years he had been ruled off, sus- 
pended, and otherwise disciplined, Hildreth 
went unmolested until the Fall meeting 
at the Morris Park race track. There he 


had one of the most powerful stables on 
the turf, and achieved successes in meoping 
with the nature of his establishment. There 
Was more or less scandal in connection 


with the running of his horses, but what- ; 


ever may have come from inquiry by 
Jockey Club officials, Hildreth hurried his 
own downfall by becoming intoxicated and 
discharging a revolver in a reckless man- 
ner while on race track property. A dead- 
ly assault on another trainer followed this 
misconduct, but the first offense gave The 
Jockey Club sufficient cause for action. 
and Hildreth was suspended for the re- 
mainder of the season. That he anticipated 
an extension of the penalty was evident 
last Fall, when Hildreth greatly reduced 
his stable. He was permitted to race in 
California through the Winter, 
reports has had a disastrous season there. 
He was credited with having won more 
than $250,000 on Eastern tracks last year 
in connection with the operation of his own 
atable and that racing in the name of his 
relative, F. M. Brown, but about all of this 
is said to have been lost in California. 


Jockey Martin’s License in Danger. 

LONDON, March 23.—The Daily *Mail 
gays it understands that the application of 
“Skeets’’ Martin, the American jockey, 
for a license for the coming season has 
been refused. 

According to the same authority, an ar- 
rangement has been made whereby Will- 
fam C. Whitney becomes the lessee of the 
Derby favorite, Volodyovski, and also of 
Petronius for two seasons. 

The Daily Chronicle asserts that the lease 
was only just concluded when Sir Thomas 
Lipton made an offer for Volodyovski.

TRADE DEVELOPMENTS. 


Jenerally, all the reports during the 
week indicate a continuance of healthful 
activity in trade and business. Iron and 
steel manufacturers report conditions in 
their line wonderfully favorable, with 
orders on hand carrying them well into 
midsummer, and with the outlook for 
even a greater press of business in the 
Fall. In builders’ hardware and struct- 
ural steel there is a rapidly increasing 
demand, and the indications point that, 
with the opening up of Spring, building 
operations throughout the country will 
be on a more extensive scale than at any 
time heretofore. 

Railway earnings as reported during 
the week continue to show gratifying in- 
creases, and the testimony of represent- 
ative railway officials is that there is 
every reason to believe that this satis- 
factory condition of affairs will continue 
for some time. As has lately been the 
case, collections are easy and money is 
plentiful. 

The only line of trade in which im- 
provement is not noticed is in the tex- 
tile industry. Cotton continues to decline 
in price, and some of the Massachusetts 
mills are limiting their production. A 
report that some of the Southern mills 
are likewise to curtail their production is 
not verified. 


Discussing the general trade situation, 
Bradstreet’s says: 


Trade is still active, though perhaps not so 
buoyant as in weeks past, partly owing to the 


——— 
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natural subsidence of the Spring demand at 
wholesale and partly because of the interrup- 
tion to demand and shipments.by snow and rain 
storms in the northern haif of the country. 
From the South the first distinctly unfavorable 
advices received for some time past come as a 
result of the heavy and continued decline in 
the price of cotton. Trade comparisons with 
earlier years favor the presént season, as ‘may 
be gathered -from the exceptionally good rail- 
way earnings returns and the enormous in- 
creases in clearings, some of which are no 
4doubt explained by the preparations for large 
financial operations and the. bullish speculation 
in stocks, which haa resulted in new price 
records for many securities. It is, of course, too 
early to report definitely on the-crop outlook, 
but it might be noted that the late heavy sriow- 
storms, while interruptive to traffic and to 
farm ovreparations, have helped the Winter 
wheat outlook -materiaily, and will aid the 
Spring wheat producer ajso. Soythwestern ad- 
vices are especially cheerful, and farmers in that 
section Hope to repéat or even improve upon 
the good resuits of. last year. The yields of 
wheat and barley in California will be very 
heavy. A large acreage is looked for in cotton, 
minimum estimates ranging above 10 per cent., 
although present prices and the outlook are not 
nearly as attractive as a year ago.

Along the same lines Dun’s says: 


The position of general business is satisfac- 
tory, being marked this week by increased ac- 
tivity of retail operations throughout the West 
and in some Atlantic seaboard cities, which is 
considered the forerunner of a generally good 
Spring trade. New entervrise is reflected in 
the largest demand for many months for build- 
ers’ hardware and general materials, and con- 
tracts for prompt deiivery of all structural goods 
are very difficult to place. Collections are 
prompt, and ratiroad tonnage is wei! maintained. 
Karnings of all railroads for the month of 
March to date show gain of 10.8 per cent. 
over last year, and 36 per cent. over 1899. 
The gains extend to practically the whole 
country. The textile tndustry alone does not 
improve. Short time has been adopted by Fall 
River cotton mills, and there are reports that 
some of the Southern weaving mills are about 
to curtail production, but this has been with- 
out specia) effect upon demand for either 
print cloths or heavy brown cottons. There 
13 satisfaction in the fact that prices have not 
further declined this week, and by some the 
market is called steadier on the current low 
basis, Bank clearinzs show 66 per cent. gain 
over last year at New York, with 33.5 per cent.

Iron and steel are strong and even buoyant, 
but, as in times past, the Western trade dis- 
plays the greatest activity and the most strength, 
while Eastern markets have rather lagged be- 
hind.

Dun's says that recent developments in 
the ‘cotton market have most thoroughly 
indorsed the position taken earlier in the 


season: 

At that time this staple was artificially sup- 
ported by speculation in defiance of every legiti- 
mate influence for a lower level. Spinning was 
being overdone, both here and abroad, and efforts 
to advance the finished product in proportion to 
the higher raw material decreased sales until the 
wheels were stopped by accumulation of goods. 
Exports in February were 275,226 bales less than 
in the same month of 1900, and the first half of 
March shows a further loss in foreign buying. 
The amount still coming forward at the South 
indicates that plantation stocks are by no means 
exhausted, and preparation for the new crop 
promises an enormous acreage. From the top 
point of the season the price has fallen $18.45 a 
bale, and the only apparent element of strength 
at present is the oversold condition of the specu- 
lative market. 

Footwear is firmly maintained for staple lines, 
although high-priced grades are easier. Some 
decrease in demand does not disturb producers, 
as factories are busy on contracts that will re- 
quire months to fill. Orders for boots have ex- 
ceeded last year's date, with trade most 
active at the South. Buyers who recently left 
Boston are now sending !n orders freely.

EAST RIVER BRIDGE 
CONTRACT IS INVALID 


Stipulations Concerning Labor Are 
Held to be Unconstitutional.

@ppeliate Division of the Supreme Court 
Follows Decision in the Rodg- 
ers Case. 


The contract for the construction of the 
new East River Bridge is virtually held by 
a decision rendered yesterday by the Ap- 
pellate Division of the Supreme Court to be 
invalid, because of the illegal provisions 
which were inserted in it in order to meet 
the requirements of the labor law. The 
question came before the court upon appeal 
by Julius Meyers from an _ interlocutory 
judgment of the Special Term, sustaining 
a demurrer to the complaint, in his suit 
against the City of New York and the 
Bridge Commissioners. The action was 
brought under the law of 1892, and Section 
1,925 of the code, to prevent waste of the 


public money. 

The alleged waste was claimed to result 
from various provisions of the advertised 
proposals for a contract, among others that 
requiring that the contract to be made for 
the work must contain an agreement to 
comply with the provision of the labor law 
as to the rate of wages, and, where labor 
was employed, requiring preference to be 
given to the citizens of this State; also that 
no laborer, mechanic, or workman should 
be permitted to work more than eight hours 
{n any:one calendar day, except in certain 
emergéncies; and that the rate of wages to 
be paid for a legal day’s work be not less 
than the prevailing rate for a day’s work in 
the same trade in the locality where such 
public work was performed. 

These provisions were alleged in the com- 
plaint to be unconstitutional, and the re- 
quirements to be illegal. Justice Rumsey, 
giving the opinion of the court, says that 
as legal propositions they are now estab- 
lished, in the Rodgers case, by the highest 
court of the State. As to the claim that 
the Bridge Commissioners, having unre- 
stricted power to contract, were at liberty 
to insert these provisions in the contract, 
Justice Rumsey says it may be assumed, 
when they imposed these restrictions upon 
the contract, they did not do so of their 
own free will, but because the statute then 
in force, and supposed to be valid, com- 
pelled them to do so. 

The Court holds that it follows from the 
decision in the Rodgers case, *‘ that the in- 
sertion of any requirement in the contract 
which unduly increases the price to be paid 
for the work , operates as a waste of the 
public money ”’; also “‘ that the Bridge Com- 
missioners, in’ inserting these provisions, 
did that which they had no power to do, 
and because it is conceded that the neces- 
sary result of it is to waste the public 
funds, the complaint in that regard is suf- 
ficient, and therefore the demurrer should 
be overruled.” 

Presiding Justice Van.Brunt and Justice 
Patterson dissented. 

Lewis Nixon, President of the New East 
River Bridge Commission, when seen at 
the Democratic Club last night, said that 
the Appellate Court decision would in no 
way interfere with the progress of the work 
of construction. ‘‘ All the bidders for the 
contract,” said Mr. Nixon, “ were aware 
of its conditions, and no one was prejudiced 
by awarding the contract with this condi- 
tion inserted. 

*“* Besides, we had no choice in the mat- 
ter, as we had to obey the existing law. As 
s00n as we are served with the decision we 
will ask the Corporation Counsel for an 
opinion as to how the matter can be ar- 
ranged. The work on the bridge in the 
meantime will go on as before.”’ 


OPPENHEIM IS DISBARRED. 


Appellate Court Judges Declare that 
He Is Guilty of Subornation 
of Perjury. 


Benjamin Oppenheim, an attorney, 
against whom charges were made by the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company, was 
yesterday disbarred by the unanimous di- 
rection of the Appellate Division. The ac- 
cused lawyer, hearing of a child named 
Nugent having been run over by one of the 
Metropolitan Company's cars, immediately 
preceeded to call on the child's mother, 
from whom he obtained a contract employ- 
inz him as attorney, by which he was to 
receive one-half of any recovery. 

Justice Ingraham, giving the opinion of 
the Appellate Division, says: ‘“‘He then 
proceeded to manufacture the testimony to 


obtain a recovery. He employed Peorchla, 
an Italian barber, to find persons who 
would testify upon the trial, took affida- 
vits from several persons, which Il am sat- 
isfied were known to him to be false when 
verified, if they were verified; called upon 
others to endeavor to induce ‘them to tes- 
tify, produced upon the trial these wit- 
nesses, who had been induced to testify 
falsely, and upon such testimony obtain< 4a 
a verdict. Two witnesses who iestified io 
what they now say was untrue, were girls, 
one fifteen and the other seventeen years 
of a 
These, irls testified in these proceedings 
that neither of them had seen the accident 
and that they ‘so informed Oppenheim when 
he called upon them. To induce them to 
testify he appealed to their sympathies, 
asked them to assist the child and her 
mother, who were poor people, as against 
this rich railroad company. Then, arter 
heving. drawn up affidavits for them to 
sign, he drilled them as to the testimony 
they should give. In conclusion Justice JIn- 
graham says: 

“The respondent, a member of the bay, 
hes grossly abused His sition; has been 
guilty of an offense which, by the law of 
this State, is a felohy, and should be mn 
sonaet permitted to disgrace the profes- 
sion.”’

A. C. Fransioli Disbarred. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court handed down a decision yesterday 
granting a motion for the disbarment of 
Augustus C. Fransioli of 59 Liberty Street. 
The petition of the Bar Association states 
that Fransioli was admitted to the bar in 
Brooklyn in 1858. He was charged with re- 
taining $2,400 which he had secured on the 
compromise of a foreclosure suit brought 
against Mary A. Organ of Washington 
County. The suit was brought on behalf of 
Owen and Margaret Duffy. They never re- 
— ed the money collected by Fransioli for 
them, 


LEGAL NOTES. 


GOLDENBERG’S CHARITABLE BEQUEST.— 
The Appellate Division yesterday unani- 
mously affirmed an order granted at Spe- 
cial Term permitting Attorney General Da- 
vies to intervene in an action brought by 
Jacob Rothschild and others against Mary 
Goldenberg and others for the construc- 
tion of certain clauses of the will of Simon 
Goldenberg. By these provisions of his 
will Mr. Goldenberg gave his residuary es- 
tate to certain persons named, or to the 
survivors of them, to apply it ‘to the 
creation of some charitable or educational 
institution in the City of New York.” The 
only restriction placed by the testator 
as to the character of the institution was 
that it should be non-sectarian, and that he 
did not desire the fund to be divided be- 
tween existing charities, ‘‘ but this is not 
to preclude said legatees from enlarging 
or placing upon a solid foundation any ex- 


isting charitable institution, if they shall 
deem it advisable so to do, hav ing full con- 
tidence that they will found a _ charity 
which will add something to the improve- 
ment of the physical, moral, or intellectual 
improvement of those for whose benefit 
they will create such institution.”’ 

Justice Patterson, giving the opinion of 
the appellate tribunal, says the bequest 
is not to be deemed invalid by reason of 
the indefiniteness or uncertainty of the in- 
tended beneficiaries, if under the author- 
itv of the will and otherwise valid and 
feasible scheme to effectuate the testator’s 
intention may be carried out by the trust- 
ees. Referring to the provision of the real 
property law giving the Supreme Court in 
certain cases control over bequests and 
devises, and enacting that “‘the Attorney 
General shall represent the beneficiaries 
in all such cases, and it shall be his duty 
to enforce such trusts by proper proceed- 
ings in court,’’ Justice Patterson says that 
in order to enforce and protect the trust, 
the Attorney General should be made a 
party to the action. ‘‘ The validity of the 
trust,” he adds, ‘‘ is the main subject of the 
litigation, and it is the office of the Attor- 
ney General to see to the establishment 
of the trust, if valid, for a beneficiary to 
be selected by the trustees. If they make 
no selection, then to take proper proceed- 
ings in court to enforce the trust.”’

The Appellate Division yesterday af- 
firmed a writ of peremptory mandamus ob- 
tained by Ludholz, yee | the Civil Ser- 
vice Commissioners to certify upon the pay 
roll that the salary had been properly in- 
creased. Justice Rumsey, giving the opin- 


,ion of the Court, says that whatever sal- 


ary Ludholz might have been receiviay as 
the Civil Service Commission had fix the 
maximum of his grade at $1,800, they could 
not, when his salary was increased to that 
sum, say that as he had been receiving 
$1, 320, the salary of a leveler, he therefore 
was a leveler and the increase was a pro- 
motion, which the rules forbade without a 
new examination. The Commissioners 
could only classify the position, and not to 
consider the salary to be paid. 

Jutice Ingraham gave a dissenting opin- 
ion, which is. concurred in by Presiding 
Justice Van Brunt, holding that the ap- 
pointment of the relator as topographical 
draughtsman in July, 1897, did not vest him 
with any particular office, and the increase 
of his salary was a promotion within Sec- 
tion 15 of Chapter 37) ot the laws of 1897. 


THE CLAFLIN Tax* ‘Case Decipep.—The 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court 
yesterday handed down a decision affirm- 
ing an order of Justice Fitzgerald, in the 
case of the People ex rel H. B. Claflin 
Company against Thomas L. Feitner et al., 
Tax Commissioners. Justice Fitzgerald 


dismissed a writ of certiorari sued out by 
&: Claflin Company to review its on the 

nt for taxation for the Sey 1899. The 
company had been oterare assessed for 
property to the amount of $9,000,000, but 
after a hearing had been held, the amount 
was reduced to $1,000,000 The company 
appealed to the Supreme Court to have the 
assessment still further reduced, claiming 
taxable in this State 

290,000. At Special 
Term the President of the company refused 
to testify —— the business of the 
company in ersey, and the Justice 
arena dismissed the writ. 

The opinion of the Appellate Division is 
written by Justice Rumsey. He refers to 
the organization of the corporation in an- 
other State as being evidently purely a 
formal matter, and he says that in order 
to find out the amount of capital actually 
invested in New York State it was essen- 
tial to understand something of the com- 
pany's affairs in New Jersey. As to-the 
claim that this would be inquisitorial, he 
says that all tax inquiries are necessarily 
inquisitorial to a certain extent, and it had 
not been shown that, there was any im- 
proper desire to pry into private affairs in 
this case. 

Justice Rumsey then reviews some of 
the figures in the case. In January, 1899, 
the assets of the company were $15,983,000; 
while the liabilities, exclusive of capital, 
were given as 6,983 It appeared, how- 
ever, that of the ‘assets, only $4,240,000 
were in New York, while ametnet thie sum 
was to be charged about $4,000,000 of the 
liabilities. The Justice himself finds the 
figures confusing, and after discussing 
them in considerable detall, he says:
